Marla Maravigna. Winchester's 
reknowned "Mushroom Lady” is on the move 
and in the news again of late. 

Best known for her expertise in mycology, 
as leader of mushroom hunts all across the 
state, and for her exquisite sculptures of a 
wide variety of mushrooms, Mrs. Maravigna 
was written up In the recently published 
"Yankee Superlatives," a compilation of New 
England records put out by Yankee 
Magazine. 

She recently returned from Mansfield, 
Ohio, where 200 of her sculptures are on 
display at the Kingwood Center, an old estate 
with 47 acres of gardens, woods, and a huge 
house left to the public by the late Charles 
Kelley King, president of Ohio Brass Co. The 
200 sculptures are all of species native to 
Ohio. 

For the sixth time. Mrs. Maravigna has 
been invited to display her work at the Home 
Savings Bank at 69 Tremont st., Boston. A 
large display including several water color 
panels showing edible and poisonous species 
of mushrooms will be on exhibit day and night 
through Aug. 31. 

And finally, Mrs. Maravigna’s sculptures 
have been written up in the Garden Shop 
pages of the July-August issue of the New 
York Botanical Garden Magazine.

School building committee 
seeks board clarification

The Cape Cod 
National Seashore 

This week's feature highlights the 
Seashore as a summer day trip suggestion. 
Extending from Orleans to Provincetown. 
The National Seashore consists of 27,000 
acres of relative wilderness. This is Cape 
Cod as tho Wampanoag Indians, tnc 
Mayflower Pilgrims and Guglielmo 
Marconi knew it. Now it has been 
preserved by the Park Service for the 
enjoyment of everyone and the area offers 
plenty of opportunities for things to do •• 
swimming (the moat beautiful beaches 
anywhere), hiking, boating, historical 
tours, horseback riding, camping, kite 
flying and even hong gliding. 


The School Building Consultant Com¬ 
mittee Monday sought clarification of its 
duties from (he board of selectmen. The 
committee asked the board if consultants 
should be hired to examine the potential uses 
of the three schools voted closed by the school 
committee, or the three schoo s plus any 
other schools that might be belter utilized as 
public buildings. 

Selectmen Arthur Dunbar and Barbara 
Hankins said the consultants' study should be 
"confined to those buildings so indicated by 
the scWM'VWiimllce " The school committee 
has voted to close Parkhursl. Noonan and 
Washington schools, but, by a 3-2 vote, 
decided to keep Lincoln school open. 

O’Connell said since there’s a chance of 
more closings, tho town should "gel its 
monies worth" from the consultant and 
require the firm to examine more than three 
schools. 

Town Meeting Member Harry Chadwick, 
who attended the board meeting (o address 
the subject, said the town should "take the 
opportunity and take the broader view of how 
to best utilize public property.” He said the 
school committee has been shortsighted in 
dealing with what is best for the town. "The 
school committee has been serving only one 
interest; that of education and schools. They 
have not been accomplishing what is best for 
the whole town”' Chadwick said. 

Mary Jean Weylman, school committee 
member, also present at the meeting, 
defended the schools. "The committee has 
been concerned about the whole town," she 


said. "The Farkliursl School could have been 
closed this September and saved (lu* town 
$75,000 but there was no alternative uses lor 
the school. We are always trying to find ways 
to save the town money." she said 

Chairman O'Connell said if he were to hire 
a consultant for $5000. he would want to get 
the most from his money. *T would want the 
three closed schools examined, plus Lincoln. 
Mystic and Ambrose.” Ik* said even though 
those schools will be open lor a while the land 
and space uses sh ould a lso be studied 

Charles Tstt’l<'<W!ff**^*bnsultanl cominitlec 
member, said the number of schools studied 
by the consultant "might change the thrust of 
the study. " Different use proposals would be 
developed by the consultant depending on the 
number of schools to be studied. For example, 
if the consultant knew he had an extra 12.000 
square feet available at another location, he 
would not suggest squeezing two eooo-square- 
foot operations in a 10,000 square foot 
l>uilding. He would put the two operations in 
the 12000 foot space. 

Tseckares also informed the board that the 
slate Board of Higher Education has 
requested use of the Sanborn House, to he 
vacated by 1980 by administrative services. 
The schoo) administration will be moving to 
the Lynch School. 

Selectmen took no vote on the matter but 
strongly urged the committee, comprised 
also of Selectman Harry Chefalo and Carolyn 
Ward, to attend the school committee's 
meeting Aug. 9 to find out what the committee 
would like the consultant to study. 


The board of health has issued a cease and 
itesisi order asking all Woburn property 
owners lied into Wincheseter’s Cambridge a 
street sower line to stop using the line by Jan. • 
1 

The order was approved by a 3-0 vote at 
the board's regular meeting Tuesday 
evening 

Dccasioiial overflows of raw .sewage along 
the line during periods of heavy rain led the 
board to declare a health hazard June 29. A 
number of businesses along Cambridge street 
across the town line in Woburn are lied into 
the northern section «mini-system 35A) of the 
sewer line, and the board feels these 
businesses are adding substantially to the 
problem 

Representatives of the property owners — 
Y&M Trust, which owns the Star Market 
complex, and Edward G. LeRoux, Albert F. 
Curran, who own the New England 
Rehabilitation Hospital — were invited to a 
hearing July 17 to "show cause" why they 
should not be cut off. 

The sewer line from the Star Market 
complex down to Mahoney's Rocky Ledge 
Farm was built in 19,59-60 by the owners of the 
Star Market complex, Marian G. Mugkr and 
family (latersucceeded by Y&M Trust). Mrs. 
Mugar had made a verbal agrednentw’ith the 
Winchester Water and Sewer Board that she 
would have the line built and the town would 
then lake over ownership and maintenance of 
the line. 

Some of the Mugar property was later sold 
to IzCRoux and Curran, who built the New 
England Rehabilitation Hospital, the Country 
Club Apartments, and the Country Club 
Professional Building, and who arc now 
building a 101-unit apartment complex for the 
elderly and handicapped on the site 

Through an agreement between Y&M and 
lA*Houxand('urran. the hospital was tied into 
the Star Market sewer line. Curran has said 
he 5sn plans to tie the new apartments into 
the line. 

At llie July 17 hearing, the property 
owners asked Ihe board for a 30-day delay 


before issuing the order Their plcn was 
repealed Tuesday night when Edward Hicks, 
attorney for Y&M. and Raymond Dunn, 
administrator of the Rehab Hospital, asked 
the board for time to come up with plans to 
remedy the situation. 

"We’re asking you to have some patience 
with us.” Hicks said, noting that Y&M has 
been talking to the hospital owners and 
Woburn officials to try to work out a solution. 

However. Woburn Mayor Thomas Higgins 
has said he feels the problem is strictly 
between the property owners and Winchester. 

The board originally set a Dec. 1 date for 
tho cut of but changed that to Jan. 1 at the 
meeting Tuesday. Hicks told the board that 
"Wearen’t going to gel a solution before Dec 
1. no matter what happens." 

Board member Dr Mrucc Hanes 
suggested that giving the owners an extra 
month would show a desire on the part of the 
board to cooperate with the property owners. 
The bbard indicated that if evidence of con¬ 
crete progress ca?i l)e demonslralcd by the 
deadline, they might be willing to extend it 
beyond the Jan. I date 

Ik'fore the vote* to issue the order was 
taken. Hicks cautioned the board. "Don’t pull 
the plug on us. 1 think we cangel there. I think 
we can get a solution." But he warned that if 
an order were to bo issued. Y&M would go to 
court. "And"’ said Hicks' "if wc get to 
litigation, everyone will pay three times as 
much.” 

Board member Dr. Lawrence Quigley 
asked Hicks if he could give the board some 
Idea of w’hen the pwners could be off the line. 
Hicks replied that he was to meet the next day 
(Wednesday) with engineers for Y&M. he 
said he would get back to the board within two 
days with n written reply. 

Selectmen Chairman Edward O'Connell, 
who attended Tuesriay's meeting along with 
Selectman Harry Chefalo. was skeptical 
suggesting to the board that all they might 
hear in two days would be a vague comment 
from the property owners "accepting the 


inevitability" that they would have to be 
removed frojn the line. 

Hicks and Dunn even questioned whether 
removing the Woliurn owners from the line 
would solve the problem of the overflows, 
though Hicks acknowledged the logic of the 
hoard's turning first to Woburn users to be cut 
off 

Hicks said he hoped all parties involved — 
including Winchester and Woburn — would 
cooperate in trying to work out a solution. He 
said comments quoted as coming from 
Benjamin Brown, a trustee of Y&M. saying 
tliat his group would go to court against 
Winchester, came "as a complete surprise to 
me." 

But Hicks then explained that if the order 
was issued, "we’d bt* in court the next day.” 
He said because it would be impossible for the 
owners to make the changeover from the 
Winchester to the Woburn sewer system by 
the deadline, his clients would have to go to 
eourl 

He also pointed out that a cut off might 
precipitate an even worse health hazard 
across the line in Woburn. And he noted that 
the overflow problem has existed for some 
time now and therefore does not appear as 
serious as the board has indicated. 

Selectman Chefalo said he didn't believe 
the owners would go to court, "because they 
haven’t got a chance of winning.” 

Hicks also .seemed to imply that the 
rcs|X)nsibility for paying for the cut off and 
switch to a Woburn sewer line rested with the 
two communities as well as with the property 
owners. "If (he solution is a very expensive 
one. we’d certainly like to investigate with 
everybody involved the possibility of some 
contribution," said Micks in response to 
whether or not he felt the communities bear 
any responsibility to pay. Ho added, "At some 
point we’re going to have to talk about it.” 

Both O'Connell and Chefalo denied that 
Winchester has imy responsibility to pay. 
"The town has no obligation whatsoever,"

Summer employees looking for raise 


Sixteen temporary town employees 
Monday .sought an explanation from the 
board of selectmen on summer help Wages. 

The employees, representing (he park, 
cemetery, and highway departments, ap¬ 
proached (he .selectmen with several 
questions 

First, the group, represented by Michael 
Kennedy of the park department, asked the 
selectmen why summer help was being paid 
$2.50 an hour when the state minimum wage 
law pays $2.65 an hour. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux said the 
minium wage law only applies to the private 
sector and that municipalities are not 
required to |)ay the higher wage. Groux also 
said he wanted to employ more personnel by 
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Amigos de las Americas 

A sense of adventure^ a sense of humanity

"I just wanted to do something. I didn’t 
want to be a bum. So I just signed up. It was 
really good.” 

The person speaking 
resident Lisa MacDonald and that 
"something” she did was recently spend four 

( weeks in Barahona. which is a city in the 
Dominican Republic. 

Lisa, 18 years old, was part of a program 
^ called Amigos t De Las Americas, an 
^ organization of young people who donate a 
m month of paramedic service to the peoples of 
fi Latin America. It’s strictly volunteer work; 
i in fact, participants must put up $60U to make 
ft the trip. 

i These are two programs that volunteers 
* can be a part of, immunization or dental. 
i Although her future plans include a career in 

I f: dental hygiene, Lisa chose the immunization 
plan. "I entered the immunization program 
I because I knew 1 was going to study dental 
P later on. Anyway, down there the teeth aren’t 
I so pretty so I diidn’t want to lake that. So I 
^ took immunization, which was a lot of fun. It’s 
more exciting and there's more to it in the 
field instead of just going to schools and the 
like.” 

Amigos, as the volunteers call each other, 
don't simply sign up and then fly off to Latin 
America armed with toothbrush and needle. 
The preparation is extensive. 

"It started in January of this year and it’s 
a six month training program," explains 
Lisa. "Every Wednesday I'd go and learn 
training. We had doctors come in and show us 
how to give shots. There’s three different 
kinds of shots, intramuscular, intra-dermal 
and sub-cutaneous. 

The vaccines lake different kinds of 
shots, Like the measles would be sub¬ 
cutaneous, which is in the back of the arm, 
while a DPT (dyphteria-pcrlussus-tetanus) 
would be an intramuscular which would be in 


the deltoid muscle. See, you learn these things 
in class. 

' "You also learn Spanish. They taught us 
Spanish for an hour every class, maybe an 
hour and a half. Then we’d take a break, a 
Winchester munch-out break 

Those munch-out breaks were one of the 
delicacies Lisa and her fellow Amigos came 
to miss. 

"I lived in a city with a pretty well off 
family. I wasn’t like other kids. Some kids 
had to sleep on cots and eat pigs intestines 
and things like that. I wasn’t that bad off. I 
was eating chicken. Everything down there is 
mostly fried, like bananas. They have all 
different types of fried bananas, which were 
gross." 

The work was also long and tiresome.

‘We’d work from 8 to 5 six days a week and at 
night we’d work on records. We’d get picked 
up and we'd go out to a barrios, whSch are 
outskirts. There’d be four Amigos and each 
one of us had a co-worker. The co-workers 
were Dominicans who went with us and in¬ 
troduced us to the people. 

“Each Amigo would take a different street 
and bring an igloo (small cooler) and a 
knapsack with syringes and needles and prep 
swabs. We’d just go from house to house 
asking if they needed a vaccination. That was 
the day. Thai's what we di(i constantly every 
day, just giving shots. 1 averaged about 65 
shots a day and 1 gave a thousand shots in 
three weeks. We only worked for three weeks 
because we spent four days in the capital 
being briefed." 

At the end of each day a concise set of 
records was compiled. Lisa explains. “We’d 
have these little cards that told the name, age 
and what kind of shot was given." 

These records are used by a second group 
of Amigos who are in Latin America now 
doing the same things Lisa did. "See they (the 
Dominicans) need two doses of each shot, 
except for measles, which takes one. Wc only 
gave one to each little kid and you have to 
wait a month apart before you can give the 
next shot. Amigos down there now are giving 
the second does of what we first gave. The 
parents keep these cards for our co-workers " 

Lisa, an outgoing and enjoyable person to 
talk with, was surprised by the cooperation 
the people showed when receiving their shots. 
she expected nothing less than hand-to-hand 
combat. 

"Everybody wanted a vaccination, which 
was excellent. I thought people would refuse 
They came from blocks around because they 
knew we were there. They wanted their kids 
immunized." 

According to Lisa, tho island where she 
was assigned resembles parts of New 
England. "Actually the whole island is trees 


and mountains like New Hampshire, except 
they're palm trees, coconut trees, banana ^ 
trees. It’s just more tropical." j| 

But there's another side of Amigos De Las 1 
Americas. Beyond the needles and % 
medication there's the experience of P 
travelling to a world apart from our own. ||[ 
There’s the exchange of ideas and joint ac- U 
tion, not merely with people from another * 
country, but also with people from different 1 
parts of (he United States. |* 

"Sometimes we’d have a priest come in 1 
during our training and we’d sec what it’s like ' 
just to get along with other people. After all ,v 
wc were going to be working with a partner 
for a whole month, and you have to be able to 
cope with another person for that time, For 
example, my partner wa.s from Tuscon 
Arizona. There were people from Seattle, 
from Texas, everywhere," 

Although many Amigos have an interest in 
health, that's usually only part of their reason 
for joining. Mary O'Mahony, (Jirector of 
training for Amigos, feels that they 
"generally like adventure but want more than 
to just backpack through Latin America. 
They’re also humanitarians. They want to do 
something to help the world.” 

This analysis holds true in the case of Lisa 
MacDonald As you peak to her you sense 
that she wants more from life. She’s not 
content to coast. 'M wanted to get out of 
Winchester and do something, gel busy. It 
was so worthwhile." 

Amigos, as Mr&. O'Mahoney states, "are 
basically ordinary people.” Yet they have a 
restless urge to do something, to )>e a pa rt of a 
program that's moving forward. The $600, the 
cost, the pigs intestines, the long hours were 
all accepted as part of the job. No complaints. 

As Lisa sums it up, "If you could have done it 
yourself I'm sure you would have said it was 
really rewarding too. You just know you're 
doing something really good. You feel good 
after every day " 


paying $2 .50 than employing less for more 
money 

Kennedy said 22 summer employees were 
hired In 1973 for the park department and only 
10 are working this year. Groux replied (hat 
there's been a reduction in the work force 
l)ccause of budget cuts. 

Second, the group wanted to know why 
they have not received a raise for at least five 
years when other towns, like Burlington and 
Lexington, increase wages according to 
number of years worked. 

Kennedy said he, like many of his 
colleagues, are trying to put themselves 
through school and a minimal raise, such as 
$6 a week, could mean more than $100 over 
the summer. "To us, that'sa big difference." 
he said. 

Groux said the reason why there have been 
no pay hikes is because the town hires 
summer help on a lottery basis. He said 
there’s usually a great turnover of summer 
employees and that most employees are first 
year workers. 

"It sometimes happens that somebody Is 
picked in the lottery system more than one 
year and. in that case, they don't receive a 
raise either. We insitiuted the lottery system 
to discourage favoritism and give everybody 
a fair chance at receiving summer em¬ 
ployment from the town.” he said, Groux said 
it "becomes awkward to pay more for per¬ 
sons with more experience with a lottery 
system." 

Third, the group asked why CETA W'orkers 
are gelling paid more than them when 
.sometimes the summer employees are asked 
to watch over the CETA employeo.s. "This 
perturbs me." Kennedy said. “Why should I 
be watching a guy that’s getting paid $1 an 
hour when I’m only getting $2.50?” he asked. 

Selectman Barbara Hankins replied that 
the town has no control over what CETA 


employee.s get paid. "They’re paid by the 
federal government.’’ she said, 

Fourth, Kennedy asked why the town 
manager vetoed a proposal to raise summer 
employee wages to $2.65 an hour. Groux said 
he opposed the pay hike i)ecause he wanted 
"19 control the budget and increase the 
number of summer employees." 

Groux said there has been a recent ruling 
from (he commissioner of the state Depart¬ 
ment of Labor and Industry which requires 
cities and towns to pay the minimum wage 
law’ levied on private industry. He said, 
however, that the commissioner’s ruling 
"runs counter with state laws” and many 
municipalities are paying less than the $ 2.65 
an hour wage. 

He said the issue is now in the courts and 
that if the courts decide in favor of applying 
the minimum wage law to the public sector, 
then Winchester will abide by the court 
ruling. 

Barbara Hankins said. "Hight now, it’s up 
in the air and in the courts as to whether it 
applies or not." 

Selectman Chairman Edward O’Connell 
said, us gel a better handle on this 
situation and if we are off base then we will 
make the necessary clianges to correct it." 

He said, “What you’ve (summer em 
ployees) mentioned deserves review and 
may. indeed, bring about change maybe a 
year from now." 

The chairman said this year’s budget is 
already fixed and (he summer is half over, so 
no changes could be made this summer. 

Kennedy then asked the selectmen how 
many selectmen are receiving the same 
amount of pay as they did five years ago. 
ri’Connell replied. "There are some people 
who are making less than what they made 
live years ago."

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A 200-year-old working farm 

A piece of history lives on up on Ridge street

The most exciting discoveries are 
sometimes the result of routine research. 
This was our exf)eriencc wlien wc went to 
examine the architecture of the house at 78 
Ridge St 

To our surprise, wc found that this 
property is still a working farm, dating back 
to the 18th century, perhaps the closest farm 
to Boston in this area, and to our knowledge, 
the only one of its kind surviving in Win¬ 
chester today. The barn, ice house, squash 
house and wells are still intact and useful at 
the present time. 


As we were making notes on the stylistic 


details of the house, we had an opportunity to 
discuss with the present owner her knowledge 
of the history of this house, providing the 
missing links in our understanding. 

She told us that the original owner of the 
farm was Phllomon Wright, an important 
figure in both local and Canadian history. A 
veteran of the Revolutionary War, he also 
founded the first slellemenl in the capital 
region of Canada. He sold the farm to Josiah 
Locke in 1800 and left Winchester for the 
wilderness of Canada to develop the fur and 
lumber business. 


Five generations of Lockes lived in this 
house since that lime. Four years later Josiah 
sold Ihc farm to his son, Asa. Asa Locke, “was 


a successful farmer and accumulated good 
l)ropcrty.” He marketed the products of the 
farm in Charlestown and Boston. He in turn 
sold the farm to his four sons in 1B57. Two of 
them, Josiah and Asa, bought out the others 
and then divided the property In 1872. 


Josiah Locke Jr. retained his part of the 
farm, and maintained it successfully, as he 
“possessed a genius and passion of hard 
toil...and exhibited sound judgment in 
practical matters.” George Lewis Locke, son 
(if .Josiah Jr. assumed responsibility for the 
farm in 1899 upon the death of his father. He 
bought out the other heirs and began business 
entirely on his own behalf. George Locke 
successfully continued the market gardening 
business, raising lettuce, celery, peas. 


squash, and other produce which he sold in 
Boston. 


The present owners now maintain an 
organic vegetbale farm, and have left the 
land much as it was in the 1800 's. 


This farm is a living, functioning remnant 
of early 19th century Winchester farm 
country. The original environment is still 
maintained much as the Lockes had used it 
for generations. Its beauty is enhanced My the 
(‘xpanse of undeveloped conservationiTland 
surrounding the farm. The present owners 
cherish it for its continuity with the past, and 
a part of Winchester history will live on 
through “The Farm” on Ridge street. 
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The landscape around Locke Farm hasn't changed much. One of the farm hands 
turns a carl off Ridge street; Locke Farm is in the background.

Judy Fabuss has traded a summer of 
sleeping late for the chance to help out in the 
hospital lab office. 

Jenni Halpin might not be as tanned as 
some of her classmates when she returns to 
school in the fall, because instead of being 
seen at the beach she can be seen volun¬ 
teering in the hospital coffee shop during the 
noonday sun. 

Brian, Judy and Jenni are not alone, but 
arc three of 151 boys and girls between the 
ages of 14 and 18 who are spending the 
summer as junior volunteers at Winchester 
Hospital. This year’s junior volunteers come 
from eleven surrounding towns. 

Their dedication didn’t begin with the 
closing of school for the summer, either. Last 
spring, each junior volunteer attended four 
orientation sessions and spent at least two 
months training in the job he or she selected 
to do. Many of them stay on to help during the 
school term too, and some come back for a 
second or third year of service. 

In fact, last year junior volunteers like 
Brian, Judy and Jenni contributed more than 
12,000 hours of service to Winchester 
Hospital.

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Groux appoints Conlon 
as civil defense head 


If there s an emergency in town, don’t 
panic. Bill Conlon is the town’s new civil 
defense director. 

Thomas William Conlon, Winchester 
Water and Sewer Division operations 
manager of the department of public works 
for the past 20 years, was appointed to the 
volunteer post by Town Manager Thomas 
Groux this week. 

In a memo to the board of selectmen, 
Groux said Conlon is “well acquainted with 
the community and its essential services. 
Over the years, his job has required a heavy 
demand for ability to respond to unexpected 
and emergency situations in the water and 
sewer operations. His knowledge of these two 
vital services is extensive.” < 

Conlon said he applied for the position a 
week ago and was “happy to take it.” The 
post was vacated in March when Richard 
Sampson resigned as director. Sampson 
coordinated the February blizzard 
emergency efforts. 

Conlon. a native of Winchester, has been 
involved with civil defense in the town for 
several years. He has worked as liaison 
between the civil defense directors and the 
town. 

Conlon worked with Police Chief John 
McHugh when he served as acting civil 
defense director when the town did not have 
an officially appointed coordinator, with 
James Connolly when he served last year, 
and with Sampson. 

Sampson said he thought Conlon’s ap¬ 
pointment was “great.” He said the job 
requires a lot of time, but the reward, 
although not monetary, is attractive. “The 
assistance you give to the town as director in 
times of emergency is very satisfying," he 
said. 

Sampson said the civil defense director 
must work hand in hand with the police and 
fire auxiliary units. “The auxiliary units do so 
much for the town through civil defense. 
They're a bunch of selfless individuals who 
don't get enough recognition for their service 
to the town.” Sampson said. 

Conlon is already organizing his plan of 
action for the town’s civil defense system. He 
said he plans to contact Chief McHugh, Fire 
Chief Robert McElhinney, auxiliary chiefs 
Robert Elliot and John Baldwin. 

This week, Conlon is meeting with William 
Linnehan, Area 1 civil defense director. 
Conlon said he hopes to get “funding off the 
ground through the federal government” and 
intends to ask Linnehan about funding 
procedures. 

Linnehan said Winchester. like every 
other city and town in the country, is eligible 
to receive federal dollars through Public Law 
606, passed in the 85th Congress in 1958. The

law appropriates matching funds for towns 
lh$l raise money for civil defense 

According to Sampson. Winchester took 
full advantage of the law in 1974 but it has not 
been used since. Conlon said it’s important to 
“bring civil defense back to its full potential.” 
In recent history, he said civil defense has 
been treated “like a poor cousin.” 

He said local fallout shelters, designated 
several years ago, “haven't been kept up over 
the years,” but said the shelters, at this time, 
are not a high priority. ”1 don’t think they're 
that necessary right now. If we get bombed, 
you can kiss us goodbye anyway,” he said. 

Linnehan agreed with Conlon’s remarks 
on decreased awareness of civil defense 
needs. “We have our ups and downs. When 
there’s a great blizzard or some other 
catastrophe, you become important. But 
when there's no immediate need, people 
become complacent. It’s unfortunate,” he 
said. 

Conlon will be reconnecting a com¬ 
munication system with Area 1 Civil Defense 
Headquarters at Tewksbury State Hospital. 
The area serves 86 towns and cities in Essex 
County, Suffolk County, 36 communities in 
Middlesex County, and four towns in Norfolk 
County. The communication system is 
located in the basement of the police station. 

Conlon is looking for volunteers to help 
him in the communications area. He said he 
wants to talk to organizations to solicit 
volunteers to work in other capacities as well. 
“We could use civil defense coordinators for 
personnel, security, operations, com¬ 
munication, logistics, and transportation,” he 
said. Anyone interested in serving for the 
town's civil defense system should contact 
Conlon at the sewer and water division on 
Lake street. 

The retired Marine Corps colonel has 
contacts with other towns. “We can get 
pumps in times of flooding from neighboring 
communities and generators for blackouts.” 
He said because of his ties with Ft. Devens, he 
could secure military equipment if needed. 
Town Manager Groux said Conlon's military 
training will be helpful in times of 
emergency. 

“If we do have anything happen, we will 
have an operations plan available very soon,” 
Conlon said. “Wp need something to fall back 
on to coordinate all our duties," he said. 

The last time Conlon can remember mass 
employment of civil defense volunteers for an 
emergency crisis besides the February 
blizzard was back in 1957. At that time, a 
drought plagued the town and a water pipe, 
lunning from Spot Pond in Stoneham to the 
middle reservoir in Winchester was placed by 
civil defense workers. Conlon said civil 
defense volunteers had to install a pump and 
generator at the pond and pump the water 24 
hours a day for six weeks through above- 
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Bill Conlon 


ground piping. Since then, a permanent pipe 
and pumping station has been installed. 

Conlon is a member of the Winchester 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and the town Elks 
Club.

The House 

The six-month House session was 
Important not only for the many bills 
that were passed and signed Into 
law, but also for the dozens of 
measures that were defeated. 

Roll call reviews 11 key bills 
defeated by the House on roll call 
votes during the 1978 session and 
records local representatives’ votes 
on them, 

Most of these will be reflled for 
consideration In the 1979 session In 
January. The outcome of the votes 
at that time could be different since 
160 members, including newly- 
elected ones, will be In office rather 
than the 240 who voted on the bills In 
1978. The newly-constructed House 
could possibly even pass some of 
the bills defeated by large margins 
In 1978. 


State lottery (H 683) — House 
defeated 206-14, a measure which 
would abolish the state lottery. 

Supporters of abolition concede 
there Is no realistic hope for 
abolishing the lottery, but some 
note they hope to at least focus at¬ 
tention on the lottery's operation and 
perhaps force an. Increase In the 
share that goes to Cities and towns. 

Saltmarsh voted to keep the 
lottery. 

Seatbelts (H 4622) - House 

refused to reconsider 197-22, Its 
earlier defeat of a bill making 
mandatory the use of seat belts by 
the driver and front seat passengers 
In any automobile. 

Supporters plan to reflle the bill 
but even with the 160 member 
House, they don't expect the bill to 
pass In 1979. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill. 


Smoking ban (H 1776) — House 
refused to reconsider 126-100, its 
defeat of a bill prohibiting smoking 
in public places including schools, 
colleges, the MBTA and doctors’ 
waiting rooms. 

Supporters hope that increased 
activity by antl-smoklng and other 
groups will give the bill a good 
chance of passage next year. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. 
voted for the bill. 

Random selection (H 1530) — 
House narrowly defeated 108-107, a 
bill requiring that names of can¬ 
didates be listed on the ballot by a 
random lottery. This would replace 
the current system that lists In¬ 
cumbents first. 

Supporters are hopeful that they 
can overcome the one vote margin 
next year and earn a victory for this 
bill which has been defeated an-^ 
nually for the past few years. 

■ Saltmarsh favored /niandom 
selection. 

SST-Logan (S 1205) - House 
refused 169-62, to reconsider its 
earlier defeat of a measure banning 
supersonic aircraft (SST) from 
Logan Airport. 

Supporters hope that more facts 
and figures concerning noise 
pollution and high costs will help 
close the margin of defeat, but they 
hold out little hope for passage of the 
measure next year. 

Rep. Saltmarsh opposed the bill. 

Fiscal autonomy (H 771) — 

House defeated 167-67, a measure 
abolishing fiscal autonomy of local 
school committees. The bill would 
allow a four-fifths vote of a city 
council or town meeting to delete 
any new expenditure or Increase In 
the school budget. 

Supporters note that recent 
taxpayer’s revolts In the country 
and the state add new momentum 
and fuel to this measure which they 
say may finally see the light of day. 

Saltmarsh voted for abolishing 
fiscal autonomy. 


Contraceptives (H4040) — House 
defeated 118-100, a bill permitting 
the distribution of contraceptives to 
unmarried persons. 

Supporters hope to close the 18- 
vote margin next year to pass the 
measure which they say Is 
necessary to conform with a recent 
Supreme Court decision. 

Rep Saltmarsh opposed the bill. 

Drinking age (H 5022) — House 
defeated 136-89, a bill raising the 
drinking age from 18 to 21. 

Supporters hold out little hope for 
passage In 1979, particularly since 
the 1978 legislature passed a bill 
vetoed by Governor Dukakis, which 
would have hiked the drinking age to 
16. 

Saltmarsh voted In favor of 
raising the age to 21. 

Laetrile (H 2561) - House 

rejected 161-68, a bill legalizing the 
' ds^ of laetrlle in Massachusetts. 

Supporters hope to close the 
margin of defeat and hope that with 
groups and doctors around the 
country continuing to study the 
substance’s effectiveness, they may 
be able to show the substance may 
be helpful or at least that a patient 
be given the free choice to use It. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill. 

Nuclear waste (H 5012) — House 
rejected 122-89, a measure 
prohibiting the construction of 
nuclear waste facilities in 
Massachusetts unless the 
Legislature approves It, alter 
considering the effects the facility 
may have on the state’s welfare. 

Supporters are hopeful of 
passage In 1979, particularly since 
the House had originally passed the 
bill before reconsidering It and 
defeating It. 

Saltmarsh voted against the 
measure. 

Proposition 2 >/2 (H6127) - House 
defeated Proposition 21.^, by 
refusing 109-107 to discharge It from 
the House Ways and Means Com-

CPR offered at WHS

The slate department of education had 
issued a new requirement that cardio¬ 
pulmonary resuscitation be taught in all 
public school systems. But Winchester's 
already domg it. .r.-=3 

Physical education instru<£Tcr and 
department head Jan Dolan says the program 
started last year with the incoming 
sophomore class at the high school. All 
sophomores have to take the course (though 
they don’t have to pass it) as part of the 
physical education program. CPR is also 
offered as an elective for juniors and seniors. 

The course is offered through the 
cooperation of the local chapter of the Red 
Cross and Winchester Hospital. The Red 
Cross lends one of the manikins used in the 
program; the hospital has donated another 
adult manikin and one infant manikin. All of 
the phys. ed. teachers at the high school are 
certified CPR instructors, 

The course lasts four weeks. Those who 
pass receive a Red Cross certificate which 
must be renewed after a year. The renewed 
certificate is good for several years, 

Dolan says the course is “an extremely 
popular” elective. About 400 certificates were 
awarded last year. 


One of the candidates who has dropped by 
our office to talk about some of the issues this 
year is conservative Democral Howard 
Phillips, who is running for the US Senate scat 
now held by Edward Brooke. 

Phillips has served as acting director of 
the President’s Council on Youth Opportunity 
and with the US Office of Economic Oppor¬ 
tunity. He eventually became head of that 
office for a short term. He left the Nixon 
administration in 1973 and left the Republican 
Party in 1974. He worked for the removal of 
Nixon and in 1974 founded the Conservative 
Caucus. 

He’s a huge, stocky man with a strong 
handshake, a pronounced forehead, dark 
brows and penetrating eyes. And his stands 
on some of the issues appear equally strong. 

He says folks should vote for him “if 
people want to put an end to taxpayer paid 
abortion, support necessary defense ex¬ 
penditures, and are opposed to busing and 
quotas legislation.” 

He says he worked against the Panama 
Canal Treaties and has been working on a tax 
limitation amendment since 1973. Says he: 
“I’m fully prepared to be a one-term senator 
in order to cut taxes,” He would propose a 
federal lax limitation amendment that would 
prohibit the goverment from taking more 
than 20 percent of the GNF and cut spending 
10 percent across the board — except for 
defense. He’d eliminate the CETA jobs 
program and withdraw US participation in 
the International Monetary Fund, And he'd go 
after retrieving the B-1 bomber program and 
try to re-establish a national civil defense 
program. 

He finds it ironic that the US Government 
worries so much about baby seals and tiny 
fish when it approves of taxpayer-funded 
abortions. 

One comment he left us with is hard to 
argue with: By and large, people know more 
about the |x>rsonal lives of some polilieians 
such as who Ted Kennedy skis with, or liow 
much money is involved in Kd Brooke’s 
divorce — than they do -about the voting 
records of Ihe candidates. 

With the elections coming up. it‘d be a 
good time to dig around u bit and find out bow 
those already in office do vote. 


As of this Tuesday, we’ve counted 52 
responses to The Star’s reader survey 
featured on page 16 of the July 20 issue, 
Preliminary glances at the surveys lend 
some interesting results— some expected, 
some unexpected. And a few of the comments 
which respondents chose to scribble in the 
margins are especia )y revealing. 

It's too soon yet to make the final tallies— 
we're going to wait a couple more wee^s to 
make sure anyone who wants to get their 
survey in will have a chance. So if you want to 
make yourself perfectly clear on some of the 
issues facing Winchester, get your survey in 
the mail as soon as possible. 
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Jerry Ferro of the town recreation 
department reports that Friday’s disco dance 
at the Lincoln School went over well, with 
about 225 local youngsters showing up. 

Ferro said most of the dancers were 
younger than usual, but he was pleased that 
the operation broke even. The cost of bringing 
in two turntables, a light show and a fog 
machine (that one’s apparently a big hit) is 
$225. Since the kids paid $I each to get in, it 
seems like a good deal. 

We wondered whether there might not be a 
way to set up the disco using equipment 
donated from local citizens, perhaps saving 
the $225 and even making a little extra to pay 
for other recreation programs. 

But Ferro seemed lo think “we could 
never draw the kids” with a shoestring 
operation. Apparently the disco man does a 
pretty slick job, and the music never stops, 
just like in the big-time discos in town. And, 
says Ferro, the fellow who comes here for the 
dances is starting to make it big, and because 
Winchester was one of his first customers, he 
gives the town a good deal. 

As long as the kids are having a good time, 
and as long as it only costs a buck, it does 
seem like a good deal. 
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Another recreation program which has 
been keeping kids busy this summer is the 
Wednesday and Friday night recreation 
center program at Lincoln. According to 
Ferro, about 40-50 kids show up every night 
(he program is held lo listen to records, play 
ping pong and other table games, and maybe 
shoot some hoops in the gym. Most of those 
who show up are from 13-16 years old. 

Says Ferro. “It gives (he kids a place to 
go.” If it keeps on working, the program will 
argue strongly for a more permanent 
arrangement. 
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While resident Peter Keenan has dropped 
out of the race for slate representative from 
Winchester and Stoneham, he is keeping his 
hand in politics. Keenan is the local campaign 
coordinator for James W. Hennigan Jr., a 
Democral running for the office of secretary 
of state. 

Hennigan has been a state rep and senator, 
and he Is currently register of probate for 
Suffolk County, a post he has held for six 
years.

50 years ago 


The stories reprinted here were taken 
from old editions of The Winchester Star and 
were compiled by Henry Slmonds, local 
historian. By and large these articles are 
taken from the same month they appear here, 
50 years ago. 


Winchester experienced its hottest wave of 
the summer during the week. The warm 
weather was ushered in during Thursday, 
Aug. 2, and became more intense during the 
night. Friday morning found the ther¬ 
mometer flirting with 90 degrees. Saturday 
morning proved lo be a corcher. Early in 
the afternoon the glass showed from 94 to 97 in 
the shade. Outside the gatetenders shanty, 
the glass read 104 and at the Central Fire 
Station in the sun against the brick wall, 118 
degrees. 

Sunday morning brought no relief after 
what many will tell you was the most trying 
night for quite some time. By noontime, the 
glass registered 94 and 95 in the shade. 

The heat-quenching thunder storm arrived 
almost without warning, the first lightning 
bolt and thunder crash coming with the sun 
partly out. The storm was severe. Rain fell in 
torrents, many of the streets about town 
resembling rivers. Officially 1.21 inches fell - 
during the storm with relatively very little 
damage. 


With what is generally conceded to have 
been the best fireworks display yet seen in 
Winchester (really two displays with rival 
companies competing for a $50 gold medal) 
the annual celebration of the Feast of the 
Assumption by Italian residents of the town 
was brought to a spectacular close Wed¬ 
nesday night, Aug 15. on Manchester Field. 
The police estimate thatbetween 30 and 40,000 
people witnessed the fireworks and attended 
the band concert played from the bandstand 
on Manchester Field by the Roma Band of 
Boston, Officers in charge of traffic ex¬ 
pressed that never had there been such a 
press of automobiles in town. Cars were 
parked on every available street around the 
center. Cars wer3 parked from the center to 
Cambridge street. Main street from Medford 
line to above Lake street. Highland avenue 
from Main street to nearly the hospital. 

The day’s festivities started with a parade 
about the center and through the principal 
streets of the Italian district until noon. The 
Roma band was assisted during the day by 
the Columbus Band of Salem, composed of so 
boys from 12 to 15 years of age under the 
direction of 13-year-old Dante Del Campo. 

'A pleasing feature of the morning's 
program, which included the ususal services 
in St. Mary’s Church In honor of the Feast of 
the Assumption, an internationally-observed 
holy day in the Roman Catholic Church, was 
the massing of the two bands in front of the 


Town Hall and the playing of the Star 
Spangled Banner, followed by the Italian 
National Anthem. 

Promptly at 2 p.m. the big parade of the 
celebration formed at St. Mary's (Church for 
its march through the square and up Main 
street to Swanton, thence through the streets 
of the Italian district and return to church by 
way of Washington street. 

This year's parade was the largest yet 
held. Besides the religious statue, draped 
with ribbons and carried by several stalwart 
men, its roster included Motorcycle Officer 
Edward O’Connell and Patrolman John 
Hanlon, Joseph Derro and Charles Harroll as 
police escort with the American and Italian 
National Colors, members of the committee, 
the Christopher Columbus Society and large 
numbers of children and young girls dressed 
in white and carrying flowers. Chairman 
Frank Dattilo of the committee acted as 
marshal of the parade. The parade broke 
ranks shortly before 6 p.m. 

One of the big thrills of this year’s parade 
came with the appearance of the airplane 
“American Eagle.” piloted by a Winchester 
aviator, Albert Luongo of Florence street, 
who flew very low, circling above the mar¬ 
chers and dropping tin flags and flowers. 

The bandstand at Manchester F'ield was 
prettily decorated for the concerts with red. 
white and green bunting and the American 
and Italian flags. The huge crowd enjoyed the 
classic and operatic selections so dear to the 
Italian lovers of music. 

The fireworks started shortly before 10 
p.m. The first display was given by the Rhode 
Island Fireworks Co. Inc. and included some 
excellent pieces, Chief among them were an 
animated boxing match, a huge fan which 
slowly opened in shimmering colors, a 
handsome temple which constantly changed 
its hue, a collosal figure which some insisted 
was Mussolini and some contended was “Al” 
Smith and three beautiful flags surmounting 
a glistening waterfall. The usual barrage 
concluded the Rhode Island display. 

It started a hard assignment for the 
Randolph Fireworks Distributing Co. to equal 
Ihe first display. The Randolph pieces in¬ 
cluded a realistic naval bottle, an animated 
bicycle rider, a handsome cross-surmounted 
chalice, crossed flags and a beautiful double 
star which started very small and grew to 
heroic proportions. The barrage closing the 
second display was spectacular and beautiful 
as well as terrifically heavy. Both companies 
displayed beautiful aerial rockets and bombs, 
the noise of the latter being unusually loud. 
The Randolph Fireworks Co. was awarded 
the prize. 

As had been the custom for the past few 
years, the celebration was a two-day affair, 
commencing Tuesday evening with a parade 
and band concert by the Roma Band, at¬ 
tended by mure than lOOO people. Several 
heavy bombs were shot off during the 
evening. 
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mittee onto the House floor for 
consideration. Proposition 2% is the 
measure which, If approved by local

The Senate 

The Senate, in addition to placing 
many bills on the lawbooks, also 
defeated several controversial 
measures. Most of these defeated 
bills will be refiled and reconsidered 
in the 1979 session. 

Roll call reviews 9 major bills 
defeated by the 1978 Senate, and 
records local senators’ votes on 
them. 

BB guns (8 862) — Senate 

defeated 26-8, a bill prohbitlng the 
manufacture and sale of pistol 
length BB and pellet guns. 

Supporters who claim the pistols 
are dangerous, plan to refile the 
measure but see little chance of 
overcoming the better than 3-1 
margin of defeat In 1979. 

Sen. Samuel Rotondl voted lor 
the ban. 

Studded tires (H 198) — Senate 
rejected 31-6, a bill banning use of 
metal studded snow tires in 
Massacjiusetts, except for 
emergency vehicles. 

Supporters plan to continue their 
efforts to ban the tires which they 
say reduce the life of paved roads 
and cost the taxpayer money, but 
they hold out little hope for passage 
of the measure. 

Rotondl voted to allow studded 
tires. 

Smoking Ban (8 410) — Senate 
tabled (defeated) 17-12, a bill 
requiring restaurants with 100 or 
more seats to have a designated no¬ 
smoking area.

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Some supporters believe they 
may have the votes to pass It next 
year, particularly in light of the fact 
the Senate had originally kept the 
bill alive earlier in the session on a 
21-3 vote. 

Sen. Rotondl voted for the bill 
(and against tabling it). 

Open meeting (8 1077) — Senate 
rejected 29-2, a bill amending the 
state’s open meeting law by making 
It applicable to all public and private 
groups that receive five percent or 
more of their operating budgets 
from the state or federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Supporters, despite the margin of 
defeat, point out that there Is hope 
for passage since the bill had 
originally been kept alive on a 20-7 
vote In the Senate. 

Rotondl opposed the bill. 

Pre-primary conventions (8 201) 
— Senate defeated 26-6, a bill 
restoring pre-primary political 
conventions for political parties In 
the state. 

Supporters plan to refile the 
measure, but are not confident of 
overcoming defeat of the measure 
which has been filed every year ever 
since the conventions were 
abolished. 

Sen. Rotondl voted against 
restoring conventions. 

Parole (S 459) — Senate rejected 
27-7, a measure providing for 
standard eligibility of prisoners for 
parole. The measure allows first 
degree murderers, previously 
Ineligible for parole, to be eligible 
after 16 years, and reduces from 16 
to 10 years, the time a second-degree 
murderer must serve to be eligible. 
In addition. It requires any others 
with minimum sentences to serve 
one-third of their sentence to be 
eligible for parole. 

Supporters will continue their 
efforts and arguments that the bill 
would create a standardized system 
and give prisoners hope for 
rehabilitation, but they admit there 
is little chance of the measure 
passing in 1979. 

Rotondl voted against the 
measure.

bill’’ requiring a five and ten-cent 
deposit on all cans and bottles 
containing beer and soft drinks. 

Supporters, noting the bill passed 
the House and was defeated by only 
one vote In the Senate, look to 
possible victory next year with the 
knowledge that there will be at least 
a few changes In the Senate mem¬ 
bership. 

Sen. Rotondl supported the bill. 

Marijuana (H 2782) — Senate 
tabled (defeated) 22-9, a bill 
decriminalizing possession of an 
ounce or less of marijuana. - 

Supporters, who have watched 
the bill go down to defeat for many 
years, hope to gain more support for 
the measure In 1979, but see passage 
as unlikely. 

Rotondl voted for tabling and 
against the bill. 

Optometrists (H 5884) — Senate 
defeated on a 19-19 tie vote, a bill 
allowing optometrists to administer 
certain diagnostic drugs currently 
used only by opthamologists, to 
dlalate a patient’s pupils for certain 
examinations. 

Supporters note the bill easily 


cleared the House and had been kept 
alive on several roll call votes In the 
Senate only to finally be defeated. 
They are hopeful of passage next 
year of this measure which has been 
considered for several years. 

Rotondl voted against the bill.

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Dismissed yoke employee requests salary; 
questions committee’s termination process

Kevin Barry , whose attendance super¬ 
visor position was stricken from the Nor¬ 
theast Metropolitan Vocational School 
budget, has requested a full year's salary 
from the voke school committee. 

Barry, of 6 East si., was released from the 
$16,000 position in May following a dispute 
over his certification for the job. The Bureau 
of Teacher Certification of the Mass. Dept, of 
Education requires attendance supervisors to 
be certified with the state. 

Barry was hired for the position by the 
committee in March, but his name first arose 
for the post in December. The committee 
deferred its decision on whether to hire Barry 
at each monthly meeting until March when no 
media reporters were present. 

Barry, the son of Stoneham representative 
to the school committee Joseph Barry, said he 
may sue the committee if he does not get an 
adequate response to six questions he asked 
the committee at its last meeting. 

Barry asked the committee the following 
questions: 

—Why he has never received any written 
notification of his termination; 

—Why he received no notification that any 
action on his position was pending; 

—Why he was hired under one set of 
criteria advertised in local newspapers and 
fired under another set; 

—Why he didn’t receive any severance 
pay: 

—Why a school committee member made 
a public statement that he was uncertified 


when that member never asked if he was 
when he was first hired; 

—Why the school committee took action in 
terminating his contract when it is in direct 
conflict with a voke school policy manual rule 
which is registered with the state board of 
education. 

Barry said these actions are illegal and, on 
counsel advice, requested the salary. 

The school committee referred the request 
to their counsel, Ally. George Waldstein of 
Boston. Mrs. Margaret Holland, school 
committee chairman, said she “didn't know” 
if the matter will come up at the committee’s 
next meeting Aug. 10. She said she also didn't 
know if the committee would answer Barry’s 
questions. 

Barry said he didn’t know either when or if 
his questions will be answered but said he 
does nof intend (o go the court route until he 
has given the committee sufficient time to 
respond. 

He said if he decides to sue, he believes he 
has “an excellent case.” He cited Chapter 76 
of Section 19 of the Mass. General Laws which 
slates in part; “Every school committee shall 
appoint, make regulations governing, and fix 
the compensation of one or more supervisors 
of attendance who may be either male or 
female and who shall meet such standards of 
qualifications for such work as shall be 
established by the department of education.” 
The qualifications are set by the state Bureau 
of Teacher Certification, 

Melrose representative to the school 
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committee, Thomas O'Donnell, said in 
December that Barry was not certified for the 
position and the teacher certification bureau 
confirmed O’Donnell’s charge in May, 

O’Donnell said the attendance supervisor 
position had been created for the relative of 
school committeeman Barry. After Barry 
was hired by the committee, O'Donnell 
publicly claimed that patronage and 
nepotism were widespread at the school. 

Barry's contract was terminated in May 
and he was informed of his termination (he 
next day, In June, the committee reinstituted 
a regulation forbidding the hiring of any 
relatives of school committee members or 
school administrators. 

Barry said his termination also conflicts 
with a voke school policy registered with the 
Mass. Dept, of Education concerning the 
hiring and firing of school employees. 

Citing Series 4080, Points One and Two of 
the manual, Barry said he was not given 30 
days written notice of the termination as 
specified in Point One. 

Also, Barry said a shorter or longer period 
of termination notification may be set by 
mutual agreement of superintendent-director 
and the employee and must be reported to the 
school committee. He said these rules were 
also ignored in the termination. 

Barry said he believes the policy manual 
guidelines arc legally binding and would 
improve his chances for winning a court case 
against the committee if he decides to do so. 

“Between • these rules and the 
Massachusetts law which requires school 
committees to hire an attendance supervisor. 
I should have an excellent chance of win¬ 
ning,” Barry said. 

Barry said he enjoyed his job while he had 
it and added he is “ready, willing and able to 
carry out my duties.” 

Barry was a part-time custodian at the 
school prior to his appointment. He is now 
actively seeking employment, 

He said even if he receives an adequate 
response to his questions from the committee, 
he may still sue for “character 
assassination.” 

He said he has been treated with “no 
courtesy" during the case's proceedings and 
his reputation “has been damaged.”

Area police converge 


on two women identified as part of ransacking team 


Two women, described by Belmont and 
Winchester police as the team of women who 
have been ransacking private homes while an 
accomplice entertains the occupant, were 
found guilty by Belmont Police of charges of 
breaking and entering in the daytime in 
Cambridge District Court and fined $100. 

Winchester Police later filed against the 
same women a felony charge, larceny over 
$ 100 . in Woburn District Court, and the two 
women are being held at the Framingham 
Reformatory for Women on a $25,000 surety 
bond or $2500 cash bail. 

Their trial has been set for Aug. 9. Soon 
after Winchester filed the charges, several 
other police departments in the county filed 
similar charges. 

Winchester police say the women have 
henn “hitting” several homes in the area, 
including homes on Pickering and 
Hemingway streets two weeks ago. 

Winchester Police Chief John McHugh 
said the women tried Tuesday in Cambridge 
and arraigned the same day in Woburn “have 
been definitely identified” as the two women 
committing larceny in the Winchester homes. 

The two women were apprehended July 12 
by Belmont police in Cushing square after the 
two were seen breaking and entering a 
Concord avenue house in Belmont. 

The women, identified as Cuka and Marie 
Sanouska, 27 and 17 respectively, were 
arraigned in Woburn under different names; 
Magda Kowas and Loli Umbladi. Winchester 
Police said the women are “always changing 
their names to make it more difficult for us 
<the police).” 

Police said part of the larceny team is still 


outstanding. The group uses the same method 
of operation in most breaks. 

Police said one knocks at the front door, 
asks to use the bathroom or phono, follows the 
occupant in the house to use the facility 
(making sure the front door remains 
unlocked), engages the occupant in con¬ 
versation in a back room, and an accomplioo 


enters the unlocked door and ransacks a front 
room and up.slairs.

Hauling contract 

Winchester will be paying at least $42,000 
more in fiscal year 79 than it cost this year for 
hauling of town waste unless the town con¬ 
tracts with a regional resource recovery 
system, according to Groux. 

After two rounds of bidding, a local 
hauling company submitted a low bid of $16.25 
per ton of waste. The town now pays SC and A 
Disposal Services of New England $12.33 per 
ton. Four firms participated in the bidding 
process. 

The town disposes of 14,000 tons per year. 
The current contract, which costs $168,000, 
expires Oct.22. 

Groux said he will refer the bids to town 
counsel. He informed the board that an 
Illinois firm will be building a resource 
recovery plant in North Andover. He 
recommended to the board that the town 
contract with one of the area recovery 
projects. 

Selectmen agreed that state legislators be 
informed of the resource recovery concept. 
They said the state should financially support 
the projects since it affects all the state's 
citizens. 

Selectman Arthur Dunbar suggested a 
state authority be established to control the 
projects similar to the Metropolitan District 
Commission set up. 

O'Connell said he would invite State Sen. 
Samuel Rotondi and Rep. Sherman Salt- 
marsh after the primary to discuss the issue.

Minuteman impasse 


The impasse over the Minuteman Home 
Care agreement with the town of Winchester 
continues. Town Counsel Douglas Randall, 
who has been pushing for contract 
specifications, is on vacation this week so the 
board deferred action until his return.

“Brown 
challenged the Board of Education in 1954 and 
thus changed what had been policy for 100 
years previous,” Groux said. He said Win¬ 
chester should look at the situation carefully 
and not “jump on the bandwagon” so quickly.

Selectmen voted Monday night to support 
the development of an affirmative action plan 
for the town. Town Manager Groux reported 
that the town needs a plan, but because of the 
town’s small population.it ” has never had to 
come to grip with developing a plan.” He 
warned that other towns, such as Arlington, 
have been forced to develop plans and said he 
would like to l)egin work now on the project 
rather than wait and be required to do so.

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Board of education to vote Aug. 29 on minimum competency requirement * 


On Aug 29 the Mass Slate Board of 
Education will be voting final action on a 
Policy on Basic Skills Improvement. The 
policy will require local school committees lo 
establish, evaluate and report to the state on 
minimum competency standards in 
mathematics and communication skills by 
1980. 

The state requirement that passing of 
competency tests be necessary for graduation 
is not recommended for at least five years. 

The policy is in reaction to a national 
feeling of dissatisfaction with the level of 
basic skills competency some high school 
students demonstrate by the time they 
graduate. 

The State Board of Education over the past 
two years conducted a major policy review of 
high school graduation requirements. An 
advisory committee with 49 members was 
established to develop a Policy on Basic Skills 
Improvement. 

The Mass. Assn, of School Committees, 


Mass. Assn, of School Superintendents, Mass. 
Assn, of Secondary School Prinicipals, Mass. 
Elementary School Principals Assn, and 
Mass Teachers Assn, generally support the 
policy which the board preliminarily ap¬ 
proved on June 27. 

The recommendations from the advisory 
committee were to be made In relation to a 
competency assessment program which the 
State Board of Education could incorporate 
into a policy for the schools of Massachusetts. 
The committee felt that the Board of 
Education, local communities and school 
districts must play a role in the development 
of a basic, skill competency assessment 
program. 

The advisory committee recommended a 
concept of competency testing and a set of 
guidelines that allows local school districts to 
develop much of the details of the basic skills 
competency assessment program including 
the selection of testing instruments and 
procedures to be used. 


Under the policy the board will not require 
competency tests lo be enacted for five years. 
The local school district will have to submit 
its competency testing plan to the board and 
will be required to certify that pupils have or 
have not completed basic skills. 

The policy says that efforts to assess basic 
skills achievement arid improve competency 
should begin at the earliest grade levels 
feasible and each individual student's 
achievement and progress should be 
monitored and when a competency deficiency 
is diagnosed early help should be provided. 

Emphasis on diagnosing learning needs so 
all students can attain minimum standards is 
seen as more effective than relying on testing 
and retention to determine competency level. 

Under the proposed policy, the school 
committees will have the responsibility to 
determine minimum expectations for basic 
skills competency within the regular 
educational program.

mathematics and communications skills 
recommended by the advisory committee 
were developed by teachers on the basis of 
what should be minimum instructional ex¬ 
pectations from the regular curriculum 
ferings of public schools. 

By 1980 the school committees will be 
required to establish minimum standards for 
basic skills. These standards will have to 
incorporate and meet the specifications for 
basic skills by the advisory committee. 

The school committees are expected to 
provide public participation in the develop¬ 
ment of a periodic review of these minimum 
standards by parents, teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators. 

Local school committees will have the 
responsibility of evaluating the basic skills 
competency and determining what evaluation 
instrument will be used such as a basic 
competency test developed by the Board of 
Education, or a commercially available test 
that has been approved by the board, or 
locally developed tests approved by the 
board. 

By 1982 each school committee will have to 
annually certify and report to the public and 
to the Stale Board of Education the number 
and percentage of students who have and 
have not attained minimum standards. 

Students in special and bilingual education 
programs will have their minimum standards 
for basic skills competency determined by the 
evaluation team for developing and ap¬ 
proving the individual educational plan for 
each special needs student.

The high school graduation requiremenLs 
recommended by the advisory committee for 
mathematics include useable knowledge of 
numbers and numeration concepts, arith¬ 
metic computations, variables, estimation 
and approximation, measurement and 
geometry, graphs and tables, predictions of 
events and statistics. 

Required competence for reading includes 
basic word recognition, literal com¬ 
prehension, interpretive comprehension, and 
evaluative comprehension. 

A category called Exposure and 
Maturation experiences incorporates the use 
of seven reading experiences. The student Is 
expected to demonstrate knowledge of a 
written piece, recognize whether or not the 
writer has a reason for saying something, 
decide if the writer chose precise words and 
determine whether or not the writer fulfills 
the purpose. 

Other writing specifications involve

mechanics such as handwriting, punctuation 
and spelling skills. Satisfactory grasp of 
language usage and application of writing 
skills will be required. Requirements for 
listening and speaking will also be 
established. 

The Board of Education says the purpose 
of minimum competency is to assist in 
diagnosing student needs and making 
curriculum adjustments. The intent is not to 
create a new condition for promotion or 
graduation. 

The Board of Education will encourage the 
Dept, of Education to seek assistance from 
public institutions of higher education and as 
well as budget support from the legislature. 
The state board plans to help local districts 
plan their competency programs and develop 
policies.

Binding Arhiirutiuii (II 51)38) 
House first approved 139-80, then 
rejected 113-108, an amendment to a 
bill giving binding arbitration rights 
to members of the State Police and 
MDC police officers below the rank 
of captain. The amendment would 
give several other employees bin¬ 
ding arbitration rights including 
state police detective lieutenants, 
parole officers, fraudulent claims 
investigators, captiol police, 
recreational vehicle officers and 
environmental police officers. 

Supporters argued these ad¬ 
ditional groups all have full police 
powers and should have the right of 
binding arbitration. They noted it 
would help protect public safety. 

Opponents argued that these 
groups are already served well by 
the collective bargaining process 
and claimed a strike by them is not a 
sufficient threat to public safety to 
warrant giving them binding ar¬ 
bitration rights. 

They claimed binding arbitration 
rights should not be granted so 
easily and haphazardly. Some said 
that including these groups was 
fiscally irresponsible and would cost 
taxpayers’ money. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill.

Cambridge School Committeeman Donald 
A. Fantini in announcing his candidacy for 
Treasurer of Middlesex County calls for a 
progressive system of business management 
to regain control over expenditures, eliminate 
duplication, and speedup delivery of services. 

F'anlini says, “In conjunction with a 
system of management by objectives, policy 
analysis procedures should be undertaken to 
assess services now provided to determine 
whether they meet the current needs of the 
cities and towns of the county. Programs 
historically duplicated on the local and county 
level should be eliminated and funds freed up 
for reallocation to essential services after 
consultations with city and town officials. 
This process will lead to reducing the tax 
burden on the county, which now has a budget 
approaching $40 million. 

* ‘ Management by objectives is a technique 
that allows standards of measurement to be 
applied to the functions of the county to 
determine their cost effectiveness." 

Fantini, a professional accountant, says, 
“Management by objectives can also provide 
the framework for evaluating the progress of 
department heads to hold them accountable 
for the expenditures they make. Department 
heads will be required to identify the goals to 
be achieved, the various courses of action to 
reach those goals and the cost effectiveness of 
these alternatives,” 

Fantini. treasurer of the state correctional 
facility in Concord, attended Bentley College 
of Accounting and Finance and received his 
bachelors degree from Boston University. He 
holds masters degrees from Boston State 
College in public management and in 
education. He is a certified teacher. 


During his four terms on the Cambridge 
School Committee, Fantini says he has 
creatively and energetically led the way to 
provide superior educational opportunities 
for all public school children. He has been 
credited with introducing the Fundamental 
High School, which enables parents and 
students to select an educational environment 
that concentrates upon performance within 
traditional curriculum subjects. He initiated 
the effort to obtain a $1.5 million federal grant 
by combining a new elementary school with a 
nearby urban renewal project. 

He proposed a new high school diploma¬ 
granting program in adult education. He 
worked to establish a viable bilingual 
program; recommended changes in School 
Committee rules to allow voluntary open 
enrollment between school districts; and, 
authored one of the first occupational 
programs utilizing private educational 
resources. He has been co-chairman of the 
budget committee and chairman of the 
committee on athletics. 

Fantini and his wife live at IS Day street in 
Cambridge and are the parents of three 
children in high school, the sixth grade and 
first grade. He is an honorably discharged 
veteran and an honorary life member in the 
East Cambridge VFW Post 3273. 

Fantini stresses the importance of voting 
in a Primary. As an American, with the 
freedom of voting your choice, it must be a 
full commitment. Final results of an election 
starts with a “primary” decision. He urges 
voters to take the time to go to the polls on 
Spet. 19.

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Behind the Great Wall 


A local student gets firsthand look at Mainland China 


Steve Murphy. 21, of 10 Darlniotilh si., hens 
(lone what only one .\inerican president has 
done: visited Hod China. 

Murphy, n senior engineering student at 
Dartmouth College, visitevl China March 9-28 
with a small group of Dartmouth students 
who were granted {K'rmission to visit Ihe 
country through Ihe father of one of the 
students. Murphy s roommate. The room¬ 
mate’s father is affiliated with the United 
Nations and. through this connection. 


arrangements were made with the Chinese 
government for the students to visit. 

“Dartmouth was excited about us going,” 
Murphy said, since only two other schools in 
America maintain informal relations with the 
communist nation. Amherst College and 
University of .Soulhrn California at Berkeley 
are trying to develop exchange programs 
with the second largest country. 

Before Murphy left for China, he studied 
the status of science education in the country 




since he was the only American science 
student to l)e invited. Almost all the Dart¬ 
mouth students were history or Aslan studies 
majors. 

“I wanted to make as much out of the trip 
as I could,” Murphy said. “I wanted to meet 
with several professors in Chinese univer¬ 
sities to discuss science and engineering in 
Chinese schools.” So the highlight of Mur¬ 
phy’s trip came near the end of the excursion 
when he was allowed to enter the University

of Peking campus and meet with the chair¬ 
man of the physics department there. 

“That was really special because I wos Ihc 
only one from our group invited on campus.” 
Murphy said 

From San Francisco, the Dartmouth 
group flew to Hong Kong where they u spent a 
few days. Murphy called Hong Kong “more 
weslcrni7.ed than any place in the United 
Stales.” He “said it’s like many American 
cities only the dollar doesn’t buy as much,” 

From Hong Kong (which is not considered 
part of the People's Republic of China since it 
is a British Colony), the group traveled 90 
miles northwest to Canton (pronounced can- 
tone) where they visited communes, pottery 
factories, schools and temples. 

The Chinese International Travel Service, 
a government organization, supplied two 
guides for the group and, at each city, three 
interpreters joined the group. 

Murphy noticed that there were hardly 
any hotels in the Chinese cities, deducing that 
the country has few tourists. He also found out 
when he woke up shivering one night that the 
hotels do not have any central heating. 

During one of three days in Canton, 
Murp y and the group visited the National 
Peasant Movement Institute, the first school 
set up by the late Chairman Mao to educate 
the masses on Chinese living conditions. At 
this school and others later set up by the 
leader, peasants were prepared for the 
Chinese Revolution. 

After Canton, the students flew 1200 miles 
north to Shanghai, a city of 13,000,000 
residents. If you’re wondering about rush- 
hour conditions, workers travel by bicycle. 
Murphy said there are no private cars, Only 
factories and high government officials own 
cars and the officials' cars are rarely seen, 
Murphy said. 

He said Shanghai and most Chinese cities 
are trying to modernize in a non-capitalistic 
way. He said the country is trying to surpass 
the United States in urban modernization by 
the year 2000. 

Murphy also noticed the rationing of 
clothes and grain. “The two most important 
products to the Chinese people.” He said, 
“It's not a question of not having enough 
clothes or grain; it’s just that they want to 
insure equal distribution.” Murphy said if

there's a surplus in one region of the country, 
the product would still be rationed so that 
everybody is treated the same. 

According to Murphy, the equal 
distribution system teaches the people to 
respect each other. “The physicists respect 
(he commoners to an extent. The government 
tries to prevent the more educated from 
frowning upon the peasants,” he said. 

This high regard for equality “enhances 
the feeling that the citizens and the gover- 
nement are the same.” Murphy explained. 
“Personally, in the United Slates, I feel the 
government and I are opposed.” 

Murphy compared Shanghai with the 
physical size of Boston, “There's basically 
the same number of buildings but it's not 
really packed," referring to the city’s 13 
million population. “The living area is much 
larger than Boston,” he said. 

From Shanghai, the students traveled to 
Soochow (pronounced soo-cho), the city of 
canals. “There must be at least 100 canals in 
that city,” he said. It was in Soochow that 
Murphy noticed how the natives constantly 
followed the group. “They're (the Chinese 
people) not used to seeing westerners. As a 
matter of fact, many have never seen an 
American,” he said, “so a lot of people 
couldn’t take their eyes off us,” 

He said the people were very friendly, 
"smiling oven if they didn’t understand us or 
If we didn’t understand them.” It was an 
“Innocent curiosity,” he said. 

After Soochow, the group returned to 
Shanghai for a day and then left for the last 
leg of the trip — Peking, In Peking, they 
visited the “Forbidden City,” the Kremlin¬ 
like government center which is surrounded 
by high walls. 

They also visited the tomb of Chairman 
Mao and the Great Wall. Murphy said the

Chinese government “takes everybody to the 
same part of the wall. Other parU of the wall 
are decrepid,” he said, 

From talking to many citizens. Murphy 
said “the people know their ways of living are 
primitive, but that’s the story.” 

Murphy, the son of Mr. and Mrs, Richard 
Murphy, returned to the states in late March 
and completed his junior year of sludies at the 
University of California at San Diego. He 
plans to do an honor thesis for Dartmouth 
College on science education in China. And 
he’s had a closer look at it than most will ever 
get.

I am seeking the nomination in the 
Democratic Primary which will be held in 
Seplember because I am convinced that there 
has been no progress or change In the present 
system of county government. 

It is obvious that the present Board of 
Commissioners, and specifically the 
Chairman. John Danehy, is not genuinely 
concerned with the best interests of the voters 
and the welfare of the cities and towns in 
Middlesex County, 

Some examples of the chairman's attitude 
and complete disregard towards his 
responsibilities as a County Commissioner 
and Chairman are: 

1 Failure to conduct Commissioner’s 
meetings in accordance with the published 
agenda 


2. On many occasions meetings last less 
than 40 seconds and are a complete farce 

3. Commissioner Danehy. as chairman, 
has completely ignored the recommendations 
of the Middlesex County Advisory Board 
(MCAB). so far as the county budget is 
concerned. The MCAB conducted public 
hearings in Concord to discuss the county 
budget and Chairman Danehy failed lo 
acknowledge or participate in the hearings. 

One of (he major accomplishments of (he 
MCAB was to reduce the county budget by 
over $600,000. A recommendation of that 
magnitude should not have been ignored.

4 The present board has taken no action 
whatsoever on (he use of the old abandoned 
court buildings since 1974 even though many 
proposals have been introduced. 

Those are just a few example.s of the 
Chairman’s unresponsive attitude In ad¬ 
dressing county needs. 

As the first Director of Purchasing, hired 
by the reform slate (Paul Tsongas and S, 
Lester Ralph) in 1974, 1 was able lo organize 
and implement the policies and procedures 
for the first centralized purchasing depart¬ 
ment in Middlesex County. Because of cen¬ 
tralized purchasing the county realized a 


savings of over $ 2 (M).(H)n. Chairman Danehy 
refused to acknowledge these jiolicies and 
procedures. 

1 resigned as Director of Purchasing in 
1976 when it became apparent to v that 
certain Commissioners had their own hiring 
practices. II was not unusual for me to arrive 
in Ihe office in the morning and find someone 
occupying space in Ihe department The 
explanation was that they were assigned lo 
work in central purchasing This was done 
without any prior knowledge on my part.

2. Ho-establish faith and trust in county 
government by proposing that the board 
tncelings be held on a rotating basis in the 
cities and (owns throughout the county.

3. Kslablish and maintain a working en¬ 
vironment with Ihe Middlesex County 
Advisory Board iMCAB) in the development 
and processing of the county budget.

I l>elieve if the public had a chance to be 
more involved with the workings of county 
government they would be less ready to do 
away with the system altogether.

There’s no need to have second 
thoughts about a trip to the Cape 
Cod National Seashore. This is not 
the Cape Cod of seething discos, 
air-conditioned shopping malls or 
l300-a'Week bungalow rentals. 
This is Cape Cod as the 
Wampanoag Indians, the 
Mayflower Blgrims and Guglielmo 
Marconi knew it — natural, 
untouched beauty. Relatively 
untouched, anyway. Nowadays 
there are parking lots that bring 
you right up to the beach, and the 
boardwalks make trips through the 
swamps drier and more pleasant. 
But all in all, the Nation^ Seashore 
has accomplished what it set out to 
accomplish 17 years ago — to 
preserve the environmental and 
architectural uniqueness of one of 
America's longest and most 
gorgeous shore areas, extending 
from Orleans to Provincetovm, and 
to make it available to everyone. 

Happily, the Seashore is only a 
two to four hour drive from most 
^New England mainland locations. 
In fact, a third of the nation's 
population lives within a two-day 
drive of this Outer Cape area. To 
be sure, the attractions are there: 
swimming, hiking, boating, 
historical tours, horseback riding, 
camping, kite flying, even hang 
gliding. You name it, the National 
Seashore's got it. The following 
sketch is designed to whet your 
appetite for a day or week's visit. 
But the actual exploring of the 
Seashore on your own is the fun 
part. 

Seashore 

Formation 

The first effort to establish a 
National Seashore on Cape Cod 
began as far back as 1939 but it 
wasn't until 1955 that serious 
consideration of the idea began. 
From that year until 1971, the 
Seashore plan was embroiled in 
controversy among the towns to be 
affected — Chatham, Orieans, 
Wellflcet, Eastham, Truro and 
Provincetown. When President 
Kennedy approved the act in 1961, 
it was agreed that homes and 
structures built after September, 
1959 would be acquired for the 
Seashore, while single family 
homes with a minimum of three 
acres of land would be retained by 
private ownership. 

Today, 27,000 acres of land — 
54 total miles of shoreline — 
comprise the Seashore. Up to this 
point, the government has spent 
833,500,000 for land acquisition in 
that area. 

The Beaches 

The sands of Cape Cod, the ocean 
spray misting in your face, the lure 
of the tranquil seaside — they’ve 
all been shaped into poetic and 
music?! images. And deservedly so. 
Cape Cod beaches, and those along 
the National Seashore in particular, 
merit every syllable of praise ever 
directed their way. Each beach has 
its own character and its own 
throng of devotees claiming that 


it's the "only beach to go to." 
Decide for yourself among the 
beaches the Seashore has to offer. 
Nauset Beach, stretching from 
Chatham to Orleans (the usual 
point of entry) is long and wide 
enough to accommodate even the 
heaviest crowds. Coatt Guard 
Beach, in Eastham, was nearly 
devastated by the great blizzard 
this winter, but has fortunately 
siu^ived. Right up the road in 
North Eastham ia Nauset Light 
Beach, featuring some very sheer, 
very dramatic dune cliffa. 

Wellflcet sports several Seashore 
beaches of its own, off Route 6, of 
which the most popular are 
Lecomb's, Newcomb*s Hollow, and 
Marconi's. But for 
secluded 


pastures and cranberry bogs. 
Guided tours of the trail, whidi last 
three hours and cover three miles 
of territory, are offered by the 
Seashore at 11:30 am, Wednesday 
and Sunday. 

Over in North Truro, the 
walking delights are twofold. Tlte 
Pilgrim Spring Trail, in the 
Pilgrim Heights section, is a half- 
mile, self-guided tour of the area, 
which includes the celebrated spot 
where the Pilgrims drank |hetr first 
New England water. There's also a 
trail through Small Swamp, and a 
nearby interpretive shelter traces 
the history of the IHlgrims and the 
Indians in North Truro. 

Wildlife is in abundance on the 
Nauset Marsh Trail 
and the

bathing in this town, you'd do well 
to try the Ca^e Cod Bay Beaches, 
along the stretch of Great Island, 
where the surf ia gentle enough 
even for children trying out their 
frrat strokes. 

Though it was wrecked way 
back in 1873, you can still catch 
sight of the remains of the bark 
"Francis" from Head of the 
Meadow Beach, a long stretch of 
sand in North Truro. It’s a popular 
swimming and sunning area, where 
a good trek by the shore can take 
you out of civilization’s clutches. 
At the end of the Cape, in 
Provincetown, our list finishes with 
the spectacular Race Point Beach, 
near the Provincetown Airport and 
Coast Guard Station, and Herring 
Cove Beach, near town. The surf i 
heavier at Race Point, and a sunn 
day means crowds at both places. 

Parking at Nauset Beach (a 
town-owned lot) ia 83; at all other 
Seashore lots, the charge is 81, and 
in rare cases there's no fee at all. 
For Coast Guard Beach, there are 
shuttle buses, available from 10 am 
to 6 pm from Nauset Regional 
High School, the Salt Pond 
Visitor’s Center, the Doane Rock 
picnic area and the Nauset Light 
Beach lot. 

Seashore Trails 

But the Seashore isn't made up of 
beaches alone. In fact, the eight 
swamp and beach trails here are a 
major attraction, and serve to 
highlight the Seashore’s unique 
nature. Take a walk through a 
beech or cedar forest, and you'll get 
a sense of the environment's inter¬ 
relationship with the sea, as well as 
its geographic roots. And, of 
course, the trails provide a very 
lovely and quiet time. 

The longest and most 
challenging of all the National 
Seashore trails is Great Island 
Trail, on the bay side of the Cape 
in Wellfleet. It extends four to five 
and one-half miles, winding 
through former hardwood forests,

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Button Bush Trail, both origi¬ 
nating from the Salt Pond Visitor's 
Center in Eastham. Brochures are 
available, and help to illustrate the 
way. 

Finally, don't miss a night walk 
on the Atlantic White Cedar 
Swamp Nature Trail, again in 
Wellfleet. It’s forested by oaks, red 
maples, pitch pines — the white 
cedar reigns deep in the swamp. 
Light-colored boardwalks make a 
night hike enchanting and 
comfortably safe. 

For details on the other trails to 
be prowled, contact the Seashore. 

Special Seashore 
Sites 

Guglielmo Marconi developed the 
first two-way wireless communi¬ 
cation between Europe and 
America in 1903, at the Marconi 
Station site in South Wellfleet. 
Today, an interpretive shelter 
stands where Marconi's.station 
once was. The concrete founda¬ 
tions for the towers sit overlook¬ 
ing the Atlantic, and visitors can 
listen to a recorded explanation 
for the rise and fall of 
Marconi's wireless. 
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Further out towards the Cape’s 
tip in the Province Lands are three 
19th century lighthouses. Race 
Point boasted one back in 1816, 
and Long Point Light (at the very 
lip of Provincetown) was built ten 
years later. Wood End, the most 
recent light, was erected in 1976. 
And small wonder Provincetown 
needed three such lights. In 1850, 
the largest fishing fleet in the 
United States was harbored in 
Provincetown — almost 200 
mackerel and Banks schooners. 

Biking and Riding 
and Gliding 

Bicyclists can have a field day 
within the Province Lands. Eight 
miles of paths wind through with 
often glorious views of the Atlantic, 
but beware, the course is hilly at 
times. Bike rentals are available in 
several locations in and around 
town. 

Nelson’s Riding Stables, near the 
junction of Route 6 and Race Point 
Road, offer guided horseback trail 
rides through the Province Land 
dunes. The rides are scheduled four 
times daily, with a two-hour sunset 
ride closing out the day. 

And for the brave of heart, the 
Seashore has designated certain 
areas within its boundaries as safe 
for hang gliding. Information on 
the when and wheres of this sport 
can be obtained at the visitors 
centers. 

Rules and Regs 

The National Seashore has laid 
down several regulations that bear 
keeping in mind. Open fires are not 
permitted, except when authorized 
by permit. Charcoal grills and fuel 
stoves are allowed. 

Camping is prohibited within 
the Seashore, and fines will be 
levied. It's best, then, to head 
for private campgrounds and 
Nickerson State Park in Brewster 
— and wise to make reservations 
during the busy summer months. 

Pets must be leashed in 
developed areas and are prohibited 
in public buildings, on protected 
beaches and nature trails or in 
picnic areas. 

Mopeds or motor bikes are not 
allowed on the bicycle trails. Nude 
bathing is prohibited, and is 
punishable by a 825 fine. 

Seashoie 

Infinmalian 

Any area comprising 27,000 acres 
of land requires a lot of expla¬ 
nation. The Seashore takes good 
care on this count. Information is 
available in Eastham at the Salt 
Pond Visitor Center (255-3421) 
and at the Province Lands Visitor 
Center in Provincetown (487- 
1256). 

If you’re interested in an early 
morning bird walk or a wild 
cranberry walk, two hours on the 
Great Island tidal flats or a 
children’s hour and talk, check the 
visitor’s centers on the latest • 
update of activities. Specific hikes 
and tours for all age groups are 
slated by the Seashore as well.

Swampscott Quincy Acton 
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A recent expedition in 
search of really fresh fish 
found the best and most 
reliable fish restaurant far 
from the water, sitting in 
an unlikely shopping mall.

Summer is seafood season. After a 
day in the hot sun on a sandy beach 
near the salt water* there's nothing 
like a half-dozen cherrystones, a 
bucket of steamers, broiled blue- 
fish and a mug of ice cold beer. 

But back home, where it may be 
harder to go digging clams and 
trolling for blues yourself, it’s not 
easy to find a fresh finny meal. Few 
restaurants can afford to keep only 
the freshest fish around. Fish really 
stays fresh no more than forty 
hours after it's caught. After that 
it rapidly loses its fluffy, flaky 
texture and its delicate flavor. Even 
lobsters and shellfish begin to lose 
their finn, ocean-fresh quality after 
more than a day or two away from 
the ocean depths and the daily 
tides. 

All this would lead one to 
assume that the closer to the ocean 
a restaurant is, the fresher the fish 
will be. Shockingly enough, though, 
a recent expedition in search of 
really fresh fish cooked with care 
found the best and most reliable 
fish restaurant far from the water, 










sitting in an unlikely shopping 
mall. 

The search for seafood began 
unsasumingly at The Surf in 
Magnolia. I had heard rumblings of 
praise about the place over the 
years. But in spite of its sea-worthy 
name, only one-third of the menu is 
seafood and fish. Ihe rest is land¬ 
lubber fare — steaks, chicken 
dishes and pizza. The selection of 
seafood was small and limited in its 
preparations. It could have been a 


seafood restaurant in Kansas. 

Considering the inland tilt to the 
menu, it wasn't too surprising to 
find that the broiled haddock caked 
with breadcrumb topping had a 
distinct “fresh-frozen" instead of 
"ocean-freah" fl^or, that the 
cherrystones, which were too big, 
were a day or two past being deli¬ 
cious, and that the bcdied stuffed 
dams and shrimp were so full of 
breading I could hardly identify the 
fish involved. 




But I am not one to be daunted 
by disappointing meals. So the sea¬ 
food search proceeded to more spe¬ 
cialized turf — The Salty Dog. 
This is a hole-in-the-wall combina¬ 
tion fish market, bar and seafood 
restaurant at the Fanueil Hall 
Market Place in Boston. It is no 
more than two blocks from the 
ocean and a mile from the docks 
where the fishing boats come in. 

I had been to the Dog to buy fish 
a few years ago, when the Market 


first opened. Since it has been 
advertising as a restaurant recently, 
I figured the place had expanded to 
accommodate the hungry hoards 
flooding Quincy Market daily. 

But the same four walls existed, 
as before. The fish market scales 
and counter had been moved 
around to one side, while three feet 
away, a bar had been erected on the 
other side, and a few small tables 
were squeezed into an airless space 
in the back. There is no air-con¬ 
ditioning or fan. At dinnertime, 
stools line both the bar and fish 
market counter and the whole place 
becomes a sweaty, crowded 
restaurant. 

Of course, decor is not what 
makes a seafood restaurant. In fact, 
ambience in seafood restaurants is 
usually inversely proportional to 
the quality of the fish. Mer^ shacks 
can often offer the freshest catch. 
Many memorable fried clams have 
been devoured at drive-in dives in 
Essex, and I recently ravished a 
truly sensational lobster at the 
unpretentious Lobster Pot on 
Route 6 in Orleans. 

But in the case of The Salty 
Dog, the fish did not rise above the 
decorations. Even though gen¬ 
erally reliable friends have reported 
consistently good results, my own 
experience was disappointing. 

Had the fish fared better, I 
wouldn't have minded the hot

Hussle on over to that telephone 
and make plans for tomorrow. 

Telephone 442-2005 and ask for 
Lula Qiristopher in the Education 
Department of the Franklin Park 
Children's Zoo. She runs a pair of 
five-day-a-week programs and 
although she will try to accommo¬ 
date cldldren who simply show up, 


she much prefers pre-registration 
(chat just means you let her know 
you're coming). Children can 
attend for one day, or three, or six, 
or any other magic number that 
strikes their fancy. Hie fee is 91.50 
per day. 

The City Safari is for two- to 
five-year olds and each day focuses 
. on one of four categories: Animat 
Movement and Sound, Animals in 
Art, Animal Homes, Animals and 
People. Ac the beginning of each 
session, Lula introduces her guests 
to a young zoo animal, encour¬ 
aging them to touch the creature 
and ask questions. 

After that, the group does some 
fieldwork. On an Animals and 
People day, Lula might stress the 
dependence of the animals on the 
zoo staff. “All animals need certain 
things to survive." she explains, 
“even in captivity — food, water, 
shelter, exercise space." She takes 
her group on a guided tour of the 
zoo's kitchen to see how the 
animals' food is prepared. Then it 
is time to walk around the zoo, 
observing how the needs of differ¬ 
ent animals are met. 


Hie session finishes vrith a crafts 
project. The kids ore given pictures 
of animals end are asked to draw in 
objects that help them meet their 
needs. Trees for birds, a swing for 
the monkeys and so forth. When 
Animal Homes is taught, the kids 
learn to build a bird's nest. Now 
Chat's a pretty neat skill to have on 
tap. 

Claws and Paws is designed for 
six- to 12-year olds. "^We talk about 
one animal each time," Lula 
explains, "his adaptations like 
coloring, skin texture, whiskers, 
daws, and the way they help him 
to survive." Next, the kids are sent 
on a treasure hunt. Armed with a 
list, they hurry out into the zoo 
area to find certain animal features 
and characteristics related to the 
afternoon’s talk. Claws and Paws 
often includes s crafts projetx, and 
films are shown each Friday. 

Lula Christopher is a friendly 
lady who obviously enjoys her 


work. She welcomes parents to 
come along and help out, particu¬ 
larly with the pre-school group. 
City Safari is bdd at 10 am 
Monday through Friday, and 
Claws and Paws at 1 pm the same 
days. Each session lasts about an 
hour and a half, and participants 
are free to explore the zoo on their 
own following the program. Both 
programs will continue through 
August 22nd.

bright lights glaring into my eyes, 
the paper plates and plastic forits or 
the watery chowder served in dis¬ 
posable plastic storage containers. 
Had the bluefish, which was the 
special of the day, tasted like that 
day's catch instead of surplus stock 
from a previous catch, I could have 
tolerated the sweat dripping from 
my forehead into the Uttlenn^s, 
which simply were not cold or fresh 
enough. And had the batter on the 
fried fish been crisper, and the scal¬ 
lops less spongy, 1 might have 
ignored the blaring rock music and 
*the people crushed in behind me 
waiting for my seat. 

Prices are reasonable at The 
Salty Dog, I kept saying — $4.75 
for the "fried fiaherman’a platter" 
that comes with french fries and 
coleslaw, and only S3.95 for the 
bargain bluefish. But The Salty 
Dog, even for its moderate prices, 
■ice cold imported served tn 
chilled mugs and Perrin’ water 
with a twist of lime, was cramped, 
crowded, noisy and uncom¬ 
fortable. And worst of all, the fish 
tasted as if it had waited too long 
on the docks. 

How come a restaurant so close 
to the water can’t do better than 
that ? Well, fortunately there is a 
restaurant that can do better than 
that. And it's nowhere near the 
water. 

I/Cgal Seafood fish market and 
restaurant has been my favorite 
fish place for years — both for 
buying fresh fish and for an 
informal dinner out. Its success on 
both fronts has led to a recent 
expansion from the original Cam 
bridge location to the new Chest¬ 
nut Hill restaurant and market on 
Route 9 (near the Chestnut Hill 
Mall). Por a. dinner out 1 urge you 
to go there bee luse itls bigger, 
more comfortaole and is an all- 
around more pleasant place to eat 
than the old Cambridge store.

tions, always the freshest and 
always cooked with care and 
respect. According to George 
Berkowitz, Legal’s oWner, all the 
fish is fresh every day — all 200 
tons of it — and what’s left over 
goes into the thick, creamy 
chowder. 

Legal’s selection is staggering. 
All items are posted on large black¬ 
boards. The ofterings change daily, 
so you know that what you’re 
getting was down at the docks 
earlier that day. 

For appetizers you can have 
plump cherrystones and oysters, 
served on a bed of crushed ice in an 
attractive shell-shaped dish, and 
sashimi, which is simply sliced raw 
fish accompanied by hot Japanese 
horseradish. On a recent Wednes¬ 
day night the blackboards dis¬ 
played 13 different varieties offish, 
as well as boiled lobsters, steamed 
clams, mussels, and shrimp. There 
are casseroles, baked stuffed selec¬ 
tions, and steaks for landlubbers. 
But what lures me back to Legal 
each time is the reliable opportu¬ 
nity for a straight fix of unadorned 
fresh fish. 

You can have your fish fried or 
broiled tu your taste, with butter, 
garlic butter, margarine or plain 
and dry. I usually order a Hsher- 
man's platter, a selection of four or 
different fish and seafoods 
broiled "dry" - that is lo say, 
without butter or topping. Most 


any fish, if it's truly fresh, can hold 
up to this minimal treatment. All 
dinners are served with coleslaw, 
hot rolls, and a salad or potatoes 
(fried or baked). 

If you've never been to Legal 
Seafood, there are several things 
you should know. First of all, it’s 
always packed for dinner. On a 
recent weeknight, at 7 pm, it was 
wall-to-wall people, including 
children and infants. You have to 
give your name at the door and 
then be prepared to sit or stand 
around for as much as an hour with 
drinks, chowder, or seafood from 
the raw bar until your named is 
called, dearly, lota of folks think 
it’s worth the wait. 

Second, the place is set up 
informally. There are some single 
tables and booths, but mostly it’s 
long tables with lota of chairs and 
no intimacy. The noise level is 
high, but not uncomfortable. There 
are paper placemats, and sanitized 
flatware in glassine envelopes. 
Water, coffee or tea are available at 
dispensers in the center of the large 
dining area. 

You pay when you order. 
Though it’s not the most cordial of 
practices, it’s a minor inconsidera- 
tion. Legal Seafood is not a seabed 
of luxury, but it’s ftiendly, elTi- 
cient, clean and offers the freshest, 
tastiest fish I've found. 

Prices are reasonable. Fish 
broiled or fried costs 84.95 to 
$6.95, lobsters are familiarly priced 
at 89.95 for one-and-one-quarter- 
pounders, and 812.95 for two- 
pounders. Appetizers were in the 
82.50 range, and chowder is 50 
cents a cup, 75 cents a bowl.

The biggest mistake people make is serving tomatoes too soon...before 
they have ripened, and before flavor has had a chance to fully develop. 
If your tomatoes are very firm and lack color, or are not colored even¬ 
ly, be patient for a few days and allow them to ripen. An easy way to 
hurry-up the ripening process is to place them in a brown paper bag 
and put them on your kitchen counter, away from heat and sunlight. 

If they get a lot of sunlight (on the window sill, for instance) they 
will soften without ripening properly. Please try this...and notice the 
difference! Once you know how to ripen tomatoes at home, you can 
plan your purchases ahead. 

Besides tasting good, tomatoes are quite nutritious. One medium to¬ 
mato is only about 35 calories, but supplies % the recommended a- 
llowance of vitamin C and Vt the allowance of 'Vitamin A. Tomatoes 
are good just “as is’’...but, they’re also good baked, roasted, broiled, 
sauteed or stuffed! 

Broil halves by dotting with butter and placing under moderate heat 
about 10 mins. Sprinkle with breadcrumbs, herbs or shredded cheese. 
Stuff with rice, cheese & mushrooms or sausage & bake 30 mins. Fry 
in butter or olive oil, season with oregano, basil, marjoram or garlic.

Winchester’s, Boston’s. New England’s, 
the country’s Frankie Fontaine is dead. 

Fontaine, 58, of Highland avenue, died 
Friday in Spokane, Wash, of a heart attack. 

Minutes before his death, he w’as 
presented a $25,000 check which he wanted 
donated to heart research. He had just 
finished performing before 3000 at the 
Spokane Opera House back stage. 

Born in Port Washington, N.Y., Fontaine 
lived the first few years of his life in New 
^’ork, moved to Medford where he lived for 
about 25 years, and lived in Winchester for the 
past 25 years. 

Before becoming active in show business 
in 1948. which he said was his profession, but 
his family was his career. Mr. Fontaine was a 
member of the Medford Elks. He collapsed 
after a benefit performance for the in¬ 
ternational convention of the Fraternal Order 
of Eagles. 

He leaves his wife of 41 years. A Ima Claire 
(Wakeham) Fontaine; two daughters, Alma 
and Irene: and nine sons. Frank Jr., Peter. 
Larry, Robert, Paul. Christopher, Gene, 
Jackie, and Fred. 

A funeral Mass will be celebrated at 10 
a m. today in St. Joseph’s Church. High 
street. Medford. He will he buried in Oak 
Grove Cemetery. Medford, where the Fon¬ 
taine and Wakeham families have been 
buried. 

Mr. Fontaine, w'ho gained national 
notoriety as Crazy Guggenheim on the Jackie 
Gleason Show in Ihe early and mid (iO's had 
suffered two previous heart attacks, A 
pacemaker had been attached to Mr. Fon¬ 
taine’s heart after the second attack less than 
a year ago in Columbus, Ohio. 

Within three months of the second attack. 
Mr. P'ontainewas performing again, this time 
at the Chateau de Ville. Saugus. 

A long-time friend of Mr. Fontaine, 
Sherman Feller, said. “He was always afraid 
people would think he wasn’t performing. All 
I can think about is that he died standing up, 
doing what he wanted to do.’’ 


For traffic lights 

TOPICS to be reconsidered 


After nine months on the shelf, the TOPICS 
program is being taken down, dusted off, and 
reconsidered. But the future of the program 
in Winchester looks dim. 

The Traffic Operations Program to 
Increase Capacity Safety (TOPICS) program 
is federally sponsored and designed to im¬ 
prove traffic conditions at intersections 
through the upgrading of traffic signals. 

The selectmen turned down a proposal for 
such improvements last fall, citing their 
dislike for the designs for traffic signals 
proposed by the stale department of public 
works, w’hich administers the program. The 
hoai'd objected to overhead lights and other 
elaborate systems which they felt did not suit 
the character of Winchester. 

The Winchester proposal involves five 
intersections: Cambridge and Pond streets, 
Cambridge and Wildwood streets, 
Washington and Forest streets, Washington 
and Mt. Vernon streets and Skillings road, 
and Church, Bacon and Fletcher streets. 

The selectmen asked Town Manager 
Thomas Groux to see if the state might be 
willing to compromise on the design of the 
Iraffic signals. But Groux has yet to sit down 
and work out the problems with the state. 

“There’s no definite reason,” said Groux 
when asked why he has not contacted the 
state about TOPICS since the fall meeting. “I 
felt uncomfortable with it (the selectmen’s 
proposal) and have procrastinated it,” the 
manager added. 

Groux said he fell the town’s desire to alter 
the stale's designs might jeopardize the whole 
project. Then again, commented Groux, “We 

According to Groux, the stale contacted 
him four or five months ago and asked for a 


response to their proposals from the town. 
Groux said he would be contacting the state in 
the next few days to arrange a meeting to talk 
about TOPICS and “attempt I« resurrect the 
project.” 

The selectmen are split as to whether or 
not the attempt should even be made. 
AiThur Dunbar, who has been on the hoard 
since the TOF^JCS program was first brought 
up. said. “1 don’t think it’s worth digging up 
again” He cited problems in other com¬ 
munities with the program, notably ihe City 
of Woburn, where lights installed in the center 
have been eovered with burlap bags ever 
since local businesses obtained an injunction 
against (heir operation. He also mentioned 
Winthiop, where residents forced the city to 
make numerous adjustments after new lights 
had been installed. 

“They're gonna take Winchester and 
make it like a superhighway.” Dunbar said. 
He said he would not l)e opposed to the 
program if the tow’n could make its own 
decisions regarding hardware, “They base 
their recommendations on statistic’s; they 
don’t take into consideration the chai'acter of 
the town or the city itself,” Dunlw con¬ 
cluded. 

However. Harliara Hankins, who also has 
been on Ihe tioard since TOPICS was first 
proposed, said she is “the biggest supporter 
of it on the board at (he moment.” She 
believes the manager should pursue the 
program and try to get the state to accept the 
modifications proposed by the town “to make 
the intei-sections less commercial-looking” 
She added that she would be willing to go 
ahead with the TOPICS program if the town 
and the stale could reach a “reasonable 
coinpr<imise“ on hardware design 


Citizens asked to comment 
on draft mini-bus proposal 


Winchester's topographical design, the 
com()actncss of its neighborhoods, the large 
applicable population, and near unanimous 
support arc the major selling points of the 
town's propr^cd mini-bus system. 

The triple-loop, around-town, In¬ 
terconnected bus system, designed by Har¬ 
vard planner and Winchester resident J. 
David Smith, of^ Wedgemere rd., has been 
fully endorsed by the board of selectmen. The 
prop(K;al meets its first test Aug. 30 when the 
propmal is submitted to the Mass. Bay 
Transirartalion Authority as part of its 
Suburban Experiments Program. The MBTA 
invited Winchester and 57 other communities 
around Boston to submit a local bus system 
plan and said it would fund one-half the net 
operating deficit of two of the accepted town 
systems. The other town plans will be 
scrapped and returned by the MBTA. 

Smith and the town manager’s office 
submitted Monday to the board an IH-pagc 
draft of the proposal which Included maps, 
needs assessments, objectives, background 
information, demographic profiles, 
residential densities, commuting and shop¬ 
ping patterns, service strategies, cost and 
revenue projections, and the managements 
structure.

Selectmen Barbara Hankins and Chair¬ 
man Edward O’Connell agreed Monday night 
that the beginning part of the proposal is “a 
little dry.” Mrs. Hankins said the draft 
“needs a little zing.” 


The board will acl again on the final 
proposal, complete with selectmen and 
citizen revisions, at Its Aug. 26 meeting. 

The draft uses the town’s topography to 
sell the concept. The report cites the town’s 
two developed hillside ridge lines which 
sandwich the center valley. 

The draft states, “Because of Winchester’s 
unique topographical character, previous 
forms of public transportation were routed 
only along the valley floor; today, there is a 
real need to link the residential neigh¬ 
borhoods with the center thereby permitting 
travel within the town ... and maintaining the 
center as Winchester’s gathering place, 
social center, and principal commercial 
marketplace.” 

The proposal points out that major 
shopping centers peripherally located about 
town attract Winchester residents away from 
the center and nut of town, such ns Woburn 
Plaza or the Burlington Mall 

Neighborhood compactness in Ihe town 
may also win Winchester the system. There 
are an average of l.OlSdwelHng units to eveiv 
square mile of Winchester’s 6,5 square miles 
and an average of 3,538 people live In each 
square mile. 

Eighty-one j)ercenl of the town’s land Is 
used for either housing (42 percent), public 
uses (18 percent), streets and roads (13 
percent), and semi-public (eight percent). 

The report predicted that residents would 
use the system an average of 4.5 times a year. 

A captive population of 9000 residents, mostly 
the young and elderly, would propbably take 
advantage of the system and use the buses on 
a regular basis, the report states. 

More than one-third of the town’s 
population is over 65 and 28 percent is bet¬ 
ween 5 ad 14 years old. Senior citizens and 
children under five years old would ride for 10 
cents while others would pay a quarter, the 
report recommends. 

“The problem is that Winchester provides 


a wide range of public services and. although 
many are concentrated in (he center, access 
to these public services is totally dependent 
upon private passenger vehicles, particularly 
for a senior citizen and also for an elemen¬ 
tary, secondary school-aged child who must 
be chauffeiired virtually everywhere,” Smith 
writes. 

A principal objective of the proposed 
system is to "enable (he elderly and younger 
residents in particsilar to gain access to all 
town facilities and services on a daily basis. 

Other objectives include: 

—To diminish the need for second and 
third car registrations in any one house. 
Presently. 50 percent of the town’s households 
own twoormorecars; 

—To reduce the demand for off-street 
parking areas in proximity to every com¬ 
mercial establishment in (he center; 

—To provide improved access to Win¬ 
chester Mospial. to private nursing homes, to 
the elderly housing projects and to the senior 
citizens cetner for Ihe community’s elderly 
residents :• 

—To open the elementary schools and Its 
community participation programs to the 
young; 

—To prepare a totally accessible vehicle 
for special public needs, u service not 
provided by any transportation system or 
community organization at this time. 

The vehicle would be a demand responsive 
vehicle owmed or operated by a non-profit 
organization that would serve as a back-up 
transport in the event of breakdown of one of 
the three basic mini-bus carriers. It would 
also serve as a pilot program for integrating 
the needs of Winchester's handicapped into a 
total transportation service system. 

— To utilize fixed routes, supplemented by 
the demand responsive vehicle, so as not to

For sewer cut off 

Plaza owners balk at Jan. 1 deadline 


Although the Winchester Board of Health 
has ordered Woburn properly owners to stop 
using the Cambridge street sewer line, it 
appears d<Hibtful that the property owners 
will be off (he line by the Jan. 1 deadline set by 
Ihe board. 

At its Aug. 1 meeting, the board of health 
issued a cease and desist order to force the 
Woburn users off the sewer line. 

The board declared a health hazard June 
29 because of occasional overflows of the line, 
and Ihey have asked the Woburn users to slop 
using the sewer in an attempt to alleviate the 
problem. Indi’fense of (heir order, they cited 
a study which shows that 57.5 percent of the 
sewage coming into the northern end of the 
Cambridge street line comes from the 
Woburn users. 

The Wobani property owners involved 
include Y&M Trust, owners of the Star 
Market and Woburn Plaza complex, and 
Edward G. I^eRoux and Albert F. Curran, 
owners of the New England Rehabilitation 
Hospital and other buildings along 
Rehabilitation Way and Country Club road 

The W'oburn owners are questioning the 
study used by the board in partial defense of 
Ihe cease and desist order, and Ihey doubt 
whether their being tied into the system is 
I'cally causing Ihe overflows. 

The study was prepai’ed by Ihc consulting 
iirmof Coffin and Richardson at the request 
of the town. It is a “preliminary study” 
dealing only with ’ mini-system 35A,” the 
northern end of the (Tambridge street sewer 
line, and (he flow coming from (he Star 
Market complex. That same firm is in the 
process of preparing a detailed “inflow and 


study is to determine how much ground and 
.surface water are entering the system and 
what improvements are needed. 

The Cambridge street line overflows when 
there is a particularly heavy rainfall. Bill 
Conlon. operations manager for the water and 
sewer systems In Winchester, admited that 
"excess water is the problem” causing (he 
overflows. But he added. “Why should we be 
taking Woburn sewage when wc can't even 
handle our own?” 

“Infiltration" into the sewer system oc¬ 
curs when ground water enters the system 
through faulty pipes or through manhole 
covers. “Inflow” occurs when residents 
illegally pump water into the sewer .system 
for example, when water from flooded 
liasements is drained or pumped inlo the 
system. 

The sewer lines are designed to handle 
only the sewage, and there is evidence thal 
there is substantial inflow and infillrulioii into 
the system, which in turn can cause the 
overflows during periods of heavy rain. Says 
Conlon. “When it rains, the line is overtaxed, 
and Woburn contributes to it.” 

Nonetheless, the town would like to see the 
Woburn users cut off and switched (o (he 
Woburn sewer system. 

The Woburn connections date back to 1959. 
when the Winchester Water and Sewer Boarti 
agreed lo let Ihe Star Market lie inlo (he 
system. In return, the Star Market owners 
paid for construction of a sewer line from Ihc 
Woburn Plaza down Cambridge street to 
Wildwood street. (At that time, no nearby 
Woburn sewer lino existed; since then oru* has 
been iHiilt.) 


Curran, who built the Rehab. Hospital in the 
late I9G0S. Through an agreement between 
Y&M and LeRoux and Curran, the hospital 
was allowed to tie into the sewer. LeRoux and 
Curran are now building a 101-unit apartment 
complex for the elderly and handicapped next 
to the hospital, and they plan to tic this into 
the sewer as well. 

After the health hazard was declared, the 
boat'd of health held u “show cause” hearing 
July 17 to hear the property owners state their 
case. As a result of the hearing, the property 
owners undertook their own engineering 
study of the sewer, and now they are skeptical 
of the preliminary study done by Coffin and 
Richardson. 

That study was revised when it was 
discovered that two facilities listed as being 
tied Into the sewer ~ the Country Club 
Medical Building and the Shell gas station — 
were in fact not lied in at all. Dr. Lawrence 
(Juigley, a member of the board of health, 
took the consultants to task for their 
mistakes. However, Quigley Insisted thal the 
board’s decision was not based on the report. 

Although the independent study being done 
by the property owners is not yet complete. 
Attorney Edward Hicks, representing Y&M,

A Chemical spill caused by a leaking tank 
truck up on Koutc 128 in Uurlington Aug 3 led 
to Ihe closing of Wedge Pond over the 
weekend. 

The pond was reopened Tuesday morning 
after testing revealed no chemicals had found 
their way down Ihe wulershud and into the 
pond. Public Health Director Michael Saraco 
said the pond was closed Friday as a 
■‘precaulionary measure " 

An estimated 60UO gallons of a flammable 
toxic chemical called methyl ethyl keytoii 
IMEK 1 leaked nut of a 30 fool lank truck the 
morning of Aug 3, and the Uurlington Fire 
Department washed down the chemical and 
treated it with a solvent and sand. But the 
washed down chemical found its way into Ihe 
Strom drains running off the highway and 
eventually into Horn Pond in Woburn. 

Officials from the state department of 
environmental i|uality engineering set up 
monitoring stations in Horn Pond to test for 
the chemical. When the MEK was detected 
Tom McLoughlin from the EQE called Saraco 
Friday aflernoon and advised that Wedge 
Beach tie closed as a precaution .McLoughlin 
said Ihc EQE would he selling up a monitor in 
Horn Pond Brook, wilieh flows into Wedge 
I’ond. 

Saraco contacted Town Manager Thomas 
Groux, who agreed with Ihe advice, and the 
recreation department was directed to post 
Ihc beach Signs were pul up and a lifeguard 
was kept on duly over the weekend to make 
sure no one used the iwnd.

Local resident 
arraigned in Lynn 
on morals charges 

Kenneth P. Duffy, a Winchester fire 
fighter and volunteer youth worker, turned 
himself in to MDC Police Friday after being 
notified that complaints had been filed 
against him charging “unnatural acts." 
assault and battery, and contributing to the 
delinquency of a minor. 

The charges stem from an incident July 15 
on MDC property involving two Winchester 
youths, one aged 16. the other aged 17. Neither 
the Lynn Court nor the MDC would reveal 
where the alleged incident occurred. 

Parents of the two youths filed multiple 
charges, including two counts of unnatural 
acts, two counts of assault and battery, two 
counts of contributing to the delinquency of a 
minor, and one count of open and gross 
lewdness. The complaints were filed in Lynn 
District Court, and Duffy was arraigned there 
Saturday 

A probable cause hearing has been 
scheduled for Sept. 6. 

Duffy, 30, lives at 121 Highland ave. and is 
on the ambulance crew at the fire station. He 
has been involved for several years in non¬ 
professional youth counseling and recently 
incorporated the Eastern Middlesex Com¬ 
munity Outreach Corporation. The EMCO 
was set up to establish a local halfway house 
and to "provide help to youth with problems 
involving drugs, alcohol, and broken 
families." 

Duffy is also on the board of the local office 
for children and is registered with the state as 
u foster parent. 

Duffy, after being notified of the com¬ 
plaints, surrendered himself at the Win- 
chc^gr Police Station to the custody of MDC 
Sgl. Alfred Lucarelli, who is also the in¬ 
vestigating officer for the case. Duffy was 
released from custody on personal 
recognizance. 


Chester Police who charged the women with 
larceny over $100, a felony. The two will be 
tried this week on that charge and several 
other similar charges brought by area police 
departments. 

According to Arlington Public Safety 
Director John Carroll, the Middlesex district 
attorney's office may combine the raft of 
charges and try the women in Superior Court. 
In any case, at least three police departments 
and the residents it serves can sleep a little 
easier while the pair serves impending 
robbery sentences. 

But because part of the larcener team and 
another unrelated team may still be working 
out of the area, police and residents should 
still sleep with one eye open. 

Winchester, Arlington, and Belmont police 
concur that a third, and possibly a fourth, 
member of the same team is still outstanding. 
Belmont police say the third member “looks a 
lot like one we have apprehended so we think 
it could be her sister," Inspector Richard 
Mello said. 

It is also believed by Belmont Police that 
the team is from out of state, possibly from 
New York. Mello said he and a partner were 
recently working under surveillance and 
watched a car with New York registration 
plates drop women described as part of the 
team in a wealthy Belmont neighborhood. 

Before Mello and his partner could turn 
their vehicle around to get the license num¬ 
ber, the male operator spotted the sur¬ 
veillance team and sped away. 

Winchester Police say the team is not 
without a “big money man," who often posts 
bail for the apprehended women. 

John McHugh, Winchester Police chief, 
said the Sanouska sisters are wanted for 
Pickering and Hemingway street larcenies 
committed three weeks ago. McHugh said he 
believes th3 women are responsible for other 
larcenies in the town committed over a three- 
year period. 

The same two women are also wanted by 
Arlington Police for March, 1977 and May. 
1977 heists. In those cases, the women will be 
tried on unarmed robbery in a private 
dwelling charges because they "roughed up" 
two elderly citizens, one living on Alfred road, 
the other living on Cleveland street, and made 
off with their diamond rings. Carroll said the 
rings were “very valuable." 

The larceny team does not restrict itself to 
private dwellings. Carroll said the women 
“sometimes work on the merchants, loo." He 
said their sex is used in merchant robberies. 
“While one is making advances on an elderly 
proprietor, the other will be emptying the 
cash register," Carroll said. 

The two women apprehended by Belmont 
Police July 12 for Concord avenue and Colby 
street breaks could have been on the street 
today If Mello had not been talking to a 
Winchester police officer. “I had just men¬ 
tioned to Sgt. Roy (of Winchester Police) that 
we picked these two women up and he said 
that they were looking for the women on 
larceny charges." The women change their 
names every time they're apprehended, 


Mello said, so Winchester had no way of 
knowing that the women we caught were the 
ones they wanted," he said. Mello said Roy 
picked up on it when Mello began de<scribing 
the team's method of operation, something 
which they rarely ctwnge, Mello said. 
McHugh explained their method. “They'll use 
any kind of roosS to get in a house. Th^ may 
ask for a drink of water, use the bathroom or 
the telephone, or one will say that her friend is 
sick and needs comfort." McHugh said, while 
one is engaging in conversation with the 
resident in one part of the house, another will 

The women, described as 5 ft.-6 in., 
weighing 160-170 pounds, of dark complexion, 
wearing peasant-style clothing and gold 
teeth, have "no qualms" about using physical 
force. • 

In the Arlington robberies, for instance, a 
90-year-old man was beaten while the pair 
ripped valuable jewelry off hts person. An 80- 
year-old woman, in another robbery, was tied 
up and beaten and her diamond ring and gold’ 
pendant was stolen. Carroll said many elderly 
citizens keep small strong boxes s(»newhere 
in the house containing several valuables. 
The larceners "seem to know most hiding 
spots" of the boxes and make the heist with 
"no sweat at all," he said. 

Carroll said the team “picks out their 
victims pretty well." He said the victims 
usually live alone and that they are too old to 
be us^ as witnesses in court. “You can't ask 
a 90-year-old man to identify someone in 
court," Carroll said. Mello said he thiidcs the 
team uses town poll lists or 'true lists' to pick 
victims. The lists usually tell who is living at 
the house. 

In addition to picking out their victims. 
Carroll said they are choosy about the type of 
merchandise they’re locking for. 

"They have a pretty good idea of what is 
valuable," Carroll said. "Usually, tb^ will 
enter a house on a hit-or-miss method, but if 
they spot a valuable piece of jewelry right off, 
they'll take it and run, even if it's is on a 
person." Carroll said it is sometimes more 
difficult to trace the thieves if they pursue the 
hit-or-miss method. “Sometimes, it may take 
two or three days before the resident will 
notice that something is missing" if they steal 
from the property," Carroll said. He ex¬ 
plained that if jewelry is taken off the victim, 
police are at least notified right away, 
enter in another part and begin ransacking 
the house. 

In the Belmont breaks, police said they 
took advantage of elderly residents working 
on the grounds of the house. “One will come 
over and say Tm just looking at your garden 
— it’s so beautiful,’ while another enters the 
house to ransack"* Mello said. 

Two weeks before pulling off this jirf), the 
team also hit a Trowbridge home. “They’ve 
been known around here for five years," 
Mello said. He said it Is difficult to keep ac¬ 
curate records on the women. 

"When we take their plctune, they'll 
change their appearances," sam. “We’ll 
arrest one while her hair is down and then 
when we take her picture she'll put it up^n a

bun. It’s hard lo keep track of them," he said. 

Another team that preys on elderly in the 
Greater Boston area is known by area police 
as the 'flimriam' team. Carrol) said the team 
has been operating around Boston for several 
years and recently completed another heist in 
Arlington two weeks ago. Belmont and 
Winchester have not been affected by the two- 
women team but police warn that residents of 
those towns should be aware of this pair also. 

The flimflam team, a black female and 
white female, play on the naivete of some 
elderly citizens, and, like the other team, 
usually picks out their victims pretty well. 

The flimflam team's method of operation 
is not as clear as the other team because the 
victim is usually “too embarrassed to tell 
about it." 

Carroll said the women approach an 
elderly citizen with a handbag filled with a 
substantial amount of money, usually about 
$300. The women explain to the elderly person 
that they found the handbag and would give 
the abouHo-he victim one third of the cash if 
the elderly person puts down a larger amount 
of money as surety. The women say they have 
put down $1000 each from their savings ac¬ 
counts and asks the victim lo do the same. 
They explain the money will be used for 
surety If a lawyer is needed to legally dole out 
the found money. Once the women have the 
$1000, they take off, Carroll said the victims 
"are reluctant to come fo.'ward to police out 
of embarrassment." 


Three charged for larceny 


Winchester Police are crediting the ap¬ 
prehension of three juveniles seen breaking 
and entering Lynch Junior High School over 
(he weekend lo two local residents. 

When a Brantwood road man witnessed a 
youth "climbing out a school window,” he 
called police and a Sylvester avenue man 
Identified the three traveling in a car passing 
his house, police report. 

Police .said the Sylvester avenue resident 
was listening to police reports on his citizen- 
band scanner when he noticed the youths 
described by police pass his house. He called 
|)olice, described the car In which they were 
riding, and authorities picked the youths up 
minutes laler. 

Winchester Police Chief John McHugh 
said the juveniles are being charged with 
breaking and entering and larceny of school 
.workshop tools. He said (he youths broke into 
wnodshop cabinets where the tools are stored. 

The chief commended the residents saying 
‘ there are too many times when citizens see 
things and don’t report them." 

“We appreciate being told of suspicious 
activity right away and we sinlcerely (hank 
these two l esidents. The police arc only as 


good as the people out there," McHugh said, 
referring to citizens. 

According to the officer that made the 
ar.'est. the two citizens “were directly 
responsible for making the arrests." 

In other police business, the Winchester 
Fire Dept, ambulance collided with a car 
stopped at a stop sign on Cross street Friday. 
The driver of the ambulance said his vehicle 
slipped on wet pavement as it was making a 
right turn on Cross from Washington street. 

The car, owned by a Burlington woman, 
incurred extensive front end damage and had 
to be towed away. The ambulance did not 
need a low and no injuries were reported. 

Besides the ambulance accident, at least 
three other motor vehicle accidents occurred 
during the week. Most were caused by in¬ 
clement weather conditions. No major in¬ 
juries were reported at accidents on Wild¬ 
wood road.

Several years ago a similar problem 
develo|)ed. and the residents in the area got 
logelher, hired an exterminator, and took 
care of it themselves. Now they are looking to 
the town for help Said one resident, "We're 
not going to pay for it again: this is a town 
problem." 

However. Saracn feels the rats should be 
dealt with through a cooperative approach 
among neighbors. And. along with the town's 
cxtenninalion program, the hoard of health is 
hoping a public education program will help

ducks." l)ecause some of the food becomes 
dinner for the rats People should also avoid 
leaving (rash around the area and keep (heir 
children away from the rats. Mrs. Thomas 
says she has seen(jUito a few of the rals, "and 
they're getting a little too friendly." 

Saraco noted that the grounds around the 
homes in the Robinson park area arc ex¬ 
tremely well-kept and speculated that 
piThaps (he rats cross the properly to get to 
the picnic grounds near Sandy Reach. He 
explained that rats will travel up to about a 
half a mile looking for food if they have good 
housing 

Wood piles and open stone walls make 
excellent burrowing spots. Saraco suggested 
residents should raise wood piles and other 
stacks of materials off the ground so rats 
cannot burrow underneath; he also suggested 
sealing up loose stone walls or baiting the 
cracks. 

“Rut." ho cautioned, "those rats are not 
going to lake the |X)isoned bait when they’ve 
got a roast l>ecf dinner waiting for them.” 

Saraco said plastic bags for trash are not 
adequate, since dogs and cats may tear the 
bags, leaving them open for the rats to feed 
And the rats feed not only on organic garbage, 
bul also on such items as empty milk cartons, 
tin foil from froxen foods, and other such 
products. Plastic hags should l>e used as 
liners for covered, air-tight containers such 
as plaslic or metal garbage cans. Saraco said. 

As for the Sandy Reach area, Saraco said. 
"The MDC should he conducting a very 
stringent rodent control program on their 
properly" Uhe lakes, the beach, and 
surrounding grounds arc under Metropolitan 
District Commission control!, 

Roth the MDC parks division office and the

MDC Superintendent Walter Magnell

A strong case 

There Is some pretty strong logic behind the recent board ot health 
decision to order Woburn property owners off the Cambridge street sewer 
line. 

The board Issued a cease and desist order at Its Aug. 1 meeting and 
gave the owners— Including the Star Market, Woburn Plaza and the New 
England Rehabilitation Hospital— until Jan. l to get off the line. 

The order comes as a result of the board's declaring a health hazard 
back In June. The problem Is, when rains are heavy, the sewer overflows, 
sending raw sewage Into the streets at two locations along Cambridge 
street. The board says the Woburn users contribute substantially to the 
problem. 

Back In 1059, the owners of the plaza built the sewer as part of a verbal 
agreement with the town allowing them to tie Into the Winchester sewer 
line. When built, the line became town property, and Winchester has been 
maintaining It ever since. 

The plaza owners claim the agreement still holds, and they have 
reminded the town that, after all, they put up the cost to build the line. 

But the agreement called for 440 sewer units to be tied In; to 
date, more than 1000 units have been tied in, including the addition of the 
Rehab. Hospital. There have been repeated problems with the line 
backing up, and when it does, Winchester has to go In and fix it (though 
the town has asked the plaza to start taking care of the problem). 

Winchester probably would have built the line sooner or later to handle 
development on the West Side. But the plaza owners probably got a 
couple years' jump In starting up their business as a result. 

At the time the sewer was built, there was no line In the area connected 
to the Woburn system. Now there Is, and since the plaza owners pay their 
taxes In Woburn, it stands to reason they ought to take advantage of the 
Woburn sewers. 

The plaza owners contend that they are not the real cause of the 
overflow problem, and they are at least partially right. Winchester has 
extensive problems with ground and surface water coming Into the 
system, especially during times of heavy rain. Most of what flows 
through the system at such times Is In fact water, not sewage. 

That problem will have to be dealt with. The Inflow and Infiltration 
study now being prepared should shed some light on just how bad the 
problem Is. 

But in the meantime, development goes on In several spots on the West 
Side, and every new home built and Joined to the sewer system overtaxes 
It. DPW Operations Manager Bill Conlon puts the point succinctly: "Why 
should we be taking Woburn sewerage when we can't even handle our 
own?” 

Winchester has tried to get the plaza owners off the line before, to no 
avail. Verbal and written contacts from various town officials have had 
no appreciable Impact on the property owners. So the town has taken a 
more forceful route. By declaring a health hazard, they have brought the 
),Issue into the open and have forced the plaza owners to start moving. 

Most involved would agree the Jan. 1 deadline for compliance Is a bit 
tight. But it gives the owners plenty of time to take the first steps toward 
switching to the Woburn sewer line. And the board of health has said they 
would be willing to stretch the deadline— as long as they see some con¬ 
crete evidence that something Is being done. 

And that means more than reassurances, reports of meetings, and talk 
of cooperation. — DKF

The Chamber of Commerce has announced 
that no general outing has been planned, local 
merchants in past years having desired to 
spend the day according to their individual 
preference. 

For a while yesterday a realty company 
was trying to sell the Common, If one could 
believe a neat red and white sign planted 
firmly in one of the flowerbeds near the 
foutain. The sign read "for sale cheap" and 
we could not have blamed anyone for opening 


negotiations for the purchase of the property 
which "Alex" MacDonald keeps habitually 
spic and span. 

Winchester's tax rate for the coming year 
is to be $26 even, a reduction of $8.04 from the 
figures of a year ago. The new rate comes as 
rather of a surprise since many believed the 
town was facing a raise this season. The 
curtailing of municipal expenditure at the 
special Town Meeting in June undoubtedly 
did much to make the reduction possible. 

After several years of efficient service in 
the center Herbert Prarice of Woburn was 
removed from duty by the Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway Co., his work 
in the future to be done by the new’ly-installed 
electric switches. "Herb" is just one more out 
of a job because of the progressive age in 
which we are moving, but many believe that a 
severe winter will find him or someone else 
chopping ice out of the tracks so the new 
switches will function.

Social services catalogued

The human services study committee has 
completed one of its major goals, the creation 
of an inventory of social services availaBle to 
Winchester residents. 

The inventory is now available in the 
selectmen's office at Town Hall. It’s in two 
parts: the first is the name, address and 
phone number of each agency; the second 
part includes a more detailed description of 
the services provided. 

About 200 copies have been prepared and 
are to be distributed internally to various 
town departments. The committee is working 
to finalize the descriptive section and hopes to 
find some means of funding publication of the 
booklet for general distribution. They may go 
to town meeting for the money but, according 
to committee Chairman Barbara Hankins, 
"Our inclination is to try to get some private 
funds.” 

For now, the directory can be studied at 
the selectmen’s office; within a couple of 
weeks there should be copies at the library as 
well. 


One of the articles to come up at the fall 
town meeting will be a recommendation from 
the human services study committee that a 
permanent human services council be set up. 

The purpose of the council, says com¬ 
mittee Chairman Barbara Hankins, would be 
to research proposals for new programs 
coming into town— such as the Central 
Middlesex Association for Retarded Citizens, 
which had to go to town meeting twice to get 
approval— and make recommendations. The 
council would act as a screening body so that 
such programs don't come into town meeting 
cold. 

As for the town's own programs, the 
council would be more of a "sounding board" 
for new ideas. "We don't want to start in¬ 
terfering with internal departments," says 
Hankins. The council would also serve as a 
way for all the local departments involved in 
social services to talk to each other. 


We'd like to clear up some points brought 
to our attention concerning the front page 
article in the July Cth Star on the ambulance 
service run by the fire department. 

The story mentioned that two of the four 
men who were commended by the depart¬ 
ment were so honored "after pulling a man 
ia^t August from a private pool on Forest 
circle." 

The story was a bit more involved. First of 
all, the man, Salvatore J. Dantes, was pulled 
most of the way out of the pool by his son, 
Roger and neighbors Donald McKenzie and 
Mark Troisi. Then Mrs. Marjorie McKenzie, 
who learned CPR through a course at Sym- 
mes Hospital, administered mouth to mouth 
and chest resuscitation and brought Dantes 
hack to life. 

Fire department emergency medical 
technicians William Duran, John Farrell and 
John Nash Jr. arrived with the ambulance. 
Nash says they found Dantes with his legs stilt 
dangling in the water, so they pulled him the 
rest of the way out and administered oxygen 
to strengthen Dante's breathing before taking 
him to the hospital. 

The story we ran July 6 therefore did not 
give credit where it was due. really. The boys 


and Mrs. McKenzie all played parts in the 
saving of a life. Farrell and Duran, according 
to the fire department, wen both commended 
for their roles in the drama; perhaps the boys 
should have been similarly recognized. 


If you have any interest at all in this year’s 
state campaigns (and if you don’t you might 
require one), you ought to consider attending 
the candidates' night to be held Aug. 16 (this 
Wednesday) at 7:45 p.m. at the Jenks Senior 
Center.

Eight initiative petitions have been filed 
with the office of Attorney General Francis X.

Bellotti this year will appear on the 
November. 1980 ballot. The eight proposals 
submitted this year are available for in- 
sOecUon and copying in the attorney general’s 
public information bureau on the 20th floor of 
One Ashburton pi.. Boston.

A member of the Winchester School 
Committee was quoted on the front page of 
the Aug, 3 issue of The Star as follows: "The 
committee has been concerned about the 
whole town. The Parkhurst School could have 
been closed this September and saved the 
town $75,000, but there was no alternative use 
for the school. We are always trying to find 
ways lo save the town money."

I fail to understand the business logic of 
needlessly spending $75,000 of Winchester 
taxpayers’ money simply because there is no 
immediate use for a building. How does the 
last sentence of her statement stating they 
arc always trying lo save money carry any 
credibility if the second sentence wherein she 
states they could have saved $75,000 is a true 
statement?

Deputy State Secretary Marcia Molay, in 
charge of Massachuset^ elections, today 
released the following information for voters 
relative to the Sept. 19 state primary: 

The deadline for registering to vote in the 
state primary is Tuesday, Aug. 22 at 10 p.m. 
Registration for the Nov. 7 general election 
wil continue until Oct. 10. 

Special registration sessions will be held in 
ail city and town halls Saturday, Aug. 19 from 
noon to 8 p.m. and Tuesday, Aug. 22 from 9 
a.m. to 10 p.m., except in towns with less than 
300 voters where required hour are 2-4 p.m. 
and 7-10 p.m. For additional special session 
times in individual communities voters 
should check with their city or town clerk. 

Voters registered as independents can 
vote in the primary, but automatically 
become enrolled in the party whose ballot 
they select. Voters may return to an in¬ 
dependent status or change their parly 
enrollment by filling out cards that will be

available at the polls and returning them to 
their election officials. In some communities 
the card may be left at the polls, but in others 
it must be mailed or brought into the city or 
town hall. 

Voters who are registered as Democratic, 
Republican or American party members may 
only vote their party's ballot in the primary. 
However, voters are not restricted to a party 
ballot in the general election. The dadline for 
changing party affiliation for the primary 
election is Aug. 22 at 10 p.m. 

Voters enrolled in the American party will 
receive a ballot with no candidates listed 
because no member of that party filed suf¬ 
ficient signatures to appear on the ballot. 
Party members may write in their vote or, if 
they wish, vote another party ballot by 
changing their party affiliation with their 
local city or town clerk prior to the Aug. 22 
deadline. 


Asking the right questions

The world is without a person today. 

But, then again, the world is without a 
person every three seconds, according lo the 
National Census Bureau. Yes, people die that 
often and a person, a human being, an in¬ 
dividual becomes a statistic just as quickly as 
the world’s death rate progresses. 

The name of the deceased, the life, the 
achievements, the brother of Jim, or the 
sister of Sara becomes the stroke victim, the 
cancer victim, the heart failure victim. 

Most of these deaths, however, although 
hard lo accept, are expected. 

But what about the accident victims who 
become statistics unexpectedly? What about 
the car accident victim, the drowning victim 
who, more often than not, are killed in the 
prime of their lives when many are under 30 
years old? 

These deaths are extremely difficult to 
accept, not only by family but anyone 
associated with the accident. 

As a news reporter. I’ve been ‘associated’ 
with several such accidents in that I am paid 
to report them, and each accident I've 
covered is just as difficult for me to accept as 
the last. It’s very difficult for me to un¬ 
derstand that a person's life, many times as 
young as mine or younger, could be ended so 
quickly. 

Each accident I report becomes ingrained 
in my mind, and, although I eventually "gel 
wer it." I never forget the accident. 

This week, I covered an accident not 
because I was assigned to cover it, but 
because I was directly involved. For this 
reason, for reasons of impartiality, maybe I 
should not have reported the story. Realizing 
1 was the only reporter available at the time 
(6:15 a.m.), I decided to report the accident. 


A 24-year-old man was killed early Sunday 
morning when the motorcycle he was riding 
smashed into the building where I live. James 
B. Irwin, of Watertown, died of massive 
hemorrhaging and fractures of the skull, and 
his companion, Jeffrey W. Delair, was 
critically Injured. 

Within seconds of the accident, eight police 
cruisers and an ambulance were at the scene 


performing their professional duties of 
helping the injured Belair and protecting the 
scene for the Registry of Motor Vehicles and 
the coroner's office, 

It is not important to me who was driving 
and how it happened even though it is 
necessary to include these facts in a news 
sto^. Whal is important to me is that an 
individual, a man probably in many ways like 
me, is dead. 

What is important lo me is that I fulfill my 
civil and personal obligations in trying to help 
the victim. What is important to me is that I 
accomplish all that I can for this young man 
and his companion. 

Unfortunately, when I went over lo where 
Mr. Irwin was laying after being thrown 20 
feet through a picture window I realized there 
was nothing I could do for Mr. Irwin. Because 
of this, I feel totally frustrated. 

I'm only glad that most of his relatives arid 
friends did not see what I saw of Mr. Irwin. 
His brother, William, however, was called in 
to identify him, something I hope I will never 
have lo do. 

But as I experienced a sense of futility in 
helping Mr. Irwin, I know there were others 
outside who were not experiencing any sense 
of feeling for this young man. As I stood over 
Mr. Irwin's body, I could hear people outside 
the shop saying, "He was going too fast," or 
"that he had it coming." People should in¬ 
stead be asking, ‘'How can I help," or, "How 
can 1 prevent this from happening to me or to 
my son or daughter.” 

I think many people believe that jjolice and 
fire officials and news reporters who attend 
these accidents constantly become 'har¬ 
dened' to such events — that covering fatal 
accidents "becomes part of the job." 

I don’t know about fire or police personnel, 
but I will never consider such accidents 
routine and I think anyone who does should be 
examined. 

If there’s one thing I would want Mr. 
Irwin’s friends and relatives to know. It’s that 
Jimmy probably experienced little pain. He 
was killed instantly. 

I’m sorry 1 couldn't help him. 

Yes. people die every 11 seconds in the 
United Stales, but babies are born every nine 
seconds. 

I'd rather cover births.

Bonner appointed 


Joseph W. Bonner, of 27 Garfield rd.. was 
appointed assistant town comptroller by the 
hoard of selectmen Monday. 

Bonner, who has been serving as senior 
accountant on a trial basis for the past two 
months, was also permanently given the 
senior accountant position for which he will 
be paid.

Comptroller Alphonse .1. Faggiano. in his 
letter of appointment, said Bonner "has 
proven his ability.” and later said "is fully 
qualified, and has applied himself verv 
diligently.” 

'I'hc board voted 4-1 to appoint Bonner with 
Selectmen Arthur E. Dunbar casting the 
negative vote. Dunbar said his negative vole 
is no indication of Bonner's ability but, "I just 
don’t like the idea of having two titles,” 

War memorial 

Winchester veterans and residents should 
not have to wait too much longer for a new 
panel to be added to the town war monument 
in front of town hall 

The fall Town Meeting approved ap 
propriation of $50(K) to construct a new 
memorial panel complete with names of 
Vietnam and Korea conflict casualties. 

According to James Vanar, of (he budgets 
and purchasing office, work on the memorial 
should begin soon. He said advertisements for 
work on the project went out at the end of last 


year and that an architect has “shown in¬ 
terest" in the work. Vanar said the architect 
will "momentarily be in touch with the town 
manager.” 

On Nov. 7, the Town Meeting voted to 
appropriate $5000 “from the general surplus 
revenue...for the preparation of plans and for 
the construction of an addition to the War 
Memorial Honor Plaque ,"

The board of selectmen, on request from 
(he Yellow Cab Co., deferred action on 
granting two hackney licenses to the Woburn 
company. 

Richard Hamilton. Yellow Cab. Co. 
president, said he would like more lime to 
examine the possibility of opening business in 
Winchester. He said (he Winchester cab rate 
is "lower than expected" and with (he 
prosi)ect of a mini-bus system operating in 
town. Hamilton said he would have to take 
these things into consideration. 

Existing Winchester cab companies have 
voiced opposition to granting (he additional 
licenses. The matter will bo taken up again at 
"Mr. Hamilton's leisure." 


Kenwin road residents seek improvements

Bay State roll call 


The House and Senate. 

House and Senate met last week 
In special session to consider the bill 
of address to remove Superior Court 
Chief Justice Robert M. Bonin from 
the bench. 

Impeachment — House refused 
177-48 to suspend rules to allow 
consideration of an order creating a 
special committee of the House to 
investigate and study initiating 
Impeachment proceedings against 
Judge Bonin, 

This order would be the first step 
in Impeachment proceedings In 
which the House would act as a 
grand jury and draw up specific 
charges or articles of Impeachment, 
and then could impeach the chief 
justice by a majority vote. The 
Senate then acts as a jury and could 
convict him with a two-thirds 
majority vote. 

Supporters argued that Im¬ 
peachment proceedings were much 
fairer than the bill of address and 
would give Bonin the right to answer 
formal charges against him. They 
noted that Bonin may well be guilty 
of misdeeds justifying his removal 
but claimed he should have the right 
to defend himself before the 
legislature. 

Opponents argued there is 
nothing wrong with the address 
route, and some noted It Is quicker, 
simpler and constitutional. They 
noted under the Massachusetts 
Constitution, the governor, with the 
consent of the executive council, 
may remove any judicial officer 
"upon the address of the 
legislature." 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. 
voted against suspending the rules 
to allow consideration of the Im¬ 
peachment order. 

Remove Bonin — House ap¬ 
proved 206-17, Senate approved 24-6, 
resolutions requesting the governor 
to remove Robert Bonin from the 
office of chief justice of the Superior 
Court. 


Supporters argued the evidence 
presented to the legislature's 
judiciary panel justified the removal 
of the chief justice. They noted the 
majority report of the panel 
recommended removal and cited 
Bonin lor accepting some $2000 in 
gifts from Conboy Insurance 
Company in the form of a leased car 
for his wife and a reception and 
banquet, and for showing favoritism 
and undermined the court's Im¬ 
partial hiring practice In the hiring 
of three secretaries. 

In addition, the report said he 
attended a gay-rights lecture, 
featuring Gore Vidal, despite 
warnings, and said "he should have 
known the lecture was a partisan 
rally In the Inters! of criminal 
defendants." 

Some opponents argued the bill of 
address to remove Bonin was a 
rushed and unfair procedure. They 
said they favored Impeachment 
proceedings where Bonin would 
have a chance to answer specific 
charges and defend himself. Others 
argued the removal was hasty and 
could be unconstitutional and a 
violation of due process. They said 
the judiciary panel's report was 
flawed because it went beyond and 
distorted the Supreme Judicial 
Court’s finding resulting in Bonin’s 
censure and Indefinite suspension. 

Some opponents also said the 
media has created a climate of 
hostility and hysteria and noted 
Bonin was being run out of office 
because he was named chief justice 
from a position outside of the court 
and this created resentment from 
other judges. 

Rep. Clccarelll voted to remove 
Bonin. Reps. Flaherty and Maguire 
voted against removing him. 

Sens. Amlck and McCann voted 
to remove Bonin. 

Rep. Saltmarsh and Sen. Samuel 
Rotondi both voted in favor of 
removing Judge Bonin from the 
bench.

Tough fight for transit aid

Whatever became of that Federal transit 
legi^ldtim woQld help ^ subsidize the 
MB3^ i^Sgel^^^ffcrt^ancr^save WincKesTef 
taxpayers $22D,926 next year? 

H’s still alive but in trouble. 

A powerful highway lobby. Proposition 13, 
and a schism between urban and non-urban 
interests, have combined to put this 
legislation on the ropes. 

In Washington last week, I met with 
mayors from several Bay State cities to 
discuss the merits of the transit subsidy 
proposal and what is being done to pass il. 
Included were Mayor George Colella of 
Revere, Mayor James Milano of Melrose and 
Mayor .Joel Pressman of Chelsea. All agreed 
the legislation was not only fair, but essential 
if we are to fully address our urban problems 
as well as the plight a new. endangered 
species in this country—property tax payers. 

Simply put. the legislation would 
guarantee one Federal dollar for every state 
and local dollar spent on transit operating 
deficits. For the MBTA the impact would be 
immense. The T would receive an extra $50 
million from Washington to offset a $79 
million deficit that MBTA communities now 
shoulder wilh properly taxes. That means 
Winchester taxpayers would enjoy a $1.09 
properly tax rate cut per thousand. 

For every city and town in our 
Congressional District, passage of this 
legislation would be something akin to 
“manna from heaven.’’ But unless sound 
strategy anti decisive action is taken in 
Congress, that “manna” may never come. 

The crux of the problem is the funding 
formula. Under current law the equation that 
determines how much a transit authority will 
receive to subsidize operating deficits is 
based mainly on population. Not much weight 
is placed on the ciclual commitment an area 
has to transit, such as the number of track 
miles it maintains. So Los Angeles, a heavily 
populated city wilh a comparatively small 
transit system received $34 million last year 
which was actually more than half of its 
operating deficit. The Boston area, which has 
far greater transit commitments, received 
only $18 million to pay for a $79 million 
operating deficit. 

In Committee action in the House and the 
Senate this year, the formula was not altered 
enough to significantly reduce the subsidy 
gap. Consequently, the proposal to guarantee 


50 percent subdies for every transit authority/ 
would cost an extra $200 million nexU'fiseel 
year.* By'itself, this is^no^^ig^ overw+rehftMg’^ 
§&m.Vtien Cofnfiar^tlato-^jii^QSirall four-year " 
$IjB billion highwayilatfd mass transit bill. But 
Congress is not in a spending mood. 

In the Senate, language guaranteeing 50 
percent operating deficit subsidies 
spearheaded by Mass. Secretary of Tran¬ 
sportation Fred Salvucci and Sen. Ed Brooke, 
cleared the Senate Banking Committee by 
one vote. It did so over the objection of 
Committee Chairman, Sen. William Prox- 
mire (D-Wisc.). Al issue was the cost orihe' 
proposal and a perceived rift between urban* 
and non-urban interests. Though the 50 
percent language squeaked through Com¬ 
mittee. Sen. Proxmire vows a lough fight on 
the Senate floor with amendments to 
emasculate the language by cutting funds or 
getting rid of the language altogether. Both 
Sen. Brooke and Sen. Kennedy promise 
strong support for the bill during the floor 
battle. 

On the House side, the idea never cleared 
Committee. Congressman James Howard (D- 
NJ) Chairman of the House Subcommittee on 
Surface Transportation failed to see the 
merits of IhejDroposal. The 50 percent subsidy 
is further jeopardized In the House by a 
bloated, $l] billion highway aut’horizalion— 
up $4 billion from last fiscal year. The 
authorization was regarded as a victory ior 
the highway lobby. But the leadership ori the 
House Ways & Means Committee has made il 
clear they want to see economies employed 
before a transportation bill is passed. Cong. 
Howard will comply wilh amendments on the 
House floor to reduce the Highway budget for 
F.Y, 79 by $1 billion. To achieve some form of 
equity, Cong. Howard will also be proposing 
up to $400 million in cuts from mass transit. 
This proposal has met wilh criticism since the 
highway portion of the transportation bill still 
bus the bulk of public dollars. 

These transit cuts, coupled with 
“Proposition 13 fever” that has struck l.’apitol 
Hill, will make il a difficult task to aullinrizc 
the $200 million necessary to make the 50 
percent language work. 

What is hoped for is that the Brooke 
amendment survives Senate floor action so 
that il may be considered in Conference 
Commilee between the House and Senate If 
this lax cutting legislation makes conference, 
it stands a good chance of passage.

There's a new face down al Town Hall in 
Ihe health department: Sandra M. Fitzgerald 
is the town’s new health inspector-agent. 

Though she has only been at the job since 
May, she has been learning about Winchester 
since last September, when she started 
coming here once a week to obsevrve in the 
health department. 

A resident of Haverhill, the 22-year-old Ms. 
Fitzgerald earned her degree in biology from 
Merrimack College in 1977. She went on to 
Tufts, where in one year she received her 
master of science degree in environmental 
health engineering. 

It was at Tufts that she made the Win¬ 
chester connection: Dr. N. Bruce Hanes, a 
member of the board of health, is chairman of 
the department of civil engineering at Tufts, 
the department Sandra was working in. 

T wanted to find out what was going on in 
the field.” she says of her coming out tocheck 
out the health department in Winchester. 

Sandra received her masters degree May 
21. and on May 22 she was on the job here. 
After two months, she still feels a bit fresh on 
the scene, but she has some ideas for future 
projects 

One project is to s3t up the town’s own 
water testing lab. so the healtli department, 
working with the department of public works, 
can take over from the MDC Ihe weekly 


testing of the town's drinking water. Initially 
the testing would only be for bacteria; most of 
the equipment for this is already on hand. 
Later on, the department may get into testing 
for various types of chemicals and qualities, 
such as the pH level. 

Another idea she has is to set up a CPR 
course in the evenings for local residents. 

One effort she is involved in with Public 
Health Director Michael Saraco is to pul 
together a booklet outlining the respon¬ 
sibilities of local boards of health. 

Her job as inspector-agent has her 
working both in the office and out in the field, 
inspecting food service facilities — 
restaurants and retail stores — investigating 
complaints, checking out plans for new 
facilities and participating in the licensing 
process. She also handles some of the 
paperwork in the office. She goes out on in¬ 
spections with Saraco and with state in¬ 
spectors, 

"I'm still learning the job, feeling my way 
around town," she says. "Everybody’s been 
very kind and very helpful to me in terms of 
education.’’ 

She’s a quiet girl, self-controlled, and 
serious about her work. And after two 
months, she appears to be off to a good start 
in Winchester.

The national flag represents the Ihina 
counlr>-. federal lavi sUtes. and the niles and 
regulations for insunng the proper handling 
(A the flag represent the linng lau 

The United Stales Code. Title 36 Chapter 
174. dictates that the flag should be displayed 
daily, weather permitting, on or near the 
mam administration bunding of every public 
institution 

In Winchester, the flag is displayed in at 
least five different locations in front of the 
town hall, between the fire and police 
s’atioRS. at the West Side fire station, at 
Winchester High School and at the center 
green A junior level firefighter raise> the 
flag at the fire stations, the town hall, and the 
green A custodian hoists the high school flag 
when school is in session. 

•According to the federal code. 'Lhe flag, 
when flown at half-staff, should be hoist^ 
briskly to the peak of the pole for an instant 
and then lowered to the half-staff position 
The flag should be again raised to the peak 
before il is lowered for the day.*' the law 
states 

• Half-staff IS also defiried by the code 
even though flag experts in town disagree on 
what IS meant by the term The code states 
th.at “half-siaff ■ is ‘•meant lowennz the flag 
to one-half the distance between the top and 
bottom of the staff" 

However, when a veteran dies in town, the 
flag IS lowered one horizontal length of the 
flag or three vertical ler.gths erf the flag 
which often limes, is not half-staff 

TTie Veteran's Book of the Veteran's 
Admir^stralio" stipulates the flag's length 


definition so maybe the veteran's should call 
It a “noi-a-full-siaff or a •'one-horizon la 1- 
Oag length-less ' staff 

The national flag is lowered to "half-stafT' 
when a public dignitan.' dies 

The selectmen s office authorize^ the flag 
to be lowered at ibe four display locations 
excluding the high school, whw a town 
veteran dies .^ctwding to the Veteran's 
Book the flag shall remain lowered for three 
days .Area veteran's say. however, that 
"sometimes the flag' fly too low and 
-ometimes fly too high 

The usual procedure for lowering the flag 
the ^ame distance from the top consistently is 
to put a marker or. the flag rope 

.According to nr>e junior firefighter, the 
pole ropes are marked b> a piece of tape and 
(hat the flag is flown just above the tape when 
flving at "half-staff " The fire department 
said the center green flag, w hich is the town's 
largest, may be Oowti at a different level if 
there's a high wind velocity The department 
said the flag could get caught in a tree branch 
f flown at the prescribed point 
Flag care manuals also mandate proper 
maintenance of the flag and the pole The 
junior firefighter said the poles appear to be 
in good cor^ition and that the department 
purchases a new flag about every three 
months The manuals allow flags, however, to 
be laundered using a mild detergent When a 
flag IS no longer a filling emblem for display. 
Flag Etiquette mandates that it "should i>e 
destroyed m a dignified way. preferably by 
burning "

Looney will deliver an 
illuslraled reporl on "The 
Kesloration of the Pine Street 
Inn Tower” to the conference 
to be held Aug. 14-16 at the 
University of Colorado in 
Boulder, 

Looney’s talk will describe 
the project and the methods 
employed in restoring the 


lamliar yellow brick lower 
bordering the Southeast 
Expressway in Boston’s 
South End. The fl6*year-old 
building, which was modeled 
after the Florence. Italy (own 
hall, was for many years the 
headquarters for (he Boston 
Fire Dept. It is being restored 
for new use as the Pine Street 
Inn. a non-profit social ser¬ 
vice organization. 

The intricate brick work 
on Ihe tower, which had 


deteriorated over the years, 
required careful analysis and 
engineering assessments 
while the delicate repair 
work was under way. Looney 
documented the process and 
the problem-solving 
techniques developed by 
CBT. and his descriptive 
report was selected for 
presentation to the 
professionals at the con¬ 
ference. 

Looney, who joined CBT 


three years ago, is ex¬ 
perienced in the design and 
construction supervision of 
masonry, concrete, steel and 
wood frame structures as 
well as civil engineering and 
electrical distribution 
projects. 

In addition to the Pine 
Street Inn, current CBT 
projects on which Looney is 
now working include 
restoration of a 100-year-oId 
building into the Visitor's 


Center for the first urban 
park in the U.S, to be located 
in Lowell, Mass. 


He is a Town Meeting 
member for Winchester, and 
a member of the town’s 
Conservation Commission.

Only a decade ago, audiences 
who yearned for the latest Truffaut 
or stylish Hitchcock had to make 
an agonizing trek into the concrete 
jungle. Big cities were the only 
places one could see an older or 
foreign film. But no more. In the 
last few years art/revival theatres 
have been spreading

the year. Most of the good foreign 
films playing in the big dty make it 
to The Academy, in addition to 
some of the more interesting 


Last month 
the theatre's films 
included Frederick Wiseman's 
Canal Zone, Madame Rosa (which 
is still playing at Cambridge's 
Orson Welles), and the 1977 
Cannes Film Festival Winner 
Padre, Padrone. "We actually do a 
little better during the summer 
months when the colleges are on 
vacation," points out the theatre's 
manager, Richard Pini. "Films like 
Madame Rosa have brought an 
older audience to the theatre. And 
that's nice to see." The Pleasant 
Street Theatre specializes in 
double-bills — a fading favorite of 
movie theatres in the Forties. And 
its combinations of films are 
intelligent and well planned. Next 
month it will have the American 
theatrical debut of Off The Wall (a 
San Franciscan underground film 
about the last of the hippies) and

The college towns of North¬ 
ampton and Amherst are sur¬ 
rounded by five universities, if 
not as many movie theatres. The 
oldest of them is The Academy of 
Music, 274 Main Street, 
Northampton (413-584-8435). In 
fact, it’s the sixth-oldest existing 


American samplings. August sees 
an interesting double-bill, at The 
Academy, of two Liza Minnelli 
films: Cabaret and New York, 

New York. Admission is 12.50 and 
$1 for children and elders at all 
times. 

The other art/revival theatre in 
Northampton is The Pleasant 


Robert Altman’s Images', two from 
Italian filmmaker Luchino 
Visconti, Senso and Otsettione', 
and some Bogart — The Treasure 
of the Sierra Madre and Dark 
Passages, Admission is $2.50 with 
half price for children and those 
over 65. Midnight shows on Friday 
and Saturday. 


All theatres look the same in the 
dark. What separates the good 
from the bad from the ugly ia the 
film on the reels; what ia the 
newest, glossiest, and fiossiest ia 
not always the best. Most theatres 
play first-run movies, and it is all 
too easy to pay top dollar to be 
bitten, bored, burnt, drowmed and 
stung. Mostly stung. One 
alternative is to lock oneself in the 
closet until Jon Peters goes back to 
cutting hair, but a more practical 
suggestion is to investigate the 
phenomenon of the art/revival 
house, a theatre which shows 
foreign films, both old and new, 
and vintage American ones. 

This is not to say that every 
movie made in this country before 
1958 is Citimen Kane, or that every 
one made afterwards ia Kentuc/^ 
Fried Movie. But oldies have a 
charm of their own, sometimes 
because they are old friends, 
sometimes because they are a 
window on another world, without 
the cool cant of Nostalgia, and 
sometimes (O Rare I) because they 
are well-written, well-acted, and 
well-directed, by folks who were 
thinking about film before 
television gave everyone a six- 
minute, 24-inch (measured 
diagonally) attention span. 

Charm is also an economy. For 
two or three dollars plunked down 
at an art/revival theatre, the movie¬ 


changed from the drab second-run 
(slightly older new American films 
like Rocky or Annie Halt) to 
art/revival. "Our films are geared 
to a college (Williams) and the 
'sophisticated' market," explains 
the perceptive Mansour. "The 
theatre was dying a slow death 
with new films. It was time for a 
change. And since we are the only 
theatre in town, we can mix our 
films writh current foreign films like 
Cat and Mouse and Dear Inspector 
(films currently playing first-run

Boston has been with¬ 
out an art/revival 
movie theatre since 
the summer of 1977, 
when within a few 
short weeks the Park 
Square Cinema, The 
Kenraore Square 
Cinema and The Back 
Bay Screening Room 
closed their doors. 

The only place to 
catch a repertory 
movie since that time, 
has been across the 
city line in Cam¬ 
bridge, Brookline or 
elsewhere. 

But no longer. Soon 
The Abbey Cinemas 
(two separate 
screens), vacant for 
over three years and 
located just west of 
Kenmore Square on 
Commonwealth 
Avenue, will once 
again light up — with 
an art/revival format. 

The new operators 
of The Abbey are the 
owners of the Nickel¬ 
odeon Maynard and 


North Falmouth thea¬ 
tres, Joel Tranum and 
Murro Van Meter. 
They plan to reopen 
The Abbey’s doors on 
August 16 and rename 
the theatre The 
Nickelodeon Boston. 
The Nickelodeon Bos¬ 
ton wrill present the 
same repertory films 
that the other Nickel¬ 
odeon theatres screen. 
"The only difrerence 
is this theatre from 
our others," said 
owner Tranum, "is 
that we would like to 
be a little more 
esoteric in our choice 
of films. After all, we 
wilt have the colleges' 
film programs to com¬ 
pete with." 

The Nickelodeon 
“group" will now have 
the greatest number of 
art/revival screens in 
Massachusetts (6), 
with the addition of 
the Nickelodeon Bos¬ 
ton's two screens. 

The films opening 
Boston's newest 


art/revival theatre are, 
at the time of this 
writing, yet to be con¬ 
firmed. But Boston 
film booker George 
Mansour (who books 
the films for the other 
Nickelodeons) has 
some idea of what 
films be would like to 
open with: "I defin¬ 
itely think we will go 
with Joseph Andrews. 
It has been doing very 
well in Providence and 
New Haven." Also 
being considered are 
the New England pre¬

CENTRAL MASS 
A few short miles from Concord 
and Lexington, The Fine Arts 
Nickelodeon, 21 Summer Street, 
Maynard (897-2100), caters to film 
enthusiasts that come from as far 
away as the Worcester area. Built 
in the Forties, The Fine Arts was a 
second-run neighborhood theatre 
until 1976 when Joel Tranum and 
Murro Van Meter bought it and 
restored its programming and 
appearance. These days it looks 
like a Californian art-deco theatre. 
The Fine Arts offers many films 
year round, since it specializes in 
split-week screenings — two films 
a week instead of the customary 
one. This theatre has one of the 
most eclectic programming 
schedules in the state. At any given 
time audiences can view a Cagney 
or other such "classic," a "new- 
wave" foreign film or a good 
Hollywood movie. The Fine Arts 
has two screens — so if audiences 
don't like what’s playing in one 
theatre, they have another to 
choose from. Admission is 53, but 
discount books are available.

audiences are greated by tuxedo- 
and-capc-clad ushers. The entire 
staff is formally attired as well. I 
haven’t seen the projectionists, but 
I wouldn't be surprised if they too 
wore "monkey suits.” It seems the 
Cabot Theatre is a throwback 
to the hey-day of the great 
"Broadway movie palaces.” And 
the ftlms at the Cabot also seem 
right out of the Twenties and 
Thirties. "We don't show any 'X' 
or ‘R’ rated films here,” said the 
Cabot's David Fidelman. "Only 
wholesome family entertainment.” 
Every Sunday the normal program 
of films like Latorence of Arabia, 
Camelot, Three Coins in a 
Fountain and Close Encounters is 
suspended for a live magic show. 
"We try to duplicate the spirit of 
the old vaudeville shows.” says 
Fidelman. This turn to "family 
entertainment” and the recreation 


of nostalgia for a by-gone era 
hasn’t hurt the Cabot’s business.' 
Since the theatre opened two years 
ago, it has already established itself 
as one of the North Shore's more 
interesting tourist attractions. 
Admission for films is S2. The 
Sunday afternoon Magic Show at 3 
pm is S2 for adults, $l for children, 
but the evening Sunday Magic 
Show at 8:15 pm is $4.50 for adults 
and $3 for children under 12. 

CAPE COD 

Provincetown, a popular resort 
town that hugs the sands at the tip 
of Cape Cod, swells to 30,000 or 
40,000 residents during the 
summer months. Besides the 
sunlight, a healthy night life is a 
main priority for Provincetown 
vacationing inhabitants. And the 
town's two art/revval theatres help 
provide the added escape from 
reality, if only for a few short 
hours. The Movies, at 237 
Commercial Street (487-3630), and 
The Metro Cinema, across the 
street at 256 Commercial (487- 


3466), are managed by the same 
person. Monte Rome. He runs back 
and forth every night. Rome is a 
‘Tilm buff” par cxccUance, and the 
choice of movies at his theatres are 
reflections of his cinematic experi¬ 
ence. “We look for things that are 
really different,” pipes Rome. 
"Since we don’t have a big popula¬ 
tion in Provincetown, we try to 
provide a good range of films.” 

The Movies plays what Rome 
calls "dassic-ier” bills. The theatre 
is really the top half of an old movie 
bijou that was built in 1919, but 
completely redone by Rome when 
be acquired the theatre three years 
ago. Walkabout, Women in Love, 
and 1900 have been presented at 
The Movies along with the better 
American and foreign films. 

At The Metro Cinema, which is 
a converted church, the programs 
have tended to the esoteric. The 
American premiere of Outrageous, 
with Crug Russell, played for two 
weeks last year, and that's a long 
time for a Cape Cod theatre. But 


"trendy" isn’t the only thing this 
theatre caters to. Early silent films 
have graced it, for example, as well. 
And one film which has been 
collecting large cult audiences in 
Boston, is doing the same thing at 
The Metro. The Rocky Horror 
Picture Show plays every Friday 
and Saturday at midnight. 
Audiences have been coming to the 
theatre dressed in outrageous 
costumes, parodying the film’s out¬ 
landish screen characters. Who 
says it happens only in the cityP If 
the movie isn't to everyone’s liking, 
the sidewalk show is certainly 
worth a gander. 

Admission is 82.75. Half price for 
kids and older folks. 

The Cape Cinema, Route 6A, 
Dennis (385-2503), is also managed 
by Rome, so the films here are 
similar to those at The Movies. But 
the most fascinating feature at this 
theatre is that there is no fixed 
seating. Fear not. Patrons do not 
have to stand. Instead, they are 
seated in lushly-padded armchairs. 


This makes going to the movies at 
The Cape Cinema a comfortable 
experience, to say the least. 
Admission is $2.75, half price for 
under 12 and over 65. 

In Buzzards Bay area there’s 
The Nickelodeon. Route 151, 
North Falmouth (563-2208), which 
is owned by the same people (Joel 
Tranum and Murro Van Meter) 
who own The Fine Arts 
Nickelodeon in Maynard. So, the 
same intelligent and creative choice 
of films makes it on the marquee. 
Here and at Maynard the over¬ 
looked seldom get the short end of 
the bill. Handle With Care, 
Inserts, and 92 in the Shade are 
just some of the fine films the 
Nickelodeon will screen at any 
given time. This brand new twin 
screened theatre will also play the 
better films from abroad. It’s nice 
to see new theatres built to show 
art/revival films. It’s a refreshing 
change and hopefully a new trend. 
Admission here is $3, with 
discount books available.

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This "voyage" is a 
palatable mans for kids to 
get themselves interested in 
history.

Now you can relive the loneliness, 
excitement and danger of life 
aboard a 19th century merchant 
ship out of the port of Salem, by 
visiting the city's marketplace, her 
waterfront, and the homes of her 
crew. 

The Voyage of the India Star is 
a spanking new multimedia pro¬ 
duction held at the Theatre at 
Pickering Wharf, which was espe¬ 
cially built to accommodate it. You 
enter a round, empty auditorium 
and take a seat on the carpeted 
floor. As the production begins, the 
lights are cut and you hear the first 
of many voices piercing the dark¬ 
ness. The words spoken are 
extracted from the diaries, memoirs 
and letters of the men and women 
who lived in early Salem, as well as 
from the ships' logs. 

As the voices become stronger, 
they take on a physical presence in 
the form of mannequins represent¬ 
ing characters typical of 19th cen¬ 
tury maritime Salem. A ship owner 
instructs the captain of his vessel 
as to his responsibilities. A young 
man and his wife speak of their 
loneliness, in anticipation of a 


separation that will last well over a 
year. A teenager, about to make his 
first voyage as a cabin boy, fanta¬ 
sizes alxiut the adventures that lie 
ahead. 

“A fellow's got to hang on by his 
eyelids"... "Bodies floated up 
from the deep" ... "This Coast of 
Sumatra is a vile place" ... "Here 
the Federalists and the Republi¬ 
cans can openly flght with each 
other, in the holiday spirit of 


course"... The voices are 
enhanced by the background 
sounds like thunder, lightning and 
an almost continuous medley of sea 
tunes typical of the day. 

One highpoint o^ the presenta¬ 
tion occurs when life aboard the 
India Star is juxtaposed with a 
scenario of a Fourth of July cele¬ 
bration ashore. The decks of the 
ship are piled virith bodies and ring 
with the clashing of swords as 


pirates threaten the crew. But back 
in Salem, there is much making 
merry. The wheel of fortune spins 
as the barker encourages cus¬ 
tomers to risk their money. We 
hear that "fish fights abound" and 
that loaded dice are suspected. 

First one scene is illuminated and 
then the other. Sometimes the two 
appear simultaneously. But all the 
excitement is brought to a solemn 
conclusion as we hear the voice of 
the India Star's captain announce 
from the darkness, "The good 
sailor Mr. Barnes is dead, having 
been stabbed in the back and side." 

The kids in the audience are 
totally caught up in the romance of 
the voyage, and yet it is to the 
credit of the producers that they 
have not overly sweetened the pic¬ 
ture. Death and loneliness, sea¬ 
sickness and fear are as vivid as the 
glory of the sea and the prospect of 
great riches. Surely this is a pala¬ 
table means for kids to get them¬ 
selves interested in history. They 
can even take home a little some¬ 
thing to remember the "trip" by. 
The theatre lobby houses the India 
Star Trading Company, which 
offers merchandise similar to that 
traded during the China Trade era. 
The shop is more a museum shop 
than a typical souvenier store. 

If you are hungry after the show, 
move to either side of the theatre 


entrance for a belt bursting treat. 
The Cookie Cottage has regular, 
giant and super size cookies, all 
homemade on the premises. On the 
other side, there is an ice cream 
emporium featuring a smorgas¬ 
bord where you concoct your own 
immoral delight. A real opportun¬ 
ity for kids to do some creating. 

The Voyage of the India Star 
will be complimented this week by 
Salem's Heritage Days celebra¬ 
tion. Boat parades and beer 
gardens, theatre events especially 
geared for kids, and loads of live 
music will predominate. Some of 
the special times and dates to plan 
around include: two days of circus 
acts on the mall, August 14 and 15 
from noon to 4 pm and noon to 
4:30 pm respectively; a Kennel 
Ration pet show on the common 
the afternoon of the 15th; and the 
Rag-A-Muffin Theatre Group, 
giving forth on the mall with 
Through the Looking Glass at 11 
am, and The Fantasticks at 8:30 
pm. Everything’s free.

All the Pink Panther films are 
pretty much the same.

Turning rock albums into movies 
has become the vocation of music 
promoter — and now movie mogul

formation is the Beatles' album 
Sgt. Pepper and as in the previous 
Stigwood attempts, Sgt. Pepper is 
nothing more than a silent movie 
with musical accompaniment. The 
BeeGees are the Sgt. Pepper’s 
Band and Peter Frampton is Billy 
Shears, their leader. Somehow, 
Henry Edwards has managed to 
construct a story (for lack of a 
better word) by taking the album’s 
lyrics and translating them into 
images. The result: a punk-rock, 
drug-oriented, romantic-fantasy. 
There's not one word of spoken 
dialogue in the entire film except 
for the narration by George Bums. 
It’s painfully obvious that this film 
is geared to the 13- to 18-year old 
market which has only heard of 
The Beatles in reference to 
“classical" music. It's a good thing 
Hollywood no longer uses the 
“M" rating, because Sgt, Pepper 
is not for mature audiences.

to perfection; the tomato sauce is 
ever so slightly sweet. We're very 
full at this point. We start on our 
third carafe of wine. 

Round VII: The redoubtable 
pasta course — lasagna — strikes 
the next blow. There's plenty of 
meat and cheese to the dish, but 
the noodles are hopelessly over¬ 
cooked. We eat it all, hoping never 
to have to eat again. The sound 
level in the room has trebled; a 
man to our left is singing. We begin 
our fourth carafe of wine. 

Round VIII: "You mean there's 
more?" we cry to the waitress. 
"God help us." Yes, there’s more: 
chicken in wine sauce, a whole half 
chicken braised in wine with 
potatoes. It's not very good, but 
who cares at this point ? Three of 
us mindlessly gnaw at drumsticks; 
the fourth, our vegetarian friend, 
pales before a plateful of spaghetti 
with pesto sauce. The spaghetti is 
overcooked, but the pesto — a 
potent blend of basil, Romano 
cheese, and olive oil — is wonder¬ 
fully aromatic. "Are you done?" 
queries the waitress. We look up 
and groan. We've been at the table 
for three hours. 

Round IX: Fortunately, a 
lengthy and strategically placed 
pause ensues, during which we 
regain our senses. Lucky for us. 


too, because both desserts prove 
sensational. The first, and we never 
did quite get (he name, is a multi¬ 
layered sponge cake, with a 
caramelly-tasting custard filling; 
chocolate glaze tops the cake; rum 
soaks it through and through. The 
second dessert, Italian cheese cake, 
is exquisite, but heavy — layers of 
sponge cake and fresh ricotta 
cheese, the whole liberally doused 
with Amaretto, that almond- 
flavored liqueur. Follow these with 
three cups of coffee, and follow 
these with a strong cigar. We sigh 
deeply and leave the restaurant and 
stagger to the waterfront to admire 
the Boston skyline across the 
harbor. We feel like we’ve just won 
a battle. Rita, you’re miraculous.

'‘Melon Patchwork" 


It pays to learn how to select a ripe melon, or to know when it is ripe for 
eating so that we are able to enjoy our favorite summer items. 

Canteloupe ’s netting on the skin is grey, of a corky texture and the "eye ’’ 
or “button " at the blossom end...the end opposite the stem end...is slightly 
sunken, which indicates the melon was ripe when picked and separated easi¬ 
ly from the stem. Persian melons are very similar although the netting is green 
rather than grey. 

The rest of the melons have a shiny, smooth skin. With all of them the blos¬ 
som end, or "eye" is slightly soft. Sniff the melon, too, for a faint aroma... 
each one having its own particular smell. 

Now that you have a ripe melon, what are some ot the ways to eat it... 
other than “au naturel?" 

Wine and liqueurs do beautiful things to melon...blending flavors ever-so 
subtly. You can use the melon half as a natural bowl for berries and other 
fruits. Or, scoop melon into balls and pile it into another melon of a differ¬ 
ent color. Or...just fill the melon cavity with champagne as an elegant brunch 
starter or dessert. 

You can puree, frappe, jelly, curry or bake melon...topped with meringue, 
perhaps. The ideas are endless!

The 28-year-old EMT said “the kid is 
beautiful.” He said all the baby wanted to do 
was eat. “He’s just like me. He was chewing 
on the blanket all the way to the hospital.” 

His partner Reid is “a jinx.” Dove said, 
“We’re calling him the stork now.” 

The ambulance attendant said the blue¬ 
eyed, blonde boy was “big, healthy, and 
screaming.” 

According to Dove, a group of pregnant 
women, apparently waiting lo be examined 
by their doctors at the medical building, 
gathered around the car. Dove said, “They 
were getting nervous, but everybody wanted 
to help.” 

Because a crowd assembled, Mrs. Pesin 
later told her husband that “if he made any 
mistakes, they (the pregnant women) 
wouldn't come back to him.” 

Mrs. Pesin said this was her husband’s 
“first auto-seat birth," but that he was forced 
to deliver his own child at home. “He’s had a 
lot of experience with out-of-hospital births,” 
Mrs. Pesin said. ' 

“It was odd that he had to work there on 
the edge of the seat,” she said. The doctor, 
who lives in Lexington, has been practicing at 
the Winchester medical building for 18 
months now. He has delivered all three 
Paradis children but “not under similar 
conditions as this baby’s birth.” 

Paul Paradis, father of the newborn, was 
driving a truck all day and didn’t know about 
his son’s birth until four hours later.

Summer theater 
starts tonight 
at high school 

The Winchester Summer Theatre, spon¬ 
sored by the recreation department, will - 
present “House of the Blue Leaves,” a tragi¬ 
comedy written by John Guave, at the high 
school auditorium tonight, Friday and 
Saturday nights.

It is hoped that this will represent the 
beginning of a continuing and enjoyable 
summer theatre in Winchester, another 
anticipated premium of being'in town’ during 
the summer months.

Although the slate is returning the 
greatest amount of total local aid ever, 
Winchester’s share of the cherry sheet funds 
is “like a drop of water” compared to large 
city reimbursements, Comptroller Alphonse 
J. Faggiano reports. 

Winchester is receiving only $285,000 in 
local aid, instead of the $616,000 projected by 
Sen. Samuel Rotondi’s office last month. The 
difference: although the town is receiving 
about $350,000 from court costs savings as a 
result of court reorganization legislation, the 
savings are being offset by metropolitan, 
park, sewage, water, and transportation 
costs. Faggiano said. 

Instead of realizing substantial savings 
over last year's charges, the difference in net 
charges in fiscal year 77 and net charges this 
year is “negligible,” Faggiano said. Even 
though Winchester is paying about half what 
it paid last year for court costs ($700,000), the 
town is paying $56,000 more for park costs, 
$57,000 more for sewage, $39,000 for water, 
and $.37,000 for the MBTA, 

The net improvement lo the tax levy then, 
after another unanticipated $10,000 ad¬ 
justment, is only $151,000, according to 
Faggiano. He explained that the town was 
expecting a $166,000 adjustment from the 
stale, but insteail received a $176,000 ad¬ 
justment. The $10,000 difference, Faggiano 
said, was “unforeseen.” 

So, what does all this mean? 

According to Faggiano, the town tax rate 
should increase $2.15 instead of the Town 
Meeting-projected hike of $3.55. The $2.15 
figure, altough substantially less than an¬ 
ticipated, is still 74 cents more than what the 
town had hoped it would be after looking at 
the Rotondi figures. 

Sen. Rolondi’s office announced the 
$616,000 figure because, at the time, a special 
education adjustment, which charges Win¬ 
chester $180,000, had not been announced. 
Also, the additional metropolitan service 
charges were unanticipated by the senator. 

Because $1 is taken off for every $204,000 in 
reimbursements to Winchester, and because 
(he town received $285,000, the tax rate will be 
cut $1.40 from the $3.55 projected increase 
and $2.15 becomes the new tax increase. 

The new lax rate. then, is $75.28.

To Sept. 11 meeting 

Board defers request for 
another teacher at Muraco 


Despite pleas from about 30 Muraco .School 
parents, the school committee Monday night 
deferred a request to add an extra teacher to 
the school's staff for Ihi.s coming year. 

The parents are asking for the additional 
teacher because registration figures for this 
fail show there may be three split level 
classe.s in grades one and two of 26 students 
each. 

The school committee has slated in the 
past that they would prefer to avoid split

classes in the first t\^o grades and maintain a 
22; 1 pupil-teacher ratio at the primary grade 
levels. 

Members of the school board argued that it 
would be wiser to wait until the opening of 
school, when more exact enrollment figures 
will be available, to consider the request. 

When it became clear the committee 
would not approve the additional teacher until 
.September, the parents protested that the 
board has already approved extra staffing for 
other elementary schools, and that those 
approvals were based only on project^ 
enrollments. 

Last spring the board approved requests 
for additional teachers at several elementary 
schools, including Parkhurst, Mystic, Lin¬ 
coln, Washington, Ambrose, and Vinson- 
Owen. As a result of those and other budget 
relaled decisions, the school budget is now 
$22,167 in tlie red (see related story). 

“You're almost asking the impossible” of 
the teachers, commented Muraco parent 
Terry Ewald. She noted that Muraco, like 
some of the other elementary schools, had Its 
own particular problems. She pointed out that 
last year there were 13 non-English speaking 
students, most of (hem in the primary 
grades: and that the school has an unusually 
liigh number of “transient” students — 
ranging from Bll to 100 students over the past 
five years. 

Mrs. Ewald also noted the board’s policy 
of trying lo maintain a 22:1 pupil-teacheV

Children’s Theatre to open 13th year 


The Winchester Community Theatre Inc. 
Childrens Theatre is about lo embark on its 
Uth active season, with sign-ups for the fall 
production of Maeterlinck’s “Bluebird” to be 
held the first week in September. 

First established in 19f>6, the Children's 
Theatre has t)een providing local children 
with an opportunity to explore their talents 
through a variety of programs. But the road 
has not always been smooth-- productions 
were suspended between 1963 and 1972", and 
the organization is looking for increased 
support from the community in the form of 
staffing and funding in order to keep the stage 
lights burning. 

The first production was put on in 
Pecember, 19.S6: “Peter Pan.” Since then, 
while active, the theater has put on two 
productions or workshops a year, usually in 
the fall and spring. Performances have in¬ 
cluded “Snow While and the Seven Dwarfs," 
“Little Women,’■ “Tom Sawyer.” “Heidi,” 
“Robinson Crusoe.” “Cinderella.” “The 
Wizard of Oz.” “Noah’s Ark.” “Pinocchio,” 
and a variety of scenes, sketches, and theater 
arts workshops. 

fn the earlier years, the theater would go 
on tour after the local performances, putting 
on plays at such places as the children's 
Museum in Boston, the Perkins Institute for 
the Blind, and in local schools. The group has 
appeared on four different television stations, 
including WGBH-Channel 2, WBZ-Channel 4, 
and WHDH Channel 5. They also performed 
during the Boston Arts Festival in the early 
1960s 

Carlene Samoiloff, a local resident and one 
of the founders of the Children's Theatre, 
recalled one road trip with special delight. 
The children were taken to perform 


“Robinson Crusoe” In Concord, N.H. While 
Mrs. Samoiloff drove up a truck full of 
scenery, 38 cast members travelled by bus 
with two goats and a kitten on board. Upon 
their arrival, one enthusiastic cast member, 
unphased by the trip, hopped off, the bus, 
turned to Mrs. Samoiloff, and queried, 
“Where arc the dressing rooms?” 

Due to the difficulty in arranging tran¬ 
sportation. the proximity of the fall per¬ 
formance lo the Christmas holiday, and a 
delcine in volunteer support, the theater has 
been unable lo continue their road trips since 
the theater was revived in 1973. 

“We have always been solvent.” affirms 
Mrs Samoiloff. The theater first got on its 
feet with the help of five “founder’s grants” of 
$50(3 each. After the first season, the grants 
were returned, and the theater was on its 
way. Additional support came from 20 
“sponsors” who donated $20 each to the 
cause. 

A $25 tuition charge was levied in the early 
years; that fee rose to $40 when the group was 
revived in 1973. And, says Mrs. Samoiloff, 
there have always been scholarships 
available for about a quarter of the par¬ 
ticipants. 

Another source of help came from the 
Winchester Mothers' Association (now the 
Community School Association), which, back 
in the early days, would buy out the Friday 
night performance, sell tickets, and pay for 
the cost of using a local school stage. 

In the l>egmning the Community Theatre 
included adult productions, lectures and 
workshops. However that aspect of the 
organization has disappeared with the rise of 
other local community theater groups. Since 


1973, all productions have been through the 
Children’s Theatre. 

The adult part of the organization brought 
opera to Winchester for the first time as a 
cultural project and produced a musical 
comedy of “Kiss Me Kale” and a “Salute lo 
George Bernard Shaw" in its first years 
But the main thrust was for children. More 


than 500 children from 4 to 14 years of age 
participated in 12 productions in the first 


seven years. 

With the revival of “Peter Pan” in the role 


of partial benefactor, contributing $1197 lo 
help defray expenses. The agreement has 
been renewed annually since then, and the 
department has pledged support again this 


year. 

In at least one way, much of the money 
contributed has come back in kind; The stage 


props and scenery created for each per 
formance are donated to the school depart 


ment for their own productions. According to 
Mrs. Samoiloff's records, up to 1973 the 
(heater contributed $1622 in equipment lo the 
McCall School and $356 to the Lincoln School. 


Qizard of Oz, the group added about $7(X) 
more to the stock at McCall. 

Up to 50 or more children are involved in 
each performance. Their ages range from 4 lo 
17. And the children are exposed not only to 
acting, but to music, singing, dance, mime 
and painting as well. 

But the theater needs help, says Mrs. 
Samoiloff. A shortage of volunteers and funds 
has made productions in recent years in¬ 
creasingly difficult to manage.

MacDonald. He said the minimum com¬ 
petency exam would probably be given at the 
end of the ninth grade. “Early identification 
is the key,” said MacDonald, noting that 
those who failed the test would have three 
more years to make it up. 

Although, if passed, the new policy would 
not require that students pass the minimum 
competency exam for graduation, Dr. 
Gleason feels differently. 

“The reason it’s not required is that few 
school systems have an adequate program in 
place,” Gleason contended. He would like lo 
see students required to pass the exam to 
graduate. 

“1 think we’ve gone on loo long with 
students assuming that if they spend four 
years in high school’ they get a diploma,” 
added Gleason. 

He also said he would like to establish 


separate — and higher — standards for 
Winchester. Gleason said such a project 
would take about a year. 

Winchester already has sliffer 
requirements than the state when it comes to 
graduating from high school. State law only 
requires two courses — American History 
and civics, and physical education. However, 
the slate does require that certain topics be 
cocred. Chapter 71. section 1 states that 
school systems “. . . shall give instruction 
and training in orthography (handwriting), 
reading, writing, the English language and 
grammar, geography, arithmetic, drawing, 
music, the history and constitution of the 
United Slates, Ihe duties of citizenship, health 
education, physical education, and good 
behavior,” 

But the state law does not say a student 
has to pass any of those subjects to graduate, 

Winchester does. According lo the high 
school handbook, the following are 
requirements for graduation; 

At least 100 credits in grades 9-12; 

— Five full year subjects and physical 
education each year; 

Successful completion of the following; 
lour years of English in grades 9-12; two 
years of American studies in grades 10 and 
11; one year of mathematics in grades 9-12; 
one year of science in grades 9-12: and four 
years of physical education.

Funding sought 
for nine-town 
shelter facility 

Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (LEAA) funding is being 
sought by CODE Community Resource 
Center in Belmont for a temporary shelter for 
runaways, abused and problem children. The 
shelter, if approved, will serve the towns of 
Arlington. Winchester, Belmont, Wilmington. 
Woburn. Burlington, Watertown, Waltham 
and Lexington. 

The shelter would provide 24 hour a day 
housing for children in need of temporary 
shelters, for up to a 45 day period. 

The LEAA grant, which is a possible 
$80,000 to $ 100 , 000 , will be used for (he initial 
six-months of the shelter’s operations. CODE 
Director, Armand Henaull, said in order to 
qualify for the funding, CODE must have a 
sponsoring agency and a spnosoring 
municipality by the application deadline of 
lommorrow. 

Mystic Valley Community Menial Health 
Center is the sponsoring agency for the ap¬ 
plication, Several communities, including 
Arlington and Lexington, have declined 
support of the project, because Henault said, 
town officials did not have enough lime to 
fully review- the grant application. Belmont 
Selectmen are holding a meeting tonight to 
vote on that town’s possible sponsorship. 

I4enault said the application is late 
l>ecause the LEAA deadline has been moved 
lip this year, from Sept. 18 to Aug. 18. CODE, 
he said, just found out about the possible 
funds less than one month ago. 

The sponsoring town’s responsibilities 
would include handling the funds and 
distributing monthly checks to the managing 
agency, Mystic Valley Mental Health. 

If a town sponsor is found and the grant 
application is eventually approved by LEAA, 
the funding will go lo renovate an existing 
building for the shelter, salaries for the 
shelter staff, training, and other overhead 
costs. The location of the shelter has not yet 
been determined, but Henault said, it would 
probably bo at a central location lo the nine 
communities involved. 

Henaull has asked for an extension on the 
Aug. 18 deadline.

Police calm neighbors in dispute 


Five Winchester police officers controlled 
a potentially volatile neighborhood distur¬ 
bance Monday night when they dispersed 
about 30 angry residents, one waving a gun, in 
front of 295 Cross st.

School budget 
still overspent 
by $22,000 

The school budget is now $22,167 In the red. 

That figure was twice as high this spring 
after the school board approved a series of 
staffing requests, but adjustments for hiring 
differential since then have made up some of 
the deficit. 

The hiring differential is the difference 
between what an out-going teacher and an 
incoming teacher are paid. Teachers who 
have been in the system for several years are 
generally paid more than new employees. 
Hence, the school department tends to save 
money when replacing retiring teachers. 

In recognition of that fact, the school board 
look $60,000 out of the fiscal 1979 budget in an 
effort to tighten it up. 

But the board also approved nearly $70,000 
worth of additional staffing for the elemen¬ 
tary schools and more than $8000 in other 
costs above and beyond what they had 
budgeted. 

Some of the difference is made up in the 
differentials; some is covered by unallocated 
funds: and some is covered by money 
budgeted for sabbaticals which was not 
needed. The numbers break down as follows: 


$60,000 taken out of the budget for the 
differentials; 

$16,649 for a teacher at Parkhurst; 

$12,467 for a teacher at Mystic; 

$11,729 for a teacher at Lincoln; 

$9900 for two-thirds of a leaching position 
at Washington; 

$8822 for a teacher at Ambrose; 

$9018 for two-thirds of a teaching position 
at Vinson-Owen; 

$7101 for a half-time physical eduaction 
teacher; 

$1200 for two “unit managers” at Ambrose 
to replace Principal Robert Forest, who will 
be on sabbatical next year; 

$1000 longevity stipend for Dr. Walter 
Gleason, assistant superintendent for 
curriculum.

ration in the first grade. “With this set up (the 
three split classes), we feel the students will 
be short-changed,” she said. 

Although he affirmed that the request for 
additional staffing was “legitimate,” 
Superintendent William C. MacDonald 
recommended the board refuse the request. 
The superintendent recommended negatively 
on several of the requests made earlier in the 
year. 

Board Chairman Constance Papas said it 
would be better to wait until after school 
begins to sec exactly how many students 
actually show up for school. Mrs. Papas voted 
against many of the requests in the spring for 
(he same reason. 

Board member Catherine Alexander, who 
supported the requests last spring, also said 
she would rather wa8t until September. She 
said one reason she had voted for the ad¬ 
ditional staffing in the spring was because 
there were several good teachers who had 
been in the system still available for hiring. 
She also said she had been “rebelling” 
against what she felt were teacher 
evaluations which placed more emphasis on 
length rather than history of performance in 
the system. 

Muraco Principal Richard Young, unlike 
other principals, had not made requests for 
extra staffing in the spring. He said he felt

“lhal the rules have been adjusted some” 
since then. “The game has been changed a 
little bit.” he said. 

Young supported the parents’ request, 
commenting, “The numbers really bother 
me." He pointed out that adjusting to the 
additional teacher would be more difficult 
after the start of school 

“I'm here on the basts (hat the other 
schools got it.” said Young. “As principals we 
have been asked to balance the education 
among the schools; and 18 or 19-to-one ratio is 
a comparable education in the other schools.” 

“It’s important lhal wc treat all the 
children in all the schools equally,” said Mrs. 

Papas. “In the name of equality, your request 
is an appropriate one and comes at the right 
lime.” But, she added, “the total picture 
makes more sense If we wait until school 
opens.” 

Young asked lhal the school board provide 
the Muraco parents with a written rationale 
for refusing their request. 

“We’re the lone school to be told to wait 
until September, and then we’ll have to 
shuffle the children around like a deck of 
cards.” said Alice Curran, another Muraco 
parent. 

The board indicated that they would 
probably be willing to approve the request in 
September if th e numbers hold true. _

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How does it compute? 

Although the Issue may be a little premature, the computer story 
could develop into a malformed monster or mature through community 
effort and engineering Into a national model. 

It’s Winchester's choice. 

If the Issue develops Into a political football, It Is sure to be kicked far 
short of the goal: to get the town a "fine computer system.” 

If the computer Issue Is Immediately addressed by the data processing 
staff, the methods and procedures committee, the town manager, and 
possibly other towns, then the football could score Winchester pride. 

And how can Involved parties nurture the computer baby? 

First, our town leaders must maintain an open mind while traveling 
down the computer road. Already, some officials have some prejudicial 
feelings about one of the alternatives, a regional computer system. 

They say Winchester should have Its own computer. Instead of nur¬ 
turing several options, the officials are nurturing and perpetuating a 
parochial attitude, an attitude which is selfish, an attitude which may 
cost the town’s taxpayers thousands of dollars a year. 

Maybe a regional computer system Is not the best alternative for 
Winchester, but It and other alternatives should not be discounted. 

Second, duties have to be defined and relegated. If a regional com¬ 
puter system Is an alternative in the computer study, it Is the town’s duty 
to search tor other town Interest. Town officials should not be working In 
a vacuum. There should be a regional conference on the regional com¬ 
puter idea. The Northeast Yoke School, which would be the towns’ 
common bond, should call a regional meeting to invite those district 
towns to use the computer. 

The school should also develop long-range planning objectives to 
explain its purposes as an educational institution and its willingness to 
also perform town administrative services. 

Although many feel the voke school should educate and keep away 
from the town services business, the school’s data processing manager 
said the additional town services would enhance the capabilities of the 
computer and, as a result. Increase Its educational ability. 

If that’s the case, Winchester should take the initiative to ask the voke 
school committee to formalize the school’s invitation to use the computer 
and convene a regional meeting for towns to discuss the idea of a com¬ 
puter cooperative. The school district could then earn credit as pioneers ■ 
In this area and set a model for other communities. 

In any case, the town should clearly express its philosophy of its 
needs and wants for a computer system, whether It be addressed to 
prospective cooperatives or not. 

Third, the town should not expect something for nothing. Winchester 
hM been blessed with people like David Smith (developer of the town’s 
proposed mini-bus system), George Murray (the band leader), the traffic 
advisory committee, and other citizens who have done extraordinary 
amounts of work for the town for no financial reward. 

The methods and procedures committee is another committee that 
has performed well without financial motivation. 

However, for an undertaking such as the computer study, which un¬ 
doubtedly will demand months of attention, the town should consider 
increasing the attractiveness of working on such a committee, whether 
by offering a minimal stipend or promising appropriate recognition 
through certificates or plaques or whatever. A town like Winchester runs 
on volunteer government, but there comes a point when some work. If 
done right, will demand more than dutiful citizens. 

The methods and procedures committee, which must submit 
recommendations to the town manager and the board of selectmen on the 
computer route, has not even formally met on the Issue yet. When the 
town auditors were scheduled to meet with the committee to suggest 
ways to Improve the computer system, only one member of the com¬ 
mittee showed up. It’s not because the committee members are not 
dedicated because the committee was recently reorganized. Why should 
they give up summer vacations to attend often-boring committee 
meetings? 

For this project, the committee, to perform professionally, should be 
treated professionally. 

In summary, the town should cast out private, parochial, selfish at¬ 
titudes and consider developing healthy cross-communication with 
similar communities who share similar problems as Winchester. One 
way to do this Is to seriously investigate the possibility of a regional 
computer system and not quickly discount the Idea. 

The town should also Invite the voke school committee and Its school 
district towns to meet on the subject and examine ways to avoid spending 
duplicate dollars on similar needs. 

Lastly, the methods and procedures committee motivation must be 
assured for the computer issue to mature. It must be carefully attended 
to by responsible servants. 

Let’s make the computer Issue a national model. — WAM

The August issue of the AARP (American 
Association of Retired Persons) news bulletin 
which goes to 11 million members, (hundred 
of them here in Winchester), features u report 
of the recently publicized Federal Trade 
Commission's five year. 526-page expose of 
the funeral industry practices that should be 
read and studied by every citizen. 

It Is now some 15 years since the 
publication of the Jessica Milford hook, “The 
American Way of Death” which shook up the 
nation with its frightening description of what 
happens once we have died and are con¬ 
fronted by our heir’s negotiations with a 
funeral director, at his, (or her) most 
emotional and weakest time of life. 

Mainly, it is concerned with the total 
absence of one’s ability to obtain prices and 
conditions in advance. It is possible nowadays 
lo get such information from medical doctors 
and also from dentists, one of which has even 
been running a continuous advertisement in 
The Star, with specific prices for such things 
as gold inlays, tooth extractions, full dentures 
and others, all far lower than those usually 
quoted by the rank and file of the dental 
profession. 

Both the medical and dental protessiuns, 
as well as the Bur all have been talking, and 
in some cases, even practicing the publicizing 
of prices to the consumer. 11 is inevitable that 
this practice will develop and spread as these 
two or three professions arc rea lizing tlia I this 
is 1976 and not 1900 and it is also inevitable 
that legislation will quickly follow this FTC 
report in the case of the funeral profession.

Town watch... 

Register to vote by Tuesday

The deadline for registering to vote in this 
year’s state primary is Tuesday, Aug. 22 at 10 
p.ni. Registration for the Nov, 7 general 
election will continue until Oct. 10. 

The town clerk's office reports that people 
have been registering every day. The 
spokesman said the town will hold special 
registration sessions Saturday, Aug. 19 from 
noon toHp.m. and Tuesday. Aug. 22 from 4:30 
to 10 p.m. Persons may also register anytime 
between 8:30 and 4:30 p.m, Monday through 
Friday until the 22nd, 


Ah, the irony of it all. 

An editorial in The Boston Globe recently 
spoke to the issue of stale aid. Entitled. "The 
buck pa.sses down,” the piece emphasized 
that since the state has been so generous in 
passing out aid lo cities and towns, it’s now up 
to the communities to pass the boon along to 
the taxpayer in the form of property lax 
relief 

A laudable notion. But there’s more to it 
than meets the eye. 

Even though the stale is passing out the 
largest local aid package in history — about 
$1.43 billion — the assessments for services 
from agencies like the MBTA, MDC, and the 
counties is up. In fact, in Winchester’s case, 
the assessments are up enough to make any 
increase in state aid a wash. 

So while the politicians in Boston pat their 
liacks about how nicely they’ve treated the 
taxpayer (in an election year); while the 
governor and his administration — especially 
in the person of John R. Buckley, secretary of 
administration and finance • claim 
beneficence the order of the day; and while 
the Globe lays the responsibility for tax 
cutting on the local cities and towns, Win¬ 
chester’s tax rale will probably go up this 
year by more than $2. 

Indeed, the buck is passing down, but not 
in the way the Globe intended. 

Buckley said in another Globe article that 
any local official claiming that increased 
assessments w-ill make it difficult if not im¬ 
possible lo cut property taxes is “blowing 
.smoko at you.” 

Well, take a look at the estimated tax rate 
lor Winchester for this year; look at the aid 
coming in; look at the assessments compared 
lo last year; check out the town’s budget. 

Where there’s smoke, there's fire, and 
we’d trade smoke any day for a lot of hot air. 


The throats and mouths of Winchester's 
youlh arc a lol less thirsty this summer, 
thanks to the kindness of resident Francis 
Sopper, 

Sopper. who owns the Pipeline Testing 
Service and does a fair amount of work for the 
town, lieard his neighbors up on Canterbury 
load complaining about the lack of a water 
fountain ior the kids down on Ginn Field. 
Apparently the old fountains had been ripped 
down by vandals and never replaced. 

So Sopper decided to do something about 
it He says he has been associated with the 
Winehestcr Water Department since he 
slanted up his business. Pipeline Testing does 
ihe annual water leak survey and system 
I'cport for the town. 

"I love the town and I just want to do 
something good for it,” says Sopper, who has 
lived here four years. And he’s doubled on his 
word: a second fountain w’as installed 
recenlly at the corner of the Common on 
Church street. 

So wlien you whel your whistle at one of 
(hose fountains, say thanks to Frank Sopper, 


The largest crowd in recent memory 
turned out for the final hand concert of the 
season last Wednesday evening (Aug. 9) 
beliind the library, and they were well- 
rewarded with a fine performance of the 1812 
Overture, complete with muskets, cannon, 
and liells in accompaniment. 

Don Spinney of the recreation department 
reports there were about 3(X)0 on hand for the 
show, with 127 band members participating. 

Sound effects for the climax of the great 
overture were provided by the Menotomy 
Minutemen, who brought out their muskets 


and a cannon, with their ladies in colonial 
dress in attendance. The bells rang at Town 
Hall lo round out the performance. 

Band Director Fred Murray gave a short 
speech noting the end of the nth season of 
hand concerts — and the end of Don Spinney’s 
stint with the town as well, as he is due to step 
down from his position as recreation director 
at the end of this summer. 

The concerts are certainly a boon to 
Winchester, brightening summer evenings 
with music and providing for a very pleasant 
social gathering for local residents. We hope 
they can continue for many years Into the 
future. 


DPW Director Waller Tonaszuck has 
decided not to wail and see if the TOPICS 
program will be approved before going to 
work installing wheelchair ramps at the in¬ 
tersection of Skillings road. Washington and 
Mt. Vernon streets. 

The DPW has already installed one of its 
famou-s single “can’l-gel-there-from-here” 
cuts on the northwest corner of the in¬ 
tersection, Bui the head of the state 
Architectural Barriers Board, Robert Harris, 
came out lo peruse the scene and told 
Tonaszuck that. In order to comply with the 
stale regulations, ramps would have to be 
installed all around the intersection. 

Just after that meeting, the DPW director 
said he would wait lo see if the TOPICS 
program would be approved. Approval would 
mean the whole intersection would be dug up 
anyway to install new traffic signals. Bui 
TOPICS has stalled. 

And. faced with a Sept. 30 deadline for 
installing the ramps, Tonaszuck has decided 
to go ahead. Only he wants to do just a few of 
the cuts, enough to complete the path between 
the Town Hall parking lot and the First 
Baptist Church. “It doesn’t look like we have 
themoney togoall the way around,” explains 
Tonaszuck. 

Behind all this is the fact that the 
Architectural Barriers Board has been 
cajoling the town to do the work there and at 
other intersections for some time. The Sept. 
30 deadline is the town’s second (maybe 
third) extension. 

And behind all that is the state law which 
mandates that the ramps be installed 
whenever sidewalk curbing work is -one at 
crosswalks: and if it isn’t done, then you have 
to go back and dig up the sidewalk all over 
again and do it anyway. 

Look still further back and you’ll see the 
effort of federal and slate government to 
make communities more aware of the needs 
of the handicapped. The Mass, legislation has 
been on the books for a few years already. 

And behind everything else is the irony of 
town meeting refusing to accept federal 
funding for the installation of wheelchair 
ramps two years ago.

SO years ago 


The stories reprinted here were taken 
from old editions of The Winchester Star and 
were compiled by Henry Simunds, local 
Idstorian. By and large these articles arc 
taken from (he same month they appear here, 
51) years ago. 


The four occupants of a Buick sedan ad¬ 
mitted to I'alher a thrilling ride shortly before 
midnight last Friday night Aug. 10, when the 
operator decided to test the cross-country 
ability of the machine and started for a cruise 
about the lawn and property of Mr, Elwell S. 
Butterworlh at 107 Cambridge si. 

Police headquarters had been notified that 
u motorist was driving in an unaccountable 
strange manner about the West Side and 
when the trouble at Mr. Butlerworth's was 
reported. Patrolmen John Hogan and John 
Hanlon were soon on the scene. 

The police found upon arrival that the 
Buick sedan hud gone across the lawn at the 
Butterworlh home, had smashed off a tree, 
crashed through some shrubbery an(i 
knocked over part of a stone wall before 
stopping its wild flight. Strange as it may 
seem, no one of the occupants of the car was 
injured nor did the machine seem greatly the 
worse for its experience. 

After questioning the driver of the sedan, 
officer Hanlon arrested him and at 
heack|uarters he w-as hooked on the charge of 
operating under the influence of liquor with 
Die additional charge of drunkeness. He gave 
his name as Arthur Robillard of Arlington and 
said the Buick was the properly of his mother. 

In Ihe District Court at Woburn Saturday 
Illuming he was found guilty as charged and 
fined $50 by Justice Jesse \V. Morton, 


Robert Glennon. 21. of 21 Main st. Woburn, 
w'as painfully burned shortly after 10 Monday 
morning in a fire which did damage 
estimated at $3500 at the sand and gravel 
plant of Thomas R. Flynn Inc. on Pond street. 

Glennon. an employee of the above con¬ 
cern. was at work at the lop of the big crusher 
and distributor where a gasoline torch is 
applied to the bottom of a rotary screen as a 
dryer for wet sand, permitting it to drop 
through a fine mesh screen, 

It is thought the fire was started by a break 
in the hose connection of the gasoline torch, 
the whole line suddenly bursting into flames 
which enveloped Glennon and set his clothing 
afire. 

Rushing lo Ihe edge of the platform, some 
40 feet about the ground, the young man half 
fell and half lowered himself down the ladder 
at the side 9f the crusher where John T. 
Donovan, a truck driver in the employ of the 
Flynn corporation, extingusihed the burning 
clothing. 

Donovan then placed Glennon in his truck 
and rushed him to the Winchester Hospital 
where emergency treatment was ad¬ 
ministered by Dr. Francis J. Logue of 
Woburn. The young man was found to have 
sustained severe burns about the arms, legs 
and body hut his condition, while painful, was 
not thought to be critical. 

Meanwhile an alarm had been sent in from 
Box 51 which was received at local fire 
headquarters a 10:11. Four pieces of ap¬ 
paratus responded and put out the fire in the 
crusher after a fight of about an hour with the 
flames. It was necessary to lay 1400 feet of 
hose to reach the blaze, that part of the plant 
afire being In Woburn.

Concert license 

Winchester selcclmen Monday night took 
no action on a request for the use of the town 
liall auditorium lor a noon to midnight con¬ 
cert Sept. 8 Chairman Kdward O’Connell 
iiskcd the petitioner of the public amusement 
license, Peter Vernaglin, to contact the school 
department lor "a more suitable location" for 
Ihe concert. O'Connell cited factors in playing

Jane Olivadoti honored at town hall 


“Many pages could be written about Jane 
Olivadoti,” her supervisors at town hall 
report, and some of the stories about this 
special woman were told recently at an in¬ 
formal reception honoring the polio victim. 

Miss Olivadoti, of \2 Rumford rd., has 
been employed by the town as a clerk for the 
past year under Title 6 of the Comprehensive 
Employment and Training Act which places 
handicapped persons in government 
positions. Miss Olivadoti's one-year ap¬ 
pointment expired last Friday, but her 
supervisors, friends, and associates at town 
hall wish she could stay. 

One of the stotries about Miss Olivadoti 
was related by Michael Saraco, board of 
health director, for whom Miss Olivadoti 
worked part-time. “When the blizzard of '7fi 
came through town last February, 1 had to 
order Jane to stay home. She wanted lo come 
lo work. Can you believe that?” he asked. 

Howard Chase, the town’s CETA director, 
joined last summer with Dr. N. Bruce Haines, 
of (he board of health, to place Miss Olivadoti 


with the town. The placement was the first 
time Winchester became involved in the 
special title. 

Miss Olivadoti also performed payroll and 
correspondence duties for Chase when she 
wasn’t working in the board of health office.

School use study 

The special committee set up to hire 
consultants to study possible uses for closed 
school buildings met with the school com¬ 
mittee Monday night to discuss which schools 
should be open to study. 

The school board confirmed that only the 
buildings slated lo l>e vacated over Ihe next 
few years should be studied. These include 
the Parkhursl School (to be closed in 1979), 
the Noonan and Washington schools, and the 
Sanborn House (all to be closed in 1980). 

The question of which schools to study 
arose because of a discussion held earlier this 
summer at a seleclmen’s meeting. Some 
selectmen and interested citizens suggested 
other buildings should be examined for 
potential alternative uses. 

But school board Chairman Constance 
Papas noted that her board had made the 
decisions to close the schools partly on the 
basis (hat only (hose schools would be studied. 

Because of declining enrollments, the 
board voted last spring to close the three 
elementary schools and reorganize the 
system. Alternative plans developed by a 
special task force for long range planning 
offered the school board a choice between 
Washington and Lincoln as the third school lo 
l)e closed. 

Mrs, Papas said the board felt that “The 
Lincoln School was more essential to our total 
plan than the Washington School” and noted 
that closing Lincoln would have led lo a 
substantial amount of busing of students. She 
said she felt this would not be consistent with 
the goal of maintaining “neighborhood 
schools.” 

The vole to close Parkhursl in 1979 was 
contingent upon two factors; that the closing 
not cause overcrowding at Ambrose and 


Vinson-Owen, and that a suitable use could be 
found for the school 

Mrs. Papas said the board would know “as 
well as we can know” by Oct. 1 what the 
projected enrollments will be for next year; 
by then the board should have some idea of 
whether or not closing Parkhursl will over¬ 
crowd the other two schools. 

'I’he board urged the study committee lo 
see if suggestions for uses of Parkhursl can be 
developed by this November. 


No breakfast 


The school l)oard has voted unanimously 
not to participate in the federally-funded 
school breakfast program, 

The new slate budget makes the program 
optional, where it had formerly been man¬ 
dated when a certain percentage of students 
within a particular school met the federal 
Income guidelines. 

According to administration records, 
there are 88 students at the junior high level 
and ;12 students at the senior high level 
eligible to participate in the program. 


No textbooks 


As a result of (wo recent Mass. Supreme 
Court rulings, public school systems are no 
longer required to provide textbooks for 
private school students. Under the older 
regulation, the school department would have 
lo provide the books in cases where private 
school students were using the same texts 
utilized in the public schools. 

The slate Supreme Court has ruled this 
unconstitulionai. And the school board voted 
unanimously to stop providing the books.

Town Manager Thomas Groux says he 
thinks the town w’ould be “better serviced by 
replacing what we have with our own com¬ 
puter.” 

He said the town should “explore” the 
voke computer system but “when you have a 
choice of whether to go outside the house or 



Town auditors have verbally recom¬ 
mended that Winchester evaluate its com¬ 
puter system, which, most agree, must he 
improved. 

Town officials recognise n need to either 
replace the system with a new computer or 
upgrade It using existing computer 
machinery located outside the town hail 
walls. In any case, the change represents a 
time-consuming, costly process. 

The town’s methods and procedures 
commitlee is presently developing recom¬ 
mendations to present to the selectmen and 
the town manager on the subject and finul 
approval or rejection of substantial compuler 
expenditure wilt be in the hands of tovMi 
meeting members probably in the spring.

Althoiigli (his report lilglillghls two 
alternatives to the present system, it should 
be poiuled out that the methods and 
procedures committee Is searching for 
sevei al etiinputer system ai(crnati> es.

slay inside with your own system, you don’t 
go outside.” 

He said the present system “definitely has 
to be upgraded, whether that means buying a 
wliole new system or adding to Ihis one.” 

Groux said he feels the voke school 
“should be in Ihe education business and I 
wouldn’t want the town of Winchester in 
there," he said. 

Groux aired his “personal feelings” but 
would consider all alternatives developed by 
the methods and procedures committee. 

He said he hopes to “give some kind of 
direction” about what the town should do at 
thospringtow-n meeting. Groux. McNulty and 
the methods and procedure committee were 
scheduled to meet last week on the computer 
situation but it was postponed until Sept. 12. 

Groux explained his tendency to shy away 
from a regional compuler system. "In this 
age of autonomy and the popularity of home- 
rule. 1 think Winchester would want its own 
computer system.” he said. 

He said he does not want to prejudge the 
voke school alternative, hut “if it (our 
system! is a poor second cousin to some 
larger system, then we don’t want it.”

The chairman of the methods and 
procedures committee, whose duty it is to 
lead a committee of four in submitting 
rccommendulions about the computer 
situation lo the town managei' and the hoai'd 
ofseleetnien, sa.d it would be the early pari of 
next year before any preliminary study on the 
system could be developed. 

Lloyd Franke. of 12 Stone ave,, said his 
committee, comprised of H. William Ebeling 
of S.'S Walnut St., Thomas McLellan of 6 Wilson 
sL. Dr, C, A. McC’arthy of Pilgrim drive, and 
Robert P. Bigelow of :i9 Grove st., is “loaded 
down" w’ilh other responsibilities. 

He said the computer study is “certainly a 
priority” but “it’s going to be a while before 
we have any results.” 

Me said his committee is “just getting 
started on the project” and said. “It’s the 
kind of thing that has lo he analyzed 
carefully.” 

The chairman said his committee is “not 
going lo rush through it because we have lo 
look at all the alternatives” He said the voke 
school alternative is being studied. 

His initial feelings on the voke school 
alternative were negative. “What sometimes 
sounds free, not always is free.” referring to 
the ii.se of Ihe voke school computer. 

He said then* are “some operating 
problems" with the voke computer that is 
“not going lo go along with what the town 
wants to do.” He cited the timetable as one of 
the o|wating problems. He said the town’s 
timeusing the computer would be “limited.” 

Also, he saifl the town would be concerneit 
itboul records that are nol public. “1 tion’t 
knosv how much of tiial (non-public records!

Winchester’s data processing manager is 
disappointed that “nothing has been done” 
about the computer situation, but questions 
the voke school position to offer complete 
administrative services to the 12 towns it 
serves. 

Pauline McNulty said she “is more than 
willing” to look at the voke school alternative 
but “there are some highly technical 
questions on the voke school capabilities that 
have to be answered.” She said, “ I’m not in a 
position to say we should or shouldn’t use the 
voke computer...! just want a fine job done,” 
she said. 

What concerns McNulty the most at the 
present time is the lack of work and study 
completed on the system. “The town hasn’t 
come to grips with what it wants,” she said. 
“Fve been doing good service for the town for 
10 years with this computer and I’m prepared 
lo work another 10 with it if I have to,” she 
said. 

Some of the technical questions that have 
to be answered were listed by McNulty. She 
said she would have to know about security 
measures to insure town records are kept 
confidential if the work is done outside of town 
hall. “We also have lo find out about time 
requirements imposed on us by the voke 
school.” she said. 

The voke school would allow time slots for 
each town serviced by the centralized com¬ 
puter. McNulty said this could hamper ser¬ 
vice. 

“Once meetings get started and ideas 
generated then a preliminary system can be 
developed which would be more appropriate 
than talking about it,” she said. McNulty said 
she thinks the town audit, which will be 
complete by the end of September, will 
“stimulate some studies along those lines.” 

She agreed with Sarno in saying that 
“somebody has to take the initiative” and 
Ijegin work on the system. “There’s no con¬ 
sensus yet of what we want because nobody 
hus stopped to analyze the needs of all the 
towns,” referring lo a regional computer 
system. 

She warned, however, that if the state 
continues to change requirements on certain 
billing systems, more and more work will 
have to be completed out of house. The state 
recently required towns to add more in¬ 
formation on its lax bills and the present 
Winchester computer can not handle the 
addition. “The state makes Ihe change and 
they don’t care how- you do it, but they expect 
it to be done.” she said. The town has enrolled 
the services of the voke school compuler for 
the bili change addition. 

The data processing department presently 
services 23 town systems, including water 
billing, collecting, real estate bills, payroll, 
accounts payable, sc ool report cards and 
attendance and engineering. The 8000 unit 
capacity Honeywell 110 computer with three 
tape drivers is 10 years old. McNulty said 
when the town bought into the system, it was 
one of the first towns in the slate to automate 
town systems. 

In addition to Ihe technical questions 
McNulty demands be answered, she said she 
would have lo be assured of a long-range 
commitment by the voke school if the town 
were to go the reqional route. “Hight now. we 
dont know- whether they are ready to do that,” 
she said.’’The services we would be getting 
from the voke school have yet to bo defined by 
the school,” she said “How do we know what 
additional services we w-ould be getting if we 
went over there?” she asked. 

Although McNulty said she does not wani 
to discount the voke school possibility, she 
.said “It would be a lot more feasible to buy 
i)ur own computer than it w-as 10 years ago 
when we bought this one.” She said it w-as 
very difficult lo sell the town on the computer 
idea at that time because it was a new con¬ 
cept. 

In any case. McNulty said the present 
system “cannot be expanded so something 
has to be done." When asked if she thinks this 
year is the turning point for the date 
|ir(!eesssing department. McNulty said. 
•'Kvery year has been the turning point”

ART SARNO: 


Theoretical questions 
must be answered 


A man who is nol directly involved in the 
compuler issue bul who is an expert on local 
computer systems is Art Sarno. Winchester 
High School computer inslructor and data 
processor for the school department. 

And like many people who are not directly 
involved in an issue, Sarno is taking the 
middle ground on the compuler situation. 

“This is a theoretical issue Right now, 
there are probably more philospohical 
questions to be asked than technical 
questions,” Sarno said.

“For instance, who should take the 
Initiative (ff soliciting town support. The 
logistics of getting a consortuium togellier 
would have lo be looked at,” lie said. 

He said he wasn’t sure who should form a 
cooperative; the town or the voke school lie 
said both the town and the voke school should 
detail their philospophy on the suldecl. 

Sarno said, “There's no reason in the 
world why the town couldn't go through the 
voke school computer system so long as it is 
cost effective and Ihe capabilities exist.” 
Prom his knowledge. Sarno said the school, at 
Ihis point, cannot handle Winchester’s load of 
work l>ut said it could be arranged. 

Sarno said the school has been negligeni in 
not supplying official cost data of subscriotion

GERRY DONAHOE: 

Accuses town 
of ‘dragging 
its feet’ 

Gerard Donahoe. Winchester represen¬ 
tative to the voke school commitlee. supports 
a regional compuler system such as the one 
offered at the voke school. 

He said Winchester would be “getting 
back multi limes what they put in” both 
financially and material-wise. 

Donahoe said the voke school compuler 
can accomplish many more functions than 
the present town system, and, after the first 
year, would cost less. 

“I wish Winchester would look into the 
school’s facilities, especially the compuler,” 
Donahoe said. He said five other communities 
have already tied into the school computer 
and lhal Winchester should act soon. 

“I hate to see them (Winchester officials) 
dragging (heir feet. There’s only so many 
time slots,” he said, He explained thal if 
Winchester hooks up now for a large period of 
lime, that time allotment would alw-ays be 
assured. 

“The longer they wail, the less chance 
they’ll have of getting what they want.” 
Donahoe said. 

Donahoe reported that the voke school 
commillee just passed a request by the 
Winchester Data Processing Dept, to utilize 
the compuler for the tax bill additions (soo 
McNulty story). He said there was little 
discussion on the request and the committee 
welcomes such requests, 

Donahoe said he’s getting tired of 
recommending the computer lo the town. 

“I’ve recommended it to the finance com¬ 
mittee, lo the board of selectmen twice, and to 
the town manager, and still nothing has been 
done.” 

He said, “I wish they (Winchester of¬ 
ficials) would .start moving on it. The voke 
school compuler should definilely be used by 
the town. It seems tome it would be a waste if 
they didn’t use it.”

Faggiano said voke scIhjoI computer 
upkeep w{!uld cost a “fraction” of the $17,000 
total figure. “A fraction.” he emphasized. 

h'aggiano. clearly upsel over (h(‘ lown's 
Italking treatment of Ihe concept, echoed 
Donahoe’s feeling lhal the “town is dragging 
Its feel” <ln Ihe issue. 

“I’eirple have been saying lhal data 
processing is at the crossroads of change 
Well, it’s been a year now and nothing has 
changed” 

I le also said Winchester expended $7500 in 
1071 to study the town's computer system 
.Auerbach Managerncnl Corp subrnill'Ml 
rccj)miiieii(litlioii,s [o Hie town iriatiagci 
u'hat ihcy considiu-ed were Winchester 
capabilities Faggiano said regionalizatioir 
was al.so recontmended m lhal report. 



William L. Lofgren 

Lofgren. a former programming manager 
in private industry, said, “the only sensible 
way lo go" is to develop “one large cen¬ 
tralized computer system that several towns 
could uLilize.” 

He suggested towns like Winchester and 
other tow'ns served by the voke school could 
be serviced by the voke school computer, a 
.‘512,(KX) unit capacity computer packed in a 20 
by ;J 0 foot school room. 

“Instead of towns spending duplicate 
dollars by operating separate computers in 
each town, member towns could hook up to 
this system and .save thousands of dollars,” 
Lofgren said. 

“It’s a waste nol to hook up lo existing 
machinery and since Winchester is part of the 
school system, they should utilize the school’s 
facilities’” he .said. 

Lofgren explained the mechanics of a 
regional computer cooperative. 

He said the town or towns interested In 
linking with the voke computer would have to 
purcha.se intermediary equipment (seeSarno 
story), such as a multiplexer, which con¬ 
solidates multiple terminal lines into a single 
carrier signal, to make such a cooperative 
work. 

He said the initial cost for these purchases 
would he great, bul not as much if a town 
bought its own main computer. 

“In each .sijcct’ssive year of operation, it 
would only cosi the town about $I0(X) an¬ 
nually.” l.,ofgren said, 

Winchester presently expends $17,0000 per 
year (HI rental, repair, and maintenance costs 
and demands an SBK.ouo annual budget for 
personnel salarie.s. computer insurance, and 
employee benefits 

I.ofrgren said Winchester and other towns 
would have lo pay its annual voke school 
assessment (this year il was $196,000), plus 
the cost of upk('ep and storage, an amount 
Lofgren railed “ininin.al.” 

Resides a multiplexer, the town would 
have to invest in a modem and a demux. 
Ttu‘se costs, however, could be shared by 
other towns who eould hook up with the voke 
computer as well. 

Lofgren said Winchester “should not be 
held back” from hooking up with the voke 
computer due to lack of cooperative effort. 

"ll would still save Winchester a lot of 
tnoni'y in llic long run," he said. 

Asked if there is any limit lo computer 
functions, Lofgren said.’’There’s no practical 
limit on adding lo the capabilities of existing 
computei's.” He said (he only limit is storage 
space, l)ut added he does not think that would 
l»e much of a prol'lein 

Lofgren said the concept of the 512K 
Honeywell computer has been around for 10 
years and will be around for another 10 years. 

Me said it ihere is ever a need to buy new 
c(|uipmenl. the school could gel it through 
federal and state grants. He said if the 
government knew that the computer was 
being utilized hy several communities, it 
would “make it all that easier for us lo secure 
funds for a new and better computer,“ 
Although Lofgren wholeheartedly sup- 
porfs lh(‘ regional hook up, he said many 
towns inaintuina “parochial attitude” about 
Hie project. 

He said mainny towns don't want other 
towns to know what's going on in their towns. 

He assured, however, that record security 
would be kept because once the information is 
in the computer, only those town employees 
working on il would know what it means. He 
said the data is coded in a computer and that 
sdnieliocly could nol just walk in and see

e saiji Ihc Winchester data processing 
star would work on the data and "nothing 
would change except the amount of work 
neinji done by a more powerful computer 
would he much greater.” 

He said most towns share a common fear 
which he calls “a wive’s tale;” that by 
honking up with the voke school computer, the 
town would eliminate jobs. Quite the opposite, 
Lofgren said, “If anything, it would create 
jobs because with a larger computer system, 
more programs would be developed which 
would require more help.” 

Lofgren said »he towns of Wakefield. 
Heading, and Revere have cither developed 
or are developing hook up systems with the 
voke school because “they realize that this is 
the way to do It without spending the big 
bucks.” 

He said Wakefield is “right on top of it not 
because they are right there, but because 
somebody has jumped in there and knows 
what s going on. Wakefield presently per¬ 
forms its payroll, personnel and accounting 
sytems at the voke school comnuter. 

Kven though Lofgren welcomes towns to 
participate in the computer system, he said 
he would set down strict requirements for the 
implementation of such a system. He said he 
would not let the cooperative “lax our 
educational abilities.” He sa*d if the towns 
purchased intermediary equipment such as a 
multiplexer, the school’s educational abilities 
would be increased. 

He also would require that towns share 
each other's developments. For example. If 
one town invented an easier way to complete 
payroll on the computer, than it would have to 
be shared with other towns. “I’m not going to 
waste my time on 12 different systems when 
one is easier than another.” he explained. 

He also mandates time slots for each town, 
hut that the system would not bump already 
existing users to put on new users. As a result, 
he said it is better if the towns hook up as soon 
as possible for a better lime slot 

“I’m a strong believer in getting as much 
for your money as possible and. as far as I’m 
concerned, there’s no compaiison with what 
Winchester would get here (voke school) than 
what they presently gel in Winchester.”

Local scientist exploring outer space down here on earth

Scit’nlistsarea peculiar lot. Asyounpslers 
they wore fascinated with various chemical 
misiures, each solution possessing its own 
unique (oul odor. As adults they seem to have 
preat patience, and very often their reward 
for long hours of experimentinp is simply the 
lin of knowledge. 1 say simply the pain of 
owlerige. hecausc how many of us need to 
tve that tangible something as the fruit of 
our efforts? 

Knowledge, of course, is wonderful to 
have. But would you he willing to pay for it? 
Well Winchester resident Dr. Arthur Fowle 
was hoping the National .Aeronautics and 
Space Administration (NASA) would. Dr. 
Kowlc, senior staff consultant for /Nrlhur D. 
Little Inc., submitted a proposal to establish 
the scientific basis for producing com¬ 
mercially valuable crystals in the near 
weightless environment of outer space, NASA 
did buy the proposal and awarded Arthur D. 
Little a contract to begin the experiment. This 
initial contract for more than $800,000 will last 
one year, with extensions being added on each 
succeeding year up to 1982 

‘The experiment is to eevelop in¬ 
formation. primarily,” explains Dr. Fowle. 
■’It’s a scientific experiment to develop a 
background of information that can be used 
later on. 


“It's related to phenomenon that are of 
interest to the crystal growing process, 
There’s some reason to think that you can use 
the space environment to your advantage in 
growing more perfect and therefore more 
valuable crystals.” 

These crystals are valuable to the 
multibillion-dollar electronics industry. The 
controlling of uniformity and structural 
perfection of crystals with greater precision 
can result in better performance for a w-ide 
range of devices. 

According to Dr. Fowle the operation of 
growing crystals is difficult because of 
natural convection effects which occur while 
healing the material that the crystals are 
being grown from. These effects are caused 
l)y gravity. 

Sealed in his den at home, puffing on a 
pipe, the white-haired Dr. Fowle continues: 
“The simple idea is logo into space on a space 
platform of some sort and you reduce gravity. 
These space platforms might give you a 
gravity of l-lOO,000th of that on earth. 
Tliereforc these natural convection effects 
would be suppressed, essentially eliminated. 
Accordingly you’d have a much simpler 
system to control,” 

This brings us to Dr. Fowle’s proposal and 
the focus of the lests-surface tension. “The 
experiment 1 am dealing with asks ‘Are there 
not some other forces that will act nn the 


material that would give rise to circulation?’ 
In fact there is something else: surface 
tension.” 


A specialist in lluid mechanics and 
thermodynamics. Dr Fowle notes that 
changes in surface tension are brought about 
by changes in teniixTature among other 
things, “If the surfaces don’t have uniform 
temperature then they’re going to give rise to 
surface tension forces and give rise to cir¬ 
culation.” 


NASA bought Dr. Fowle’s proposal 
because of the strong argument he presented. 
“I think it was just the simple fact that people 
were projecting benefits of crystal processing 
in space and simply disregarding the 
possibility that surface tension effects would 
he very important. We better find oul before 
any investments are made.” 


This first contract is only “seed money” as 
Dr, Fowle descTil)es, Over the next four year, 
it’s going to become a very expensive en¬ 
deavor. Dr, Fowle explains W’hy: "It's a 
scientific inve.stigalion. By that I mean the 
output of it is a hotter understanding. You 
have to invc,st in certain amounts of 
laboratory ecjuipincnt, you have to invest in 
people's lime, you have consultants, you have 
a whole team going That is the ground based

Researchers digging into town’s roots 


had lived in each hoiuse and what their oc- 
I'upations were. This gave valuable insights 
into the kind of people who lived in each 
section of town, whether farmers, laborers, 
inanuracturers. or Boston businessmen. 
From there we went to the Middlesex 
Ik'gistry of Deeds in Kast Cambridge to trace 
the owners back to the time the house was 
Imilt. Once we knew who had built and who 
had lived in each house, we could search in 
the Archival Center's files for more in¬ 
formation about them, their families, and 
their part in the growth of the town. 

Visits to several of the houses in our 
.survey and conversations with their owners 
helped provide some of the missing links in 
our research, and we were also pleased to see 
the interiors of houses whose facades had 
become so familiar to us. A discussion with 
people at the senior center helped us get an 
over\’iew of Winchester’s past. Analysis of the 
architectural style and feature.s of each house 
helped us date them. 

As a culmination of all our efforts, we were 
finally able to re-divide the town into neigh¬ 
borhoods and areas of common 


developement. based on our research, con¬ 
versations. and developer’s maps. 

Symmes Corner, for instance, is a well- 
known area of family ownership, while 
(llengarry and nearby streets show the im¬ 
print of builder William Firth, and Rangeley 
is the remnants of the Skillings and Ginn 
estates. Other areas were built for industry, 
such as the piano-factory worker’s houses on 
Salem and Clark and adjoining streets. Other 
areas are simply neighborhoods with flexible 
boundaries, such as the Cambridge and Pond 
street community. 

During this last week we’ve been trying to 
get all our discoveries and impressions on 
paper before they slip away. The summer is 
ending with a lot more to be found out and 
recorded before the inventory’s February 
deadline. We hope that volunteers in the fall 
will be able to pick up where we’ve left off. 
But we have enjoyed working here so much 
that we find we can’t let go quite yet. One of 
us. Carol Ely, will continue to work part-time, 
w’hile the other Bettina Cooper, expects to 
contribute on special projects from lime to 
time.

Just 10 weeks ago we came to Winchester 
for the hrst time as researchers for the 
historical commission's survey of historic 
properties; but by now we could pass as town 
natives. Not only that, our memories reach all 
the way back to the IRth century, and we 
simply don’t sec anything built Iwfore 1916 
when we walk through town. 

There are so many buildings more than 60 
years old in Winchester that at times it seems 
that we’ve certainly laid the ground work for 
future research by volunteers in the fall. But 
looking over our work for the past few 
months, it is clear that great progress has 
been made. 

Beginning by simply making up a survey 
form for each house, matched with a 
photograph, we moved on to real research. 
Since a thorough study of the 2000 houses 
included in the survey in our 10 weeks would 
have been impossible, we focused on houses 
more than 100 years old. 

Using town directories, we found out who

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I Boston By Little Feet 


Boston By Little Feet inte¬ 
grates games and stories 
with a look at some of the 
city’s architectural 
wonders, a happy mix 
indeed.

There ia a rumor afloat that child¬ 
ren can leam a bit about history 
and architecture painlessly, that a 
brief dose of culture can he eased 
into their delicate souls with a 
minimum of trauma. We decided to 
check the story out — and guess 
what ? There's some fine truth to 
it I 

Boston By Little Feet, the junior 
division of Boston By Foot, con¬ 
ducts a one and a half hour walk¬ 
ing tour each Sunday afternoon. 
The tour integrates games and 
stories with a look at some of the 
city's architectural wonders, a 
happy mix that encourages the kids 
to actively participate in the experi¬ 
ence. "It's not a lecture tour," 
explains coordinator Polly Flans- 
buiy. “It's really an attempt to get 
the kids to ‘feel’ the buildings." 

One line, bright Sunday after¬ 
noon, we met our guide in the 
lobby of 60 State Street to com¬ 
mence our tour. Carolyn begins by 
asking the kids to stand on the ter¬ 
race outside, looking across the 
street at the Old State House and 
the New England Merchant Build¬ 


ing. The first thing we leam is that 
where we are standing was once 
part of the harbor. In other words, 
we are perched on that contro¬ 
versial substance now popularly 
known as solid fill. 

Carolyn then begins a compari¬ 
son of the two buildings, soliciting 
answers from the children through 
a series of questions. "How many 
stories does each btiilding have? 
What is each one made fh^m?" 
With a bit of gentle prodding, we 
hear that one is made from bricks 
and the other from stone and steel. 
She asks next about the differ¬ 
ences in the windows — delicate 
12-over-12 b on the State House, 
larger panes covering more total 
surface area on the Merchant 
Building. She asks if they can 
identify the symbols on the State 
House — a lion and a unicorn. 

After this, we all cross the street 
to run our hands along the build¬ 
ings, to feel the roughness of the 
bricks and the smoothness of the 
polished granite. The kids are 
asked to form human chains. 
Hand-in-hand, they measure the 
distance between the pillars on 
each of the buildings by seeing how 
many children it takes to span the 

gap- 

Then we walk over to the Five 
Cents Savings Bank Plaza for a 
look at the Old South Meeting 
House and the Old Comer Book¬ 
store. We look too at the contem 
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porary stnK^ures on the Plaza, 
noting that there are two difl’erent 
types of pillar conatniction in 
residence. On one building the 
columns appear to be pegged 
against the main structure, while 
on another they seem to be shorter 
segments stacked one on top of the 
other. This {xuvides interesting 
food for thought to youngsters 
expert with building blocks and 
erector sets. 

We move on over to Old City 
Hall, now housing an elegant res¬ 
taurant and (what else?) a bank. 
Hiis is a Victoriui charmer, replete 
with fanty cuiiicues. A wedding 
cake dripping with busting, it 
lacks only the atatues of the bridal 
couple. But it makea up for this 
with the fine Benjamin Franklin 
figure in the coiutyard out front. 
The children stare at Ben intently. 
That they are asked to find him in 
each of the tableaux representing 
historic moments that are featured 
on tbe base of the statue. 

Onwards to King's Chapel, 
where we first leam that there is no 
tower up top because the congre¬ 
gation ran out of money. The 
Chapel is dosed on Sunday after¬ 
noon 80 we can't go inside, but we 
do wander around for a look at the 
burial ground after reading this 
lovely si^: "Touriats, Shoppers, 
Neighbors, Strangers — All Are 
Welcome." It’s not too tough to fit 
into one of those categories 


Carolyn explains that Billy the Kid 
is thought to be buried here, 
perhaps under the floor of the 
Chapel. She pointa to a small door 
in the comer of the building lead¬ 
ing into the graveyard and 
whispers, "Billy the Kid, are you in 
there ? Why were you hanged ?" 

We then act to investigating the 
gravestones, and glory be if the 
most popular motif doesn’t happen 
to be a skull I Some of the stones 
sport whole skeletons creeping 
about; others make do with the 
skull alone, while one has a stylized 
skull and crossbones. There is even 
one marker featuring a skeleton in 
cahoots with the devil. Makes us 
wonder about the mental state of 
our forefathers. 

We then work our way back to 
City Hall Plaza, home of the New 
City Hall. Carolyn likes to give the 
kids a break here, a chance to run 
around. As she sits down on a step, 
she tosses out a seemingly 
innocuous question: "How many 
bricks do you think were used to 
build City Hall Plaza ?" At least one 
young man spends the break mut¬ 
tering under his breath, "one, two, 
three, four...." The answer, dear 
folks, is two and a half million. 

We descend the steep steps 
which lead us to Quincy Mvket 
and Faneuil Hall. Carolyn pro¬ 
vides background information, 
explaining that the complex still 
serves its dual original purpose: 


functioning both as meeting hall 
and market place. Sunday after¬ 
noon is a crowded, active time at 
the marketplace, so when the tour 
ends the kids usuaUy rind a street 
artist to watch. 

Boston By Little Feet is not a 
"gee whizz" sort of kids’ trip. It is 
a low key affair, and one that we 
can hartily recommend as a peace¬ 
ful interlude in a frantic afternoon 
of shopping and eating at Faneuil 
Hall-Quincy Market. Parents are 
expected to go along on the tour 
(no charge) to prevent it from being 
used as a babysitting service. The 
tour is recommended for ages six to 
12, but we think eight to 12 might 
be a bit more realiatic. Because this 
is its first season, the program is 
sparsely attended at present. For 
this reason we suggest you let your 
children bring along friends, 
because the tour is definitely more 
fun with a larger group. All systems 
are GO, however, even in if atten¬ 
dance is low. "We’re like the 
Boston-New York Shuttle," 
Flansbury explains. "If one child 
shows up, we run it."

The price of the tour is SI per 
child. Reservations are necessary 
(call 367-2345), and the group 
meets at 60 State Street at 2 pm 
each Suruiay. School, scout and 
other youth groups can be accom¬ 
modated at other times by 
arrangement. 
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Longteood Cricket Club is 
to tennis what Fenway 
Park is to baseball... the 
Pro Championship com¬ 
bines today's two-fisted 
backhands with a respect 
for the history of the Club.

Next week's Slst U.S. Professional 
Tennis Championship brings 
together some of the biggest guns 
in men’s tennis, led by Eddie 
Dibbs, Arthur Ashe, and defen¬ 
ding champ Manuel Orantes, to 
compete for $200,000 in prize 
money. The site for the week-long 
tournament is the Longwood 
Cricket Club in Chestnut Hill. 

For the tennis buff the touma- 
ment holds a two-fold attraction: 
Great tennis In a great old world 
setting. Longwood Cricket Dub is 
to tennis what Fenway Park is to 
baseball. With 25 grass and 16 clay 
courts, Longwood is the fourth 
largest outdoor tennis facility in the 
country. But the club's chief 
feature is its intimate and almost 
other-worldly feeling. And the 
beauty of seeing the U.S. Pro 
Championship at Longwood is that 
it manages to combine today's two- 
fisted backhands and 140-mile-an- 
hour serves with a respect for the 
history of the Cricket Dub. 

Cricket Anyone? 

Cricket was the game played at 
Longwood when a group was 
organized for the sport on the prop¬ 
erty of David Sears. The year was 

1877 and the locale was Brookline 
and Longwood Avenues in Boston. 
It wasn't long, though, before 
tennis was played there. The first 
grass court was constructed in 

1878 and interclub matches began 
in the IBSOs. Cricket was fading 
out slowly by this time. When the 
Brookline Chronicle ran a story on 
July 28, 1891 that the Longwood 
Circket Gub would host its first 
annual tournament, it boasted that 
“crack players from New York and 
Canada as well as the New England 
champions” would compete. 

Tennis had cemented its place in 
Longwood history. 


Nine years later, prodded by 21- 
year-old club tennis star Dwight 
Davis, the United States and Great 
Britain paired off at Longwood in 
the first international Davis Dubs. 
The Americans roundly defeated 
their British opponents and one 
English player, H. Roper Barrett 
commented unhappily on the con¬ 
ditions there in One Hundred 
Yeart of Longtoood: 

“The ground was abominable. 
The grass was long... The net 
was a disgrace to civilized lawn 
tennis, held up by guy ropes which 
were continually sagging... As for 
the balls, I hardly like to mention 
them. Tbey were awful — soft and 
mothery — and when served with 
the American twist came at you 
like an animated egg-plum. I do not 
exaggerate.” 

In 1911, the club acquired the 
Chestnut Hill Dub in Brookline, 
realizing that the choice Sears 
property in Boston would be too 
dear to hold onto. From that time 
until 1951, various land filling, land 
acquisition and construction 
manuevers took place at the 
Chestnut Hill site. Permanent 
seating was dedicated in 1928 to 
Edwin Sheafe, Longwood presi¬ 
dent from 1902 to 1922. T^at 
stadium has since had its seating 
capacity increased to the present- 
day total of 7500, and the club 
grounds themselves have now 
spread over 10 acres. 

Longwood first hosted the U.S. 
Pro Tennis Championships in 
1964. It was a time when the lines 
between amateur and professional 
tennis were shifting. Professional 
tournaments weren't bringing out 
the crowds, so exhibitions served 
as showcases for the pros. Yet even 
these were becoming redundant at 
best. 

Enter Longwood, with more 
than a little help from the New 
England Merchant's National 
Bank, which sponsors the tourna¬ 
ment to this day. The idea of a pro¬ 
fessional event at amateur-bred 
Longwood was not an easy one to 
get across to the Longwood Board 
of Governors. The National 
Doubles Championships were 
already being held at the club, so 
members were hesitant to bring 
another large tournament onto the 
grounds. But the pro concept pre¬ 
vailed and the first prize of $2200 
in that first iinal was awarded to 


Rod Laver, victor over Pancho 
Gonzales. 

Grass was the surface for 
tournament play up imtil 1969, 
when the courts inside Sheafe 
Stadium were replaced with a syn¬ 
thetic surface. The night play 
which Longwood pioneered in 
1964 — the first tourney held 
outdoors under the lights — 
dictated that the dewy evening 
grass be replaced. The courts 
changed surface again in 1974, to 
clay, which is the playing surface 
today. 

Rough or Smooth? 

Those clay courts have stirred 
more than a little controversy over 
the years, and this summer is no 
exception. Traditionally, the U.S. 
Pros at I.«ngwood precede the U.S. 
Open by one week in August, and 
provide a warm-up of sorts for one 
of the “Big Four” of tennis. This 
year the U.S. Open has switched 
sites from the clay courts of Forest 
Hills to the artificial turf of 
Flushing Meadows. Critics believe 
that the Longwood field is weaker 
than usual this year, since the clay 
courts provide a less than enticing 
warm-up for the Open. 

Not, so, according to Longwood 
President Tom Raleigh. “If you 
really look at this year's draw," 
Raleigh points out, “youll see that 
as a group the quality is very high. 
It's a very strong field.” 

To date, eight of the world's top 
20 players will be competing. 
Raleigh expects 50 of the top 100 
to be signed by the time the 64- 
man event begins. Jimmy Connors, 
Bjorn Borg, Vitas Gerulaitas and 
Guillermo Vilas are notable by 
their absence, but Raleigh still 
believes that the field is of the 
highest quality: 

“I say that Longwood is the 
second toughest draw in the coun¬ 
try next to the U.S. Open. What’s 
happening is that top players like 
Vilas, Borg and Connors have lots 
of options open to them at this 
point. Granted, the surface at the 
U.S. Open is different this year. 

The fact is that this is a veiy tough 
tournament to win — the last time 
Borg won here, in 76, he lost at 
Forest Hills the following week. 

And I think he feels he lost because 


he had such a tough week here. 

“Last year Connors was almost 
beaten in the first round by Marty 
Reissen, then ran into a tough 
match with John McEnroe in a 
later round.” 

This year’s field is most cer¬ 
tainly a solid one ranking-wise. 
Defending champion Manuel 
Orantes, seventh-ranked in the 
world, is entered along with sixth- 
ranked Eddie Dibbs, last year's 
ninnerup. Corrado Barazzutti of 
Italy, ranked eight and ninth- 
ranked Raul Ramirez of Mexico 
will also be top seeds. Ramirez is 
currently the fourth leading money 
winner on the pro tour. Arthur 
Ashe, John McEnroe and Jaime 
Fillol of Chile also rank with the 
high seeds, as do Victor Amaya, 
Tom Gorman, Wojtek Fibak and 
Adriano Panatta. 

“Anybody who comes out here 
in the early rounds on Tuesday and 
Wednesday,” Raleigh predicts, “is 
going to see great tennis.” 15 ses¬ 
sions in all are scheduled, with the 
first round kicking off at noon on 
Monday, August 21. Matches will 
be held at noon and at 7:30 pm 
Monday to Friday. The quarter¬ 
finals on Saturday, August 26, are 
slated for 1 pm and 7:30 pm, with 
the semi-finals at noon and 7:30 on 
Sunday.

We drove into Boston last year in a 
van, four adults and two kids, 
loaded down with wine and cheese 
and munchies that come in cello¬ 
phane bags. 

“You ever been to a ballet 
before?** we said to each other. 

“No, I've nevei' been to one, have 
you been to one?’* 

None of us bad been to a ballet, 
though we’d aH caught the Ice 
Capades on occasion. So here we 
were driving to the ballet, mainly 
because this was a free perfor¬ 
mance of The Boston Ballet on the 
Esplanade. A dearth of cash and a 
wealth of curiosity compelled us to 
take a look. Altogether, we knew 
leas about ballet than we did about 
the nutritional value of the 
lousewort. 

But guess what ? Ballet Is art, it*s 
music and color and lusdous young 
bodies leaping and flashing across 
the stage, and you don't realty have 
to know anything about it to enjoy 
watching it. That’s more than you 
can sty for baseball or chess. 

Wc*d gone in early to get good 
seats, which in this case meant a 


nice spot in the grass where we 
could spread cur blanket, pour our 
wine, chat and people-watch for an 
hour or two before the perfor¬ 
mance. You get a good view of the 
Hatch Shell from almost any¬ 
where, but if you’re a purist don’t 


get too close to the stage. You 
won’t see the dancers' feet. 

This was a night of revelations. 
Three short ballets were pre¬ 
sented, and I found I could enjoy 
them all in blue jeans and a tee 
shirt. My favorite was “jaaz For 


Boston.” This modem dance, espe¬ 
cially created for The Boston 
Ballet’s Esplanade performances, is 
bright and brash and, unless there’s 
something drastically wrong with 
my hormones, very, very sexy. The 
other two pieces were more tradi¬ 
tional examples of this art form, 
which is broad enough to entertain 
everybody. I loved them also. 

More significant, though, was 
the reaction of the children. Those 
uncultured little louts who are sup¬ 
posed to whoop it up for Spider 
Man and be lulled into lethargy by 
the mere mention of ballet sat 
straight-backed and wide-eyed 
with wonder through the whole 
thing. It wasn’t that our oix-year- 
old and our 9-year-old were par¬ 
ticularly high-browed. Through¬ 
out the park kids were being 
dazzled. They had never seen any¬ 
thing like it. How were they to 
know we hadn’t either? 

This we^ and next, The Boston 
Ballet Company will grace the 
Hatch 9ieU with the beauty of the 
dance for the fifth straight year. 
For you, it’s free. Ihe tab is picked 
up by The Boston Ballet, Coke, 
Mobil Oil, and the John Hancock 
insurance people.

If you 
like grace and movement and well- 
kept bodies that swim through the 
air to magoifleent muitc, by all 
meani go. If you’ve got kids, by all 


If you've got a 
picnic basket and a blanket, take 
them too. 

And if, like hundreds of others, 
you are impressed enough with 
your flrst tsste of ballet to want 
more, you can attend perfor¬ 
mances of The Boston Ballet from 
November to May — for about the 
price of a Celtics ticket. But 
remember, if you do go and you 
don’t like the ballet, there’s nothing 
aerioualy wrong with you. Even 
Larry Murray, Marketing Director 
for the Boston Ballet, knows that. 
Says Murray, “Anyone can go and 
look at a ballet and decide for 
himself whether or not he likes it.”

You can foi^et about the 
story. It's simplistic and 
glorified at best, and only 
sketches the popular singer’s 
career from lowly obscurity in 
his hometown of Lubbock, 
Texas, to the lonely heights of 
the record charts.

Nearly 15 years after President Kennedy’s 
assassination, Congress is starting to dig into 
that crime and find out just exactly what 
happened— and see if more than one assassin 
might have been involved in the shooting. 

The Cambridge firm of Bolt, Beranek and 
Newman, a consulting group that does 
research in various fields, has been hired by 
the House Select Committee on 
Assassinations, and two local residents are 
now involved in the investigations. 

Dr. James Barger of Lakeview road, chief 
scientist at BB&N, is in charge of the work 
being done there. Dr. Barger is a physicist. 

Among other things, BB&N does research 
into acoustical phenomenon; they may be 
investigating the the tapes of the 
assassination for information. Dr. Barger 
says BB&N “is one of the larger acoustical 
research laboratories in the world.” 

BB&N has done work for the government 
before, studying tapes of the Kent State 
shootings in Ohio and the 18 and a half minute 
gap in one of former President Richard 
Nixon's tapes. Barger says the work for the 
assassinations committee is “work wc 
seldom do. On occasion we do it on special 
request.” 

Another resident. Dr. David Green of 
Lakeview terrace, a psychologist, has been 
retained part time by BB&N to work on the 
project. 

Dr. Barger says a report on BB&N’s fin¬ 
dings is due out sometime in September at the 
House committee’s hearings. 

You don’t hear of it much, but now and 
again friendship wins out over fame.

At mediator’s request 


Town, TEA negotiations to go to fact finding 


The state mediator negotiating a contract 
settlement between the Town Employees 
Assn, and the Town of Winchester is filing for 
a fact finder, according to Town Manager 
Thomas Groux. 

Groux said Elliot Klitzman mediated three 
bargaining sessions between (he town and 
TEA and has decided to go to fact finding, a 
process that will cost (he town and the union 
hundreds and possibly thousands of dollars. 
Groux said the two sides share the fact Hn- 
der's fee, which averages about $100 an hour 

Groux said there is a possibility that the 
mediator may be called back for more 
bargaining sessions before the fact finder 
route is taken but said, “We’re (the town) not 
about to suggest that.” 

The union, local 285 of the Service 
Employees International Union of the AFL- 
CIO, has been working without a contract 
since .June :i0. According to Groux. the union 
and the town cannot agree on contract 
language. 

Klitzman, who works out of the con¬ 
ciliation and arbitration office of the state 
department of labor and industries, said he 
plans to call both parties “sometime after 


Labor Day to see if they want to meet again 
before the fact finder is chosen. ” He said even 
though he has certified that the parties arc 
still at an impasse and that a fact finder 
should be called in, he said he will retain 
jurisdiction over the case until a fact finder is 
chosen 

By law, the fact finder is bound to find 
anything and everything about contract 
issues and to assume what is called “ground 
zero” status, meaning all contract issues 
should be examined. However, both parties 
may agree that only certain issues should be 
examined, but it is customary to look at the 
entire package, a labor official said. 

Also, by law. a fact finder has the power (o 
mediate, so that at any time an agreement 
may seem imminent, the fact finder could 
move to settle. 

” Now that it’s going to fact finder, all 
issues, including wages and benefits, will be 
considered. Before the fact finder route was 
decided. language was the only stumbling 
block,” he said. 

Michael Roberts, local 285 business agent 
working out of the SEIU office on Tremonl 
street in Boston, said his group is “unhappy” 


lhat the contract dispute is going to fact 
finder. He said. “We don’t think thal the 
issues W'e can't agree upon are so significant 
that they (the issues) should go to a fact 
finder. The town is holding up ona contract on 
relatively minor issues.” he said. 

Roberts, who joins Ralph Damambro. 
union leader from the luirks division and 
other (own employees m bargaining with the 
low'n. said. “We don’t think the issues in 
question at all imperil the services provided 
by our workers to the town citizens. I just 
don't think a fact finder is necessary to ac¬ 
complish a settlement,” he said. 

IvOcal 285, which represents about tiO town 
employees mostly from the public works 
department, is “considering ' meeting with 
the mediator once more Iwfore a fiict finder is 
brought in. Roberts said. “U seems almost 
juvenile to reopen all the issues when, in fact, 
most of the issues have already been solved.'' 
he said. 

If the contract is not settled with a 
mediator, both the town and TEA must ap 
point a fact finder, an independent agent. A 
mediator is u state-funded position. 

TEA was formed several years ago when 


public works department divisions, such as 
sewer, parks, and water, were separate 
departments. Now that they have been 
consolidated into one department, most 
members of the TEA are public works em¬ 
ployees. 

In other contract talks, a fact finder's 
report on town and police negotiations is still 
outstanding. Groux said the report is “long 
overdue,” but said it should be received 
shortly. 

Winchester Police have been w’orking 

Saturday night 


without a contract since June :)0. 1977 and, 
since thal time, the police have formed the 
Winchester Police Assn., which certifies an 
exclusive bargaining agent for the police 
officers. 

Groux said, “I'd like to know from the fact 
finder if we're going to have problems with 
the contract so (hat wc can iron (hem out 
before the (own meeting in November. 1 
would like to present something to the town 
meeting on the issue.” he said.

At Sept, 14 meeting 

Yoke school committee to examine 
extra payments to administrators 


The Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School committee will reopen 
discussion a5 its Sept. 14 meeting on $22,000 in 
extra payments to five full-time school ad¬ 
ministrators . 

A federal audit of the school has revealed 
thal the payments were made over the past 
three fiscal years as "overhead expenses” for 
the administration from several federal 
grants. 

Supl. John Connolly, who has received an 
extra $8,849, said the federal audit had “taken 
exception” to the payments and tried un¬ 
successfully to have the school committee 
ratify the payments at its recent meeting. 
Connolly said the payments survived a state 
audit without any question. 

The superintendent attributed the problem 
to “a change in federal bookkeeping 
procedures.” 

Two attempts to table and to ratify the 
payments failed and the committee finally 
adjourned when tempers flared between 


administrators and school committee 
members. 

Committee member Philip McAuliffe Jr., 
of Wakefield called the extra payments 
“odious.” McAuliffe said, “We (school 
commitleee) want to know everything that’s 
going on at the school. Right now, we know 
nothing,” he said, 

Besides Connolly’s extra share, the audit 
said $3,674 was paid out to Data Processing 
Manager William Lofgren; $3,473 to Business 
Manager Louis Sanville; $2,506 to Senior 
Programmer Dennis Holland; $3,111 to 
Property Manager Anthony Moschella Jr., 
with a $530 fee to New England Car Leasing in 
fiscal 1976 also listed as an “exception.” 

About $19,000 of the $22,000 total has 
already been paid out with the remaining 
$3000 listed as “final payments due.” 

Two of the five administrators receiving 
the extra pay are sons of school committee 
members. 

Winchester representative of the school 


committee. Gerard Donahoc, said he is 
formally requesting lhat the superintendent 
supply him and the school committee with a 
detailed summary of his earnings and ex¬ 
penses. “!‘m more or less requesting his W-2 
forms,” Donahoe said. He said he w’il) be 
getting together with Melrose representative 
Thomas O’Donnell on the matter. O’Donnell 
was absent from (he last meeting because of a 
death in the family. 

School Committee Chairman Marguerite 
Holland rebuffed McAuliffe when he called 
(he payments “odious” and Donahoc followed 
by saying, “I can’t believe what I am hearing. 
This is ridiculous.” 

When Donahoe addressed Connolly 
requesting how much he “look out of this 
place last year,” Connolly refused to answer 
him. Connolly, who receives $32,275 per year, 
also refused to respond to repeated

Two men were killed about 11:50 p.m, 
.Saturday ina head-on collision on Cambridge 
.street just north of Everett avenue. 

Thomas Seabrook, 26, of Somerville, and 
Hichard Dwyer, 25. of Teel street. Arlington, 
occupants of one of the cars, were pronounced 
dead at Woburn and Winchester hospitals 
respectively, 

Judy f'lynn, 17. of Henderson street. 
Arlington, another occupant of (he 1971 Vega 
owned and operated by Seabrook, is in good 
condition at Winchester Hospital with 
multiple injuries. 

Robert Marchetti. 22. of Somerville, the 
.sole occupant of the second car, a 1966 
Chevrolet wagon, i.s in fair condition at the 
same hospital with multiple injuries. Police 
said Marchetti is being charged with two 
counts of homicide by motor vehicle, one 
count of failing to keep to the right, and one 
count of driving so as to endanger the lives 
and safely of the public. 

Marchetli's vehicle, according to police, is 
owned by Margaret Keen of Salem, Oregon, 
Police said Flynn was trapped in the 
passenger's scat of the Vega and that Dwyer 
was removed from the rear seal of the 
compact. He was pronounced dead on arrival 
at Winchester Hospital. Seabrook, who police 
and fire personnel had trouble extricating 
from Ihe wreckage, was transported by the 
Wol>urn Fire Department to Choate Memorial 
I lospilul where he was also pronounced dead. 

According to police reports, the collision 
occurred in the north-bound lane of Cam- 
l)ridge street six feet from the curb, The Vega 
w-as forced 23 feet away from the point of 
impact onto the sidewalk and the chevy 
wagon traveled another 79 feel south on 
Cambridge before coming to rest near 
Myopia road. 

Police said Marchetli’s car crossed the 
yellow solid line. Traffic was detoured onto 


Everett avenue to Church street Immediately 
following the accident to preserve the scene 
for the Hegislry of Motor Vehicles. 

Inspector .1. Quinn of the registry and 
Traffic Safety Ofificer John McKinley of 
Winchester Police are investigating. 

Marchetti is scheduled to be arraigned on 
(h.1 charges Sept. 11 in Woburn District Court. 

Police arc also investigating if Marchetti’s 
car struck another vehicle at Church and 
High streets minutes before (he fatal ac¬ 
cident.

She said her son and the McEwen youth 
hod fought before and quest ioned whether the 
lesidcnt had a permit to carry a gun or if 
police Investigated if he had a permit. ' 

Chief McHugh said he will investigate the 
matter and report on it by the end of the week.

Region CETA programs experiencing cutbacks 


Arlington and Belmont are culling back on 
their Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act programs and Winchester is not 
reapplying for project funding at all. ac¬ 
cording to the towns’ CETA directors. 

Because of federal financial restraint. 
Arlington and Belmont will be funded at about 
90 percent their current annual base budget 
for the period October 78 to October 79, 

In Winchester, a ceiling on CETA paid 
compensation of $ 10,000 per year per em¬ 
ployee, creates “monetary problems which 
could result in anticipation of a town union 
settlement.” 

According to Howard Chase. Winchester 
CETA coordinator, the anticipated salary 
agreement between the town and the union 
will raise the town’s base salary for laborers 
well above the $10,000 federal cutoff figure. At 
present, the base salary is $181.60 per week. 
$11 under the cutoff figure, but a raise to more 
than $192 a week is expected soon 

Arlington’s present base salary for 
laborers after a 1977 five percent cost of living 
pay hike is $180.70 a week. Even if the town 
granted the employees another five percent 
increase next year, the weekly salary would 
still be less than the $192 cutoff figure. 

Arlington CETA. which operates on four 
government title grants totaling $2,200,000. is 
involved in about 25 projects which em¬ 
ployees 74 or half Its CETA workers. 
Arlington reached a peak of 180 workers this 
spring, but, due to the expected cutbacks, the 
amount will probably not be as high in the 
future. 

Winchester employed through CETA a 
total high of 51 workers at one point last 
summer. At present, there are only three 
CETA workers in the town. An equal work, 
equal pay clause in CETA policies is Win¬ 
chester’s “real kicker,” Chase said. “Our 
base salaries are higher than other towns.” 

The Belmont CETA program employs 


more than luu worKors. nol including about Hi) 
youths employed through a title three sum¬ 
mer youth project of the employment act. 
Marlene Saidnaway, BclinonI ('ETA director, 
said her program will also be cut back to 
aboul W) percent its current funding of about 
$1 million. 

She said she has had “no problem” with 
the etjual work, etiual pay clause and has nol 
heard about the projecled salary base 
decreas<' to $80(K). “As far as I know, wc will 
be continuing our projects and programs in 
the coming year.” she said. Belmont has 
participated in 25 projects and has had “great 
success” with the program. She said she 
couldn’t believe that Winchester was nol 
reapplying for project funding 

There are several reasons why Winchester 
wants to cutback on its ('KTA program and 
why Arlington wants lo continue to expand 

Because of Winchester union negoliatinns 
and the projected pay hike above the federal 
cutoff figure of $l(i.0(M). Winchester docs “nol 
want to take the chance” to start a program 
and find that the federal funding will he 
reduced or totally cutoff 

According to (’base, the government is 
“talking aboul lowering the base salary share 
toSaiMKi, meaning the town would have to pick 
up the rest,” Chase said Winchester “is nol 
aboul to pay CETA workers from town taxes 
at this time.” 

Town Manager Thomas (iroux said, 
however, that "it would make sense” to 
approach the (own meeting for overhead 
(’ETA costs. “If we had a CETA supervisor 
who would be making $ 11 , 001 ) on the equal 
work, equal pay clause. Ihen 1 do nol see any 
reason why wc tthc town) shouldn’t pay 
whatever the federal government can’t.” he 
said. 

“U would behoove us to add an estimated

He said, however, that before the (own gels 
involved in the employment program, lilies 
two and six of the act passed in 197:1, he would 
like to raise criteria standards for om- 
ploymenl. 

“Wc need to add a strong supervisor 
seclion.” he said, “Right now. we dump loo 
much responsibility on our regular super¬ 
visors who already have their own duties.” In 
the past. lUiring project work, a town 
supervisor, usually from the public works 
department, has been in charge of a group of 
15 or 20 (’ETA workers. “Because the ('ETA 
workers require a lot of suptu vision. our own 
.supervisor had lo spend more lime with them 
and less time with his other duties.“ (Jroux 
said. 

Chase said if the town can get a CETA 
supervisor Indirect CETA workers, "Our ow-n 
supervisor will still be in charge of the group 
hut he will not have as many respon¬ 
sibilities,” 

Winchester experienced the supervisor 
prol)lein in the two projects it has been in¬ 
volved in with CETA. In the two 12-month 
projecis. a total of 38 CETA workers were 
part of a re.servoir reclamation project and a 
i)ulldings and grounds project (iroux said the 
projects provided “good services,” and 
warned that it is “a mistake lo make work 
lhal is not showing (he public what they’re 
getting for the work.” 

Chase agreed with (iroux, “We have to 
make sure that the jobs being done arc 
productive. To just give someone a job is false 
economy Wc have to employ skills that could 
be maikclable,’’ he said. 

'Tl's good money after bad if you send 
somebody lo do unskilled labor.” Chase said. 
He said one of the purposes of the CETA 
program is to train the workers so (hal after 
their contract with the town is up. they can 
get a job with the skill thay they have learned 
as a (’ETA worker. “We have a strong em¬ 
phasis on the (raining part." ('base said. 

hiven though Winchester has a strong on- 
the-job training program. 98 percent of the 
town’s former CETA workci*s have gone onto 
the unemployment rolls. 

Ten ijei’cenl. however, of the 51 employed 
last summer, have been taken on by the town 
to full-time positions. Chase pointed out that 
Ihe position.s for the five CETA workers wore 
not created, hut lhal they filled opening posts, 
such as those left vacant by retirement. 

Another rea.son why Winchester will not be 
applying lor the S5 million project money is 
that there is no assurance that CETA will be 
continued in the coming year. Chase said Ihe 
act has been in effect for five years, but only 
at one year intervals. “Each year it comes up 
in Congress, and we’ve been lucky that it has 
been extended every year, bul who knows if it 
might be discontinued this year?” he asked 


Ai linglon has been more successful than 
Winchester in job placement. Of 86 workers 
whose contracts with (’ETA were terminated 
this yeai*. 49 found jobs. 

Accoi'ding lo Arlington (’ETA director. 
Kristi A. Chappelle, Arlington now boasts 
between a :t3 and 40 percent placement 
record. 

“When we first started, our placement 
goals were aboul :h) percent, but now we have 
raised them.” she said. “It’s very gratifying 
to raise them,” she said. 

She said Arlington helps (’ETA workers 
prepare for the end of their year with the 
town. “We make their work more relevant to 
them so that they can anolv their skill to some 


work after their CETA work,” Ms. Chappelle 
said. 

Unlike Winchester. Arlington has a jump 
on placing its workers. Winchester does not 
have a training agency like Arlington nor 
does it have its own in-take system. Arlington 
develops and chooses its own workers on a 
point system lo avoid discrimination, 
whereas Winchester is given a list of names 
from the Medford CETA consortium. The 
town has little say on who It can hire. 

Arlington is associated with the Cam¬ 
bridge Economic Opportunity Committee 
which trains unemployed workers with 
certain .skills. Through this outlet and its point 


system, Arlington can be more choosy than 
VVinchesler. 

“We are quite autonomous,” Ms. Chap- 
pclle said' but, like Winchester, she said 
Arlington could face the base salary problem 
if the federal government does nol raise it. 
“The town meeting may have to face that a 
little bit,” she said but Arlington is still more 
financially set than Winchester because it 
also receives several grants from the Dept, of 
Housing and Urban Development which can 
be applied lo CETA.

Mystic Valley to seek funding for shelter 


The Myslic Valley Community Mental 
Health Center service area, which includes 
Winchester, may soon be getting a temporary 
slieltcr for teenage runaways, problem 
children, and abused children, thanks lo the 
quick action of the Belmont Board of Select- 
Mum, 

Last Thursday night the Belmont Selcct- 
ment held a s|>ocial meeting and gave their 
conditional approval to sponsoring an ap¬ 
plication lo (he federal Law Enforcement 
.Assistance Adminisiration (LEAA) for funds 
lo set up the .shelter. The need for such a 
shelter has been Ihe topic of discussion among 
vai'ious groups in Winchester for some time 
now. including the human services com- 
miltee. the Myslic Valley (’ouncil for 
Children, and (he Easlern Middlesex Com¬ 
munity Outreac'b Corporation, a private 
group, 

Bolmoni Selectmen Chairman Walter 
FIcwclling said his vote of a[)provai Thursday 
night came with (he understanding that 
Belmont would have more time for evaluation 
as the grant a|)pIication process progressed 
and lhal the project wr)ul(l not commit town 
funds. 

Armand Hcnaiill from CODE and other 
related agencies from suirounding com¬ 
munities, was seeking (he possible $8()-l(K).()()o 
lor the initial six months (jf the shelter’s 
operations. 

The shelter would serve Winchester, 
Belmont. Arlington. Wilmington. Woburn. 
Lexington. Waltham. Watertown, and 
Burlington. 

The deadline for (he grant application was 
Aug- 18. Henault said the LEAA application 
re(\uircd a sponsoring agency and a spon¬ 
soring municipality be named for the project. 


Mystic Valley Community Mental Health 
Center had already agreed lo be the spon¬ 
soring agency. Until Thursday, however, the 
possibility of submiling the application was in 
doubt, as several communities had declined 
sponsorship because of lack of lime for full 
evaluation of the grant application. 

Henault explained that the LEAA funding 
deadline had been moved up this year, from 
Sept, 18 to Aug.18. The grant application had 
not been finalized by (he task force until Aug. 
15. 

Henault told the board Thursday night that 
Belmont’s sponsorship would not commit 
Belmont formally until after the application 
is approved or disapproved by LEAA. Tlie 
town can withdraw their sponsorship at any 
lime during the application process. A 
decision on the LEAA funding is expected in 
December. Funds would become available 
,Jan. 1, 1979. 

To guarantee Belmont’s participation in 
further evaluation of the proposed shelter, a 
member of the Belmont Youth Commission 
will be appointed as representative on the 
governing board of the shelter task force. 

If the grant is approved, Henault ex¬ 
plained the board could have a varied amount 
of control over the project. At the minimum, 
the town would receive the funds from LEAA 
and be responsible to disperse those funds to 
Mystic Valley Mental Health on a monthly 
basis. 

Other responsibilities, such as 
management of funds, smooth operations of 
the sheller, legal and managerial duties. 
Henault .said, could be delegated to Mystic 
Valley Menial Health by sub-contract. 

In discussing the need for a temporary 
shelter, Henault told the board that such a 
facility is the number one priority of mental 
health agencies in the area. The shelter, if 
funded, will provide 24 hour a day housing for 
youths up to 45 days. The location of the 


shelter has not been determined, but Henault 
said it will be centrally located to all nine 
communities. 

The board expressed concern that where 
ever the possible shelter is located, the town 
officials in that town approve of the facility. 

Seleclmtn Chip O’Hare said, “I hope by 
l)eing the sponsoring town, we’re not creating 
a vehicle for forcing a good cause against the 
wills of another town.” 

Henault said it is the task force’s intention, 
that if the shelter Is approved, the town that 
would host the shelter will approve the 
facility. Otherwise, he added, the “the facility 
won't work.” 

Flewelling told Henault it was difficult for 
him lo appreciate the “magnitude” of the 
runaway problem in Belmont. 

“How do you discern between the 
youngster with a real problem, and the one 
who is just using it (the sheller) as a crutch, 
rather than going home and facing the 
music,” Flewelling said. 

Henault told the board that making that 
distinction was a real problem, but lhal staff 
counselors would first ask the youngsters If 
they could call their parents. 

He added the shelter’s long term goal is 
not to separate kids and parents, bul to try to 
reunite the families. 

“There are real problems in Belmont,” he 
said. “We don’t like to think of severe 
beatings and depravation like locking a kid in 
a closet for three days, bul in happens in 
Belmont as It happens in Hoxbury. I’ve seen 
it.” 

Selectman William Monahan suggested 
that the task force make sure there is ex¬ 
pertise in staffing the facility and emergency 
back-up medical services for youth that are in 
need. 

The board will be receiving future reports 
on the application process and shelter details 
in the fall.

Col. Winchester bowl returned to town 



The Coi. Winchester Bowl, recovered 


After passing thrnugh several hands and 
possibly several stale.s. the Col. William 
Winchester silver bowl, stolen JulvT) from the 
Winchester Public Library.‘has been 
returned to the town "relatively unharmed’" 
police report. 

According (oCliiel ofPolico John McHugh, 
the bowl, worth about $ 10 , 000 . w-as delivered 
to his custody Saturday wrapped in plastic 
bags and sheets by an unidentified man. 

No charges or arrests will be sought, 
according to McHugh, because "we have no 
solid evidence to back us up.” McHugh said 
the bowl was returned through the efforts of 
four police officers. Sgt. Roland Roy. and 
Inspector William O’Neil w’orking on one 
team, and Lt, William Haggerty and Officer 
Prank Vozzella working on another. 

According to the chiet. the two teams 
worked independently and neither was aware 
of the other. "They both worked with different 
sources." McHugh said. 

• 'When I realized thal it was time to 
collaborate our efforls. 1 told the men and 
.'Within a few days, the bowl was returned," 
'Chief McHugh said. 

"I had to put some of my scruples aside for 

moment and accept the bowl w'ilhout 
arresting somebody, but 1 realized that it was 
lor the benefit of the town to get the bowl hack 
undamaged'" he said. 

The bowl, presented to the colonel as a 
memoir from his shipmates on the vessel 
•bJorlhern Lights around the turn of the cen- 
^iury. is "a little out of alignment.” according 
to Leila-Jane Roberts, town librarian. 

"We re awfully lucky to get it back." Ms. 
Roberts said. The bowl, stolen from a second- 
floor window just three inches outside the 
interior alarm trip line, will he examined by a 
Boston silversmith and repaired. 

Library trustees w-ill vote at its September 
meeting where to place the bow'l and what 
kind of security requirements should be 
.implemented. 

Ms. Roberts said she will visit the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts to investigate proper 
security measures for the bowl. 

The librarian said youths “probably stole 
the bowl not realizing what they were getting 
into." The chief said the merchandise passed 
through several hands, travelled to Boston .

The school committee has overstepped the bounds of reasonable 
judgment In their decision to delay approving an extra teacher for the 
Muraco Elementary School. 

The board voted unanimously at their first meeting of the season Aug. 
14 to defer the request, which was for an additional teacher for grades one 
and two. 

The request comes from the Muraco parents and Is backed by Muraco 
Principal Richard Young. And they have some pretty good arguments. 

For one, the registered enrollment as of Aug. 1 Is 302, as opposed to a 
projected enrollment of 293, The way this breaks down by grade, there 
will be three combined grade one and two classes with 26 students In each 
class. 

In defense of their plea, the parents note that the school committee has 
an established policy of maintaining an average 22:1 teacher-pupil ratio 
In the first grade. The committee also last year stated Its preference for 
maintaining that ratio In grades two and three as well, though the finance 
committee forced them to abandon the policy In order to trim the budget. 

The parents, about 30 of whom showed up at the Aug. 14 meeting to 
state their case, reminded the school hoard members of their oft- 
repeated desire to avoid split classes In the first two grades. 

And finally, the parents point to the school board's actions last spring, 
when extra staffing was approved for six other elementary schools. 
Those requests. It should be noted, were based not on actual registrations, 
but on enrollment projections and Informal surveys of parents. 

The Muraco parents first brought their request to the school com¬ 
mittee In late June. They say they did not find out about the potential 
ratios and split classes In grades one and two until a week before school 
ended. They took their case to the school board as soon as they could, and 
It was thrown out the window. 

Why? Because In approving the other staffing requests, the board 
overran Its budget by more than $40,000; and with a very tight budget this 
year, they were starting to get a bit worried about making up the dif¬ 
ference. A major part of that difference would have to come from salary 
differentials — the savings realized when a higher-scale teacher retires 
and is replaced with a lower-scale teacher. And the board took $60,000 out 
of their budget In the spring to account for that and respond to the finance 
committee's demand for a zero Increase budget. 

So after town meeting approved a school budget, the new board went 
out, rearranged Its priorities, and overran Its budget. Fortunately, about 
half the deficit has been made up over the summer; there's still $22,000 to 

go- 

But where does all this leave the Muraco parents, whose request, as 
the board has admitted, Isas valid as anyone eise's? 

At the Aug. 14 meeting, committee members argued It would be better 
to wait until September, when school starts, to see what the actual 
, enrollment numbers are. And, they said, they needn’t be in a hurry to 
hold onto teachers who might leave town if they can’t get a job here. With 
IB teachers out on a limb last spring, the board used the argument that 
those teachers might leave if not offered jobs as soon as possible; that 
was partial justification for adding staff to the elementary schools. 

And lastly, the board argues that It has been “past practice” to wait 
until September to readjust staffing to enrollments. 

Somehow the committee always seems to come out with the ap¬ 
propriate reasons at the appropriate time, even If, In the long run, they 
walk all over their own arguments. 

How can the board deny a request based on registration numbers 
when they approved six similar requests based on mere projections? How 
can they argue “past practices" when they totally ignored past practices 
for six other schools three months ago? 

And how can they honestly justify waiting until after school starts? 
Principal Young told the board that It would be much easier to make the 
necessary staffing adjustments If he knew how many teachers he had 
before school begins. The board says they will consider the Muraco 
request again Sept. 11. To the parents of the children, the teachers who 
have to get to know the children and assess their classes early In the year, 
and the children who are supposed to be learning, those few first days 
may mean a lot more than they do to the school committee. 

And, It should be noted, the board was told Aug. 14 that there are still 
three teachers waiting for assignments; and they may not be around by 
the time school opens, (Not that there aren’t other teachers to hire; but 
that point contradicts the comments of board members who said they no 
longer had teachers around to worry about.) 

In short, the school board is giving the Muraco School a raw deal. The 
members who have voted against the staffing additions all along should 
be cited lor their consistency; but those who led the charge for more 
teachers last spring are nothing less than deserters. 

Principal Young was right when he said the rules of the game have 
been changed. 

We would suggest the school committee reconsider the Muraco 
request at their meeting this Monday night. In the Interest of equal 
education In Winchester’s schools. DKF 
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Sprinkler at Town Hall creates a pleasant pattern in the sun.

50 years ago 


The stories reprinted here were taken 
from aid editions of The Winchester Star and 
were compiled by Henry Simonds, local 
historian. By and large these articles arc 
taken from (he same month they appear here, 
SO years ago. 

And just in case you don’t know your 
scientific terminology as well as you do your 
onions, we will first state for your edification 
that ornithologists in the nomenclature of the 
erudite are those who trail song and other 
birds to their lairs, or rather, nests for the 
purpose of studying (heir habits, customs, 
physiological make-up and the sociological 
strucutre of their Individual and collective 
lives. 

If you have followed us closely, you are 
now we!) aware of what is meant when one 
terms another an ornithologist. There is no 
derogatory implication in such a designation.

The fire department, or to be exact, cer¬ 
tain especlally-uppainted members thereof, 
turned bird-chasers in real earnest this week, 
starling their field work on Wedgemere 
avenue Tuesday evening. We haven’t learned 
just what degree the boys are candidates for 
unless it is that of agricultural, or perha]x> 
sanitary engineers 

It seems that residents of Wedgemere 
avenue had complained about large flocks of 
slurlings, small black birds about the size of a 
large English sparrow, which had been 
rousting in the trees that line the roadway and 
had been making themselves obnoxious in 
many ways lo those living in the vicinity. 

The police dept did not deal with that 
particular sorl of "bird” and. as a con¬ 
sequence, the firemen were appealed to. The 
latter thought that they might do something 
and organized to go into immediate action. 

It was learned from one who had special 
knowledge of (he modus operandi of starlings 
that tlie birds, il driven from their roosting 
places, three nlght.s running would become 
sufficiently aware of their general un¬ 
popularity to Iwtake themselves elsewhere. 


The firemen took this information, for whal il 
was worth, and at once set about providipri for 
a change of the birds habitation. 

Deputy Chief John J. Gorman was pul in 
charge of the ornithological detail which was 
transported to the base of its operations on 
Combination A. driven by John J, Flaherty. 
Hoseman Alexander W. MacKenzie and 
James L. Nowell completed the bluiuc,.. 
platoon. 

Arriving at V’■»dgeniere avenue, the boys , 
went Into a huddle white discussing ways and 
mean as to the best and quickest method of 
disturbing Ihe starling’s slumbers. The 
deputy chief was of the opinion that the surest 
way to obtain results lay in a surprise attack 
and strongly advised sneaking up upon the 
birds’ blind side. Driver Flaherty concurred 
with this judgment while Hoseman 
MacKenzie favored going nul into the open at

Coupling their hoses to a nearby hydrant 
the men advanced cautiously upon the trees 
in which tlie starlings were ensconced and 
arriving at a strategic position trained their 
streams of water upon th(? uppermost 
branches. They got results. The birds were 
awakened and rudely reminded that they 
were in a civilized community. We do not 
mean lo imply that the starlings {|uil without 
a struggle. They shilled their base about from 
tree lo tree. Rut the firemen were adamant 
and in the end won at least a moral victory. 

The operations attracted (|uite a little 
delegation of the curious, some of whom got 
more or less wet in tlieir search for what lay 
henenth the apparent surface of the 
maneuvers. After satisfying themselves that 
vicl()i*y tor the nonce was theirs, (he firemen 
repaired to their quarters, looking forward lo 
the second and third rounds on Wenesday and 
last evenings.

Equality? 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

On June 26. the Muraco School parents 
presented the school committee with a 
petition requesting an additional teacher to 
ease the problem of three split classes in¬ 
volving grades one and two. No action was 
taken at (hat lime. 

On Aug. 14, with present enrollment 
figures of 26.1 per split class, we again 
requested an additional teacher. The school 
committee agreed with the following facts; 

—First and second grades are the worst 
place lo split classes; 

— Other schools have only an average of 
18.1 in regular first grade classes as opposed 
to Muraco’s 26.1 in split classes; 

— Muraco’s request was valid. 

Mrs. Papas, chairman of the school 
committee, further stated. “It is important 
that we treat all the children in all the schools 
equally. In Ihe name of equality, your request 
is an appropriate one and comes at the right 
time.” 

In spite of all this, the school committee 
still refused to appoint a teacher at this time. 
The matter must be brought up again on Sept. 
11. a week after the children have begun 
school 

Since Town Comptroller A. Faggiano has 
•slated that last year $131,000 was returneii to 
Ihe town from the school budget, there seems 
lo be a financial “cushion” available to 
provide for the one indispensable element in 
learning - the teacher. 

We. the undersigned parents, resent the 
fact that while other children in town begin 
school in a calm and orderly fashion, the 
children at Muraco School must face un¬ 
certain and chaotic class conditions in their 
most important first week of school.

Cormack. of 18 Harrison 
St., was an early pioneer in 
the development of 
tomography, a technique now 
widely used in computer body 
scanning. A tomograph 
depicts a single layer of 
tissue of anobject, in contrast 
to an x-ray which shows a 
side view and includes all 
layers of tissue between It 
and the x-ray source. 

Cormack’s first 
tomngrpnh took four days to 
plot and identified the 
position of two aluminum 
discs embedded in a lucite 
disc. Today tomographs help 
doctors locate tumors and 
identify other conditions 
faster than ever before.

Blizzard damage nearly repaired. 


More than 10,000 
Massachusetts families are 
repairing their homes with 
the help of federal funds, and 
130 cities and towns have 
already received grants to 
rebuild public pruperlies 
since (he February blizzard, 
according to Lt. (»ov. Tom 
O’Neill. 


In the six-month recovery 
report released this week. 
O’Neill said although the total 
damage caused by the 
blizzard can never be 
measured, $14U million in 
federal disaster aid has come 
to the state with an estimated 
$16 to $ 21 ) million more ex¬ 
pected. “This has put 
Massachusetts coastal 
communities on the road to 
recovery,’’ O’Neill said. 

“Six months after the 
storm a great majority of 
disaster victims have put the 
blizzard behind them. Using 
diverse resources and federal 
programs, we have met a 
multitude of needs and are 
now left with only u handful. 

Health council 


Having outgrown the 
office space in Brighton, the 
Health Planning Council for 
Greater Boston moved to new 
quarters Aug. 14. The agency 
is now located at 294 
Washington si., Boston in 
Suite 630 of the Old South 
Building. 

Joanne B. Bluesteon, 
executive director of the 
Health Planning Council, said 
the new office will assure 


“While federal aid lias 
paid for plowing snow and 
repairing homes, businesses 
and public property, there 
arc still people whose needs 
have not been met,’’ he 
cautioned in the report.

League leads efforts toward 622 compliance

Dr. Gleason also reported that, at the 
request of the League's NOW committee, the 
administration has written textbook 
publishers to indicate that Winchester cannot 
purchase their books unless the text and 
illustrations conform to the racial and sexual 
guidelines. 

Dr. Gleason admits he is not the most 
enthusiastic supporter of Chapter 622. Says 
he; “I question whether the schools ought to 
take the leadership in changing the 


culture...Who gave the school people the right 
to determine what the culture will be like?" 

Gleason adds, "I question the right of the 
schools to contradict what is taught in the 
home.” 

Gleason has turned over management of 
the 622 workshops to Superintendent William 
C. MacDonald. However, Gleason has worked 
to start bringing Winchester into compliance 
with the law. "We’re not going to burn any 
books.” he says, "but we’re looking for 
certain standars in the books we select now.” 


committee on racial discrimination. 

The I.^ague. better organized and more 
politically active, has been ine most effective 
so far. (It has also been around longer; the ad 
hoc committee was only established this past 
spring). 

Under the direction of Dr. Walter Gleason, 
assistant sui)erintendenl for curriculum, a 
group of 15 teachers t>egan last year to study 
tcxtlwoks in the system for sexual or racial 
bias. When Dr. Gleason learned that the 
League uas undertaking essentially the same 
task, the administration asked the League to 
lake over the job. 

Using volunteers, the League spent last 
year examining texts at the elementary level, 
primarily for sexual bias. Their conclusion 
was that the books in Winchester are “sub¬ 
stantially not in compliance with 622 
regulations." The League study concluded 
that the texts tended to stereotype women into 
traditional roles; they also noted a racial bias 
in the books used in the system. 

A progress report on Chapter 622 prepared 
by Dr. Gleason prepared in June pointed out, 
however, that “no towns are in present 
compliance, since most texts not recently 
printed are not balanced in content sexually 
and racially.” 

But as a result of the survey. Dr Gleason 
drew up a set of guidelines for the selection of 
new texts. These guidelines slate that 
teachers should “examine texts and work¬ 
books for sex and-or race bias. Priority 
should l>e given to materials which are as free 
as possible of stereotyping and-or 
discrimination and which, also, adhere to the 
high instructional standards of the com¬ 
munity.” 

The guidelines continue; “Where no overt 
sex stereotyping exists, examination should 
be given for implied messages in terms of 
actual text or Illustrations which might have 
a cumulative effect on children in regard to 
their own self-image. 

“Specifically, males and females, as well 
as minority groups, should be shown per¬ 
forming a wide variety of activities.” 

And to make up for the bias in existing 
texts. Gleason suggests. “Supplementary 
materials and-or appropriate activities and 
discussions should be used by teachers to 
counlemct stereotypes...; teachers should 
sensitize students to the stereotyping that 
exists and explore the actual character traits 
(hat we all share as human beings.” 

Study to continue 

The League will continue iLs study of 
school texts this year with an examination of 
the materials used at the secondary levels. 
They will also look at the number of males 
and females enrolled in particular courses, 
see where there are imbalances and try to 
find out why such imbalances exist. And they 
will be examining the athletic budget. 

According to the I.«ague’s Jeanne Duffy, 
who has been active in the 622 study and on 
the ad hoc committee, this year’s study will 
conclude with a report on the entire system at 
the end of the school year. That report will 
include a breakdown of the labor force in the 
schools into various categories; the latter 
task is being done at the request of the ad hoc 
committee. 

There have been about six persons 
working on the League study, and Duffy 
hopes to get more help, especially from 
personnel in the schools. 

Another aspect of the effort to institute 
regulations under Chapter G22 is teacher and 
administrator workshops. Several were held 
last year and more are planned for the 
coming year. 

Three such workshops were held in May. 
The first was May 11-12. a workshop on multi¬ 
ethnic and multi-racial cultures and ex-

challenges from other school committee 
members. 

Connolly did say, when asked what w’ould 
happen to the payments if they were not 
ratified by the committee, that the monies 
would have to be returned or future state 
reimbursements would be endangered. He 
said the money would not be returned by the 
five administrators. 

McAuliffe said. "I’m no match for all these 
Ph D's, but I do know what the word 'ratify' 
means. It means to make legal what is illegal. 
There is no way I will vote for this,” he said. 

In other voke school business, the com¬ 
mittee voted to apply $634,038 in estimated 
slate reimbursements to further reduce 
assessments to member towns for the current 
fiscal year. 

Winchester’s share of the reimbursements 
total $45,114 The town was assessed 
$205,839.32 in Januray. but a revised estimate 
lowered the assessment in July to $196,916.55. 
The August revision chops it again to 
$160,725.09 According to Town Comptroller 
Al Faggiano. the $45,000 savings will decrease 
the town tax rale 22 cents, further low’ering 
the lax increase this year to $1.93. 

Earlier in the month, the school received 
from (he state department of revenue a check 
for $215,807 for delayed reimbursements, 
made possible by a stale deficit appropriation 
voted by the legislature. 

I'itis was followed by a letter from the 
revenue department indicating an add- 
dilional $418,231 in slate aid could be an¬ 
ticipated before the end of the current fiscal 
year 

When the assessments were sent to the 
memlxir cities and towns in February, a 
substantial decrease in anticipated slate 
reimbursements dramatically increased the 
assessment figures The application of the 
$634,038 from the stale will lessen the impact 
on the 12 communities in the district 

Under new state law, vocational 
educational aid is paid directly to the regional

More help needed 


Volunteers filling gaps in 
elementary school programs 


For several years now (he teachers in 
Winchester's schools have been getting a 
helping hand from a dedicated group of 
citizen volunteers participating in a variety of 
programs. 

While the volunteers - including parents 
and senior citizens - have not exactly been 
replacing the system's professional 
educators, (hey have been filling gaps in the 
system in several ways. 

“The single most valuable service is the 
staffing of the elementary school libraries,” 
says Mystic School Principal Dr. Martha 
(Irenzeback. Funds arc not available In the 
budget to professionally staff the libraries, so 
as many as flo parent volunteers have been 
handling the task. 

8 - a result, all of the elementary libraries 
pen at least part time, and most are open 
full time. “We have very committed parents 
who arc as dedicated as the volunteers at the 
hospital.” says Dr, Orenzeback. She notes the 
parents provide subsitutes when they can't 
make ihcir shift; they observe what the 
children like about the libraries and make 
suggestions as to what books to order, with a 
mind to balancing subjects; and they lake 
care of dcc(»rating the rooms, 

Next on Principal Grenzebnek's list is the 
enrichment program, usually run by each 
school’s parent association. The parents 
organize field trips and bring in persons to 
give demonstrations relating to (he 
curriculum, show the children how to do 
things, and lecture on a variety of subjects. 
Sometimes authors are brought in to talk 
about their books. 

“This is a very high quality service,” says 
I)r. (Irenzcback; “We just would never have 
the lime and energy to track down these in¬ 
dividuals,” She notes the enrichment groups 
preview the programs before they recom¬ 
mend them to the schools. 

t 

One program that varies from one school 


to the next is the volunteer reading program. 
In general, parents come in to listen to the 
children read and talk about the books. 

Al the Vinson-Owen School, the reading 
program has been staffed by volunteer senior 
citizens since 1972. V-0 Principal Dr. Clare 
Corcoran syas of the seniors, “They're 
terrific...They’re the most reliable kind of 
I>eople you can get. They love lo work with the 
kids...I wish we had twice as many of them.” 

V-0 had six seniors participating last year, 
hut as many as a dozen have been in the 
program. The work doesn’t require any 
special teaching skills, and it offers the 
children a chance to share a learning ex¬ 
perience with the seniors, something that in 
today's mobile society is not always possible 
on a regular basis. 

AssisSant Superintendent for Curriculum 
Dr. Walter Gleason says as many as 50 
volunteers have been involved in the reading 
programs. W'hether or not a school has such a 
program, and how it is run, is pretty much up 
to the individual principal. 

And (here are other ways volunteers work 
with the schools. The parent associations help 
set up (he outdoor education program, 
arranging the fund-raising to support cam¬ 
ping trips to Cape Cod, And volunteers help 
out with curriculum studies, such as the one 
completed this spring on health education. 
That report has led to plans to integrate marc 
health education into the curriculum this 
year. 

But all of these programs could use more 
volunteers. Dr. Gleason laments that, “Il’s a 
perennial probelm getting volunteers.” Dr, 
Corcoran echoes the need for more help. 
Anyone interested in participating in any of 
these programs should contact either their 
local parent organization or the school 
principal. 

“We have a lot of lay talent in this town,” 
comments Dr. Grenzeback, “and 1 think we 
should make the optimum use of it.” 



Eight committees to study 
consolidation at high school 


There are going to be quite a few changes 
at Winchester High School in the next few 
vears 

In 19H0. the school will shift from a three- 
year lo a four-year program. And in the face 
of declining enrollments, it seems certain 
Ihere will have lo be a consolidation of high 
school pnigrams 

What will the changes he? When will they 
lake place, and under what guidelines? 

'Phese (luestions will he the focus of eight 
committees which Principal Vincent Larocco 
plans to establish this year. The committees. 
Larocco h(»pos. will be made up of students, 
parents, and lacully, Siaya Larocco, “We have 
1<» evaluate evervlhing we’re doing.” 

'(’he committees will not look so much at 
tiK' content of courses, but rather at ihi' 
sequence of studies to best determine how to 
consolidate education in grades 9-12. The 
eight groups will concentrate on eurriculuni, 
grafluation r(*(|uiremenls: guidance; school 
policies, rules and regulations; and the 
library 

This year thiTo will be about H»0() students 
in grades 9-12. According to enrollment 
projeetioiis, there will he about 1330 students 
in those grades by 19»0. when the school is to 
go lo a lour-vear program And, if the 
projeclions hoki, that number may drop to 850 
by 

••There's mxiucstion in my mind that the 
c urriculum and athletics will have to eon- 
solidate.” affirms l.arocco The object of 
c'slablisliing llie eight commillees is to 
smooth the Iransilion. lo provide for 
•reasonable and logical changes, and to 


make the community aware “that change Is 
going to have to come.” 

One area where cuts will probably be 
made is elective courses. “There's no way in 
my mind we can offer as many electives in 
the future as we do now.” says Larocco. 

Some courses may have to be eliminated: 
others may be combined into full-year 
courses; specialized studies in Fngtish and 
social studies may be merged into survey 
courses 

Another (|ueslion is. can the high school 
afford to offer five languages as it does now? 
•'We will leach anything the town wants to 
pay for,” comments the principal, “but 
sooner or later you have to look and decide 
whal the town will pay for.” 

■Athletics will also probably he con¬ 
solidated. Some learns may merge. One 
possibility offered by I^arocco was to have 
Ihrec instead of four football teams. Some 
sports off(*red now may not be around al all in 
«i few years 

•‘You have lo decide at whal point do you 
delete a particular sf>ort.“ Laroccosays. But 
he adds, “As long as the kids take advantage 
of the sports, obviously we will run them.” 

'I'here is another consideration in all this: 
In 19H3. Winche.ster High School will b(‘ re¬ 
evaluated by the New lOngland Association of 
Secondary Schools and Colleges for ac¬ 
creditation, “We want lo pre-plan, so that by 
1980 we’ll have thought things out us l)est we 
can. .and we can have a fairly stable setup by 
1983 when the re-evaluation is underway.” 
l.ar(K'co explains.

the state census would be brought 
Into line with those of the federal 
census. The change Is basically a 
technical one requiring that the 
census consider a person an 
Inhabitant of the city or town of his 
usual place of residence. 

Supporters say it would result in 
the census including more students 
and other.s. thus Increasing funding 
allocations based on population 
figures, and easing voter standards. 

City and Town Charters; This 
amendment would allow 18 months 
Inste.ad of the current 10 for sub¬ 
mission of a final charter revision 
proposal to the board of selectmen 
or city council. 

Supporters say the extra eight 
months would allow for additional 
Input from citizens and allow more 
time tor public hearings and final 
work, and would allow cities with bi¬ 
annual elections to put it on the 
ballot without a long period of 
inactivity afler final submission. 

I-’orccd Busing: Forced busing of 
public school students would be 
prohibited. The amendment 
provides that "no student shall be 
assigned to or denied admittance lo 
a public school on the basts of race, 
coloi', national origin or creed.” 

Supi)orters say forced busing has 
caused racial tension and 
deterioration of education In Boston 
which have caused thousands of 
children to leave Boston schools. 
Opponents say the amendment 
would dery equal educational op¬ 
portunities to black students and 
would continue segregation policies. 

Open Space Areas: The amen¬ 
dment would give the legislature the 
imwer to establish different tax 
I'ates for certain open space areas 
including wild or forest lands and 
lands I'etalned In natural state tor 
pi-eserviitlon of wildlife, as well as 
recreational lands. 

If Questions 1 and 7 pass, open 
space land would be taxed at 26 
percent of fair cash valuation. If 
Ciiu-.stion 7 passes alone, the 
Lcfdslatui'e would have lo pass a 
separate bill setting the percent of 
fall- cash valuation at which open 
space would he taxed.

Property Classification: The 
question would allow the legislature 
to classify real property according 
to Its use In no more than four 
categories. During the 1978 session 
the legislature approved a separate 
bill which sets four classes and rates 
for taxation: residential at 40 per¬ 
cent of fair cash valuation, com¬ 
mercial at 50 percent, Industrial at 
55 percent, open space at 25 percent.

Results of The Star Reader Survey 


There were a few surprises, a few expected trends, and a few over¬ 
whelming decisions in the first Star Reader Survey which went out in the 
July 20 edition of The Star. 

Sixty-two responses were tabulated, not a bad count considering the 
time of year and how difficult tt usually is to get people to answer 
something by mall. 

While the replies are far from conclusive, given the relatively low 
number of responses, they reveal some Interesting attitudes that are 
worth recording. 

It should be noted that some respondents were apparently confused by 
some of the questions, and some answered others unneccesarlly. For 
example, a couple of persons who answered Question No. 26 by saying 
they shopped more often than not In Winchester Center went ahead and 
answered the next question, which was directed at those who do not shop 
often In Winchester Center. 

In other cases, people checked more than one response per question, 
which In most cases was fine. Consequently, the numbers do not always 
add up to 62. 

The questions themselves could have used some Improvement here 
and there, judging by the responses. Question No. 3 should undoubtedly 
have included "education” as a possible response; four persons wrote It 
In, and It may be safe to conclude others would have If the option had been 
there. 

On Question No. 7, there should have been a "none of the above" 
response; we counted all blanks (and some write-ins) as negative 
responses.

Two points were made clear, judging by the margin of the responses: 

-By a 52-9 margin, respondents said they felt that declining 
enrollments justify closing schools. As a corollary to that, readers In¬ 
dicated by a 46-14 margin that saving 25 to 60 cents on the tax rate along 
with declining enrollments justifies closing schools. 

—By a 62-5 margin, the greatest spread In the survey, residents felt 
Winchester Hospital provides adequate health care for the community. 

In answering the questions about taxes, readers said they would like to 
see a tax limiting amendment and that they would favor cutting bacK 
local services to cut the tax rate. Most felt the cuts should come In ad¬ 
ministration, though a lot of those responding checked several areas. A 
majority felt two percent would be a fair tax rate, with most of the rest 
preferlng either one or four percent. 

Quite a few people supported binding arbitration for public em¬ 
ployees; most who answered positively checked all three of the employee 
categories. And readers favored a residential preference rule by a 44-16 
margin. 

A plurality of readers said they would like to see a teen center 
established in Winchester, although a sizeable portion responded 
negatively to the idea. Most who favored the teen center said the town 
should be willing to pick up part of the coat, though very few said Win¬ 
chester should pick up the whole tab. 

A large group felt Winchester Is faced with a serious youth drinking 
problem; a smaller group felt drugs are a serious problem here. 

Most people who returned their survey said they did not have children

In the school system, and the gre.it majority of those people said they felt 
closed classrooms were more effective. However, parent.s who had 
children In open classroom situations, for the most part, felt either that 
open classrooms were preferable, or that the effectiveness depended 
more on the teacher. 

By a 35-19 margin, renders favored maintaining smaller elementary 
schools, thoUFh the number favoring larger schools was siirpi Ising. 

Most favored a smaller, more specialized hospital such a.s Winchester 
Hospital over a regionalized facility; however, most also felt they would 
rather see a consolidated facility built Inside Winchester, 

Most of the questions on racial problems were a loss-up. Headers split 
30-24, most agreeing there are problems in the schools; and ‘24-31. most 
believing there aren’t problems In the neighborhoods. People felt by a 37- 
15 margin that assimilation would be more effective than an agency In 
dealing with raci.il problems. And readers were divided over what causes 
such problems. 

It Is Interesting to note that many of those who replied that there are 
no racial problems In the schools or the community at large went to the 
trouble of explaining where the problems come from. 

Half the readers said they shopped at the Burlington Mall more than in 
downtown Winchester. But many of those recorded multiple an wen , so 
It Is difficult to assess the results.

Corn and squmpkins 
Dr. Gross specialty 


Dr, and Mrs. Brian H. Gross enjoy gar* 
dening so much that their garden has 
mushroomed out of its garden and into the 
street. 

Twenty-foot liigh corn sUilks shadow 
Webster street where the doctor and his wife 
have lived for throe years. There’s hardly a 
square yard of the Gross's properly that isn't 
planted with either sun flowers, squmpkins, 
tomatoes, herbs or cucumbers, 

Dr. Gross says he's been gardening since 
he was seven or eight years old. ‘it involves a 
lot of time during the spring planting season, 
hut once everything comes up. all you have to 
do is pick it." Dr. Gross said. 

A few years ago, Dr. Gross and his w'ife 
traveled through Peru where they picked up 
an unusual but spiecial addition to their 
garden. A Mestizo indiun gave Ihe Gross's 
native corn seeds which produce the 20-foo( 
high stalks and 18-inch long cobs' rarely seen 
around here, 

The corn grows from Mexico to Peru and 
thrives in very dry and hot areas, but Dr 
Gross said, us he looked skyward at the corn 
•'ll seems to be doing well here." The corn is 
mainly used for meal, and is very starchy. 
The doctor said he tried to make chowder out 
, of it last year, "but it was very pasty." 

So that his neighbors can test the corn in 
their gardens. Dr, Gross has posted a sign 
beneath the corn which reads. “Free seeds 
for the asking, just knock at the door." 

The* corn is also used for alpaca and llama 
feed in central and South America. Dr. Gross 
explained "We were really grateful that the 
native gave us this corn." he said. 

Gross’s corn is periodically visited by 
raccoons. The doctor said the scavengers

Also, now that CKTA workers will become 
part of the town unions. Arlington, which Ms. 
Chappelle said has been “fairly supportive" 
of CETA. supplements some CETA salaries. 

Both Arlington and Winchester officials 
agree that Ihe $10,000 cutoff figure is low. 
Chase said $10,000 mav be enough in other 
regions of the country where the cost of living 
isn’t as much as it is in the Northeast. "We’re 
in the second highest income area in the 
country and our welfare benefits are higher 
than anywhere else in Ihe country," he said. 

Ms. Chappelle said there Is legislation in 
Congress calling for a $15,000 ceiling for 
CETA in high income areas, but an - 


junemndment to that legislation may drop it 
to $12,000, 

Of the 5.2 percent unemployed in Win¬ 
chester. most are skilled, office, ad¬ 
ministrative workers. "They’re not going to 
work for less than $10,000," Chase said. 

Even though full-t ime town employees and 
CETA workers experience some problems 
working together, unions in both towns agree 
that CETA is needed. In Arlington. CETA 
workers are becoming members of the 
unions, and Ms, Chappelle said she "can’t see 
how this could not help improve relationships 
between the regular employees and the CETA 
workers." 

She said there is a misconception that 
(’ETA workers are going to displace regular 
employees. "This is not true because it is 
specifically prohibited in CETA policies," she 
said. 

"We have our problems with the workers. 


but most of it Is informational problems 
which I hope to correct in the coming year. 
There just needs to be better communication 
and understanding of our programs," she 
said. 

In Winchester, Groux said CETA em¬ 
ployee problems are one of the reasons why 
he wants to get more supervisors. "It creates 
a morale problem when a CETA worker isn’t 
pulling his load," Groux said. He explained 
that town employees are judged by their 
supervisors every day, whereas CETA em¬ 
ployees are not judged as often, "When a 
regular employee sees that the CETA worker 
has more slippage and is not pulling his 
weight, then fallen efficiency with the regular 
employee usually results,” Groux said. "We 
don’t have the same ability to discipline a 
CETA worker and to correct a problem with a 
CETA worker as we do with our own em¬ 
ployees," he said. 


usually strike early in the morning, anout .i 
ii.m,. and totally destroy a few stalks. The 
cobs arc entirely eaten by the vultures, he 
said. Squirrels and other rodents feast on his 
tomatoes and other small plants hut the 
raccoons usually stick to the corn. 

Sunflowers, which line the Gross’s front 
yard and nearly engulf his white Colonial- 
style house, arc occassionally destroyed by 
seed-loving squirrels. 

' Despite the unexpected diners, the Gross 
garden is burgeoning. Gross said he grew a 
UU-pnund squmpkin there last year and a 
similar-sized one is nearly matured. 

The doctor explained that a Wilmington 
man, Hugh Wiberg developed .squmpkin, half 
Big Max pumpkin and half European squash, 
in his backyard in 1971. Wiberg explains that 
the squmpkin was developed accidentally. 
"We had Big Max pumpkins on one side of the 
yard, and the giant gray squash on a back 
corner, It never occurred to us that the two 
plants were close enough genetically to allow 
for crossing." he .said. 

Since breeding the first squmpkin. Wiberg 
has received about 2000 requests for free 
seeds. "The response has been slightly 
overwhelming, but. fortunately, there were 
enough seeds to go around” 

The largest squmpkin Wiberg has grown is 
228 pounds, developed in 1975, hut Clarence 
Humphrey of Woburn holds the “all-time 
record for squmpkins," growing a liOl-pound 
monster in 1975, The colors of the squmpkin 
range from grey to green, and yellow to 
orange. Although Wiberg considers the food 
quality of the cross breed as “only fair,” he 
sdid it3 value lies in its interest.

Issues and answers 


Senate candidates questionnaire 


Voters in (he Fourth Middlesex District 
are faced with a three-way choice this year 
for stale Senate, and the hottest race so far is 
between the two Democratic candidates, 
incumbent Samuel llotondi and challenger 
James J, Lyons Jr. 

Lyons, an Arlington resident and a 
member of the Arlington School Committee, 
and Rotondi, a Winchester resident and first- 
term senator, will meet in the Democratic 
Primary Sept. 17. 

The winner of that contest will face 
Republican Diane Porter of Lexington in the 
Nov 7 general election. 

In order to give voters a means of com¬ 
paring the positions of these three candidates 
on a variety of issues. The Winchester Star 
and The Arlington .Advocate have put 
together this questionnaire. Each of the 
questions is followed by the responses of the 
three candidates, taken over the telephone 

The Fourth Middlesex District includes 
Arlington, Winchester. Woburn, wards 1-3 
and 5 in Lexington, and ward 6 in Medford. 

If elected, would >ou hold any other 
position, either elected or professional, while 
in office? 

PORTER: "No, I would quit my job and 
work full time in the Senate." 

LYONS: Lyons runs a small flower 
business on weekends for about 20 weeks a 
vear; he says he would maintain that 
business and says it will not interfere w’ith his 
position in the Senate As for his committee 
position, he says. "I would stay on the 
Arlington School Committee; I feel the link lo 
(he legislature would be beneficial lo 
Arlington and the other communities." 


I)<i you support compulsory binding ar¬ 
bitration for ]>olice and fire or other public 
rniployees? How do you explain your 
position? 

PORTER: "No. An outside arbitrator does 
nol have the responsibility of paying the 
hills. . . If you want to run a town well, you 
have to know what bills you're going to have 
to pay." 

LYONS: "The state should nol force 
communities to fund programs the com¬ 
munities don't want; it should be up to the 
local communities." Lyons concluded that he 
is opposed to the slate mandating binding 
arbitration for the cities and towns. 

ROTONDI: Rotondi says he voted against

binding arbitration in his first year because 
"1 lelt my district was opposed to it" atid 
"because it obviates the whole concepi of 
home rule." However, Rotondi did support a 
compromise which stipulates that municipal 
unions may turn lo arbitration only when a 
community is shown lo he acting "in had 
f$ith" and which, unlike the original version, 
allows the arbitrator to choose a settlement 
between (he two sides' positions 

Rotondi says he is "keeping an eye «)n it" 
lo see how the new version works out 

MHT.A employees iecenll> staged a one- 
day strike lo pr<»tesl a bill eliminating 
autoinalic qnarlerlv cost of living increases 
and niaiidnling that (he arbitrator take the 
ability of the cities and towns to pay into 
consideralion in (lie setllenieiil of a ciintract. 
How would you liave voted on that bill? 

PORTER: Mrs. Porler says she wiiuld 
have voted against the MBTA employees’ 
position: that she is againsi binding ar- 
nitration; that she thinks the MBTA pay scale 
is loo high; and that she opposes the 
automatic cost of living increases. 

LYONS: On the ability of cities and low’ns 
lo pay for settlements. Lyons says "The 
arbitrator must begin to take that into con¬ 


sideration.” As for the cost of living in¬ 
creases. he says, "They were negotiated at 
the bargaining (able, and I feel that’s where 
they should be taken away." He also cited (he 
MBTA for "weak management." 

ROTONDI: Rotondi voted in favor of the 
bill, l)ecause, "1 feel it is a reasonable 
provision to have consideration of ability of 
taxpayers lo pay” and "the cost of living 
increase simply does not give any incentive lo 
negotiate t'lfler the contract expires." Rotondi 
says the increases should be tied to the 
contract. 

Wlint is your position nn the bottle bill? 

PORTER: "I am in favor of it and would 
work for It." 

LYONS: "I don’t support the bottle bill 
legislation. I don't believe it attacks the entire 
litter problem," I.yons says he would like lo 
see a bill "lor total litter control" and "an 
education program to begin to show people 
the (‘ffects of litter.” [..yons says "the 
business community would adversely suffer" 
and that senior citizens would be burdened by 
having to carl bottles back lo stores under the 
pro)>osed legislation. 

ROTONDI: "I iiol only support it. I will 
refile it and will carry it in the next Senate." 
Rotondi cites energy savings, a possible cut in 
prices to consumers, and the growing solid 
waste problem as reasons for support. He 
added (hat the opposition of small businesses 
IS eontradicled hy the experience cited by the 
V’ermonl (Irocers’ Association; Vermont has 
;i bottle bill. and. according lo Rotondi, Ihe 
grocers report making a better profit as a 
result. 

U'oiiUI > ou favor raising (hr drinking ago? 
If so. to whal le\'el? 

PORTER: "\'es, lo at least 19." 

LYONS: "^■es. to 21." 


For what critiies. if any. wiiuld you ap¬ 
prove of inandalory seiileiues? 

PORTER: Mrs. Porler says she would 
support "mandatory sentences for most 
crimes, taking into consideration Ihe 
defendant’s age. previous record, and other 
things. . .If they know that they have a 
cei'tain punishment lobenieledoul. it maybe 
a deterrent. We tried it Ihe other way and 
it’s nol working."

LYONS; Lyons supports mandatory 
sentences lor first degree murder, rape, and 
selling hard drugs. He said the legislature has 
lo "take a tough stand againsi crime." 

ROTONDI: Rotondi says he is "hesitant lo 
support most mandatory sentences because 
of past ex|ienence\vi(h the Harlley-Foxx Bill, 
which mandates a one-year sentence for 
illegal posession of a firearm; he says that 
becausi'ol the mandatory sentence, the law is 
nol lK*ing administered judges are 

throwing eases out rather than sending people 
lo prison However. Rotondi says he would 
support mandatory sentences for 
•‘premeditated, first degree murder 
situations" such as international or political 
terrorism and contract killing, and for "real 
hard drug pushing and selling." 

Do you favor capital iiunishmeiU? 

PORTER: "^■es. unfortunately. . . It's a 
shame, but it has gotten to the point where 
something has to be done, and that might just 
wr)rk, for certain crimes." 

l,^■ONS: "Yes 1 do," replies Lyons, noting 
he supports reinstatement of capital punish¬ 
ment as laid out in ilou.se Rill K20. 


ROTONDI: Rotondi opposed the bill 
brought to the legislature this year (House 
H20) "because (he state Supreme Court said it 
was unconstitutional." However, the same 
hill was to come before a constitutional 
convention as an amendment to the con¬ 
stitution; Rotondi says he would have sup¬ 
ported the bill in that form. But the bill never 
made it to the floor of the convention. Rotondi 
says he supports capital punishment for 
“certain first degree, premeditated murder 
charges." 

Would yon support a constitutional 
iimendinenl lo repeal the slate Equal Rights 
Amend luoiil? 

PORTER: "No." 

LYONS: "It passed the referendum: if the 
people want another referendum, I would 
support another referendum." 

ROTONDI: "No way. , . I wholeheartedly 
support it." 

W’ould you support efforts lo gain equal 
rights for homosexuals? 

PORTER: "Any discrimination is unfair. 
I’ersonally. I think it’sanabnormal state; but 
as long as they don't flaunt it, I don't care 
what they do. You can't ignore history when 
some of our most famous teachers, poets and 
artists were ‘different’; we can’t close the 
door on the whole community” She said she 
can accept the job rights of homosexuals "as 
long as they don’t teach that it is normal" to 
l)e one. “I would not work for them, but I 
would not work againsi them." 

I.YDNS: "I would not support legilalion 
that would allow homosexuals lo leach" and 
"any legislation that would force local 
communities lo hire admitted homosexuals. I 
am absolutely opposed to that legislation." 

ROTONDI: "While I don’t condone 
homosexual behavior, I Ihink that they 
deserve the same rights to public em- 
|)loymenl as anybody else does. If a person is 
overtly showing signs of any misbehavior or 
incorrect lifestyle" and is thereby "adversely 
affecting other people,” that is one thing, says 
Rotondi; but "a person living their life and 
doing their Job should not be discriminated 
againsi solely because they are homosexual.” 

Whal Is your position regarding slate- 
funded abortions? 

PORTER: "I’m againsi it. Abortion is a

private decision that has lo he made hy every 
woman and man involved They have the 
constitutional right loan abortion: but I don't 
think the slate should ask the citizens for tax 
dollars lo support those abortions. I would 
have voled againsi it." 

LYONS: "I am absolutely opposed to 
stale-luiiried abortions.” says I.yons. who 
notes that the US Supreme Court ruled in 1‘I77 
that slates do nol have lo spend public monies 
to support abortions, and that Massachusetts 
is only one of 12 stales that does so. 

ROTONDI:"! am strongly opposed to 
abortion . . The US Supreme Court, 
however, has declared a it a constitutional 
right lo all women in this country to terminate 
pregnancies under certain guidelines and in 
certain periods However much anyone may 
disagree with this decision, it is nevertheless 
a constitutional right. In the American 
system, constitutional rights are for 
everybody; price lags should nol be put on 
consiilulional rights. If you disagree with one, 
we have an orderly process by which we can 
change them. . . Tne stale Senate cannol 
change that constitutional right, and even 
after Ihe funds were cut. abortion remains 
legal and accessible in Massachusetts "

Do you favor maintnlning riscDl outonomv 
for school cominiUecs? 

I’OKTKH: “No. I have watched the school 
budget in town meeting, and it’s the biggest 
single line item. , . if iwo-thirds of a town 
.ceting or council feels there is a discrepancy 
in the budget, that's enough for (he town to be 
able to look into the school budget,” 

LYONS: “I do not feel the stale should 
force local communities to front programs 
the local communities don’t want.” Lyons 
says. He adds fiscal autonomy is “another 
example of the state forcing things upon the 
community.” 

UOTONDI: “No. . . I dont don’t believe 
any governmental body in the country 
deserves autonomy.” Rotondi says fiscal 
autonomy is “inconsistent” with a govern¬ 
ment of checks and balances. He concludes, 
“The way to address fiscal autonomy is to 
allow for an override of it by a two-thiros vote 
of the governing body,” 

What is your opinion of the court reform 
package which recently passed the 
legislature? 

PORTEIl: "It’s about time. Sixty-one 
percent of the assessment for the county is for 
the courts: to get that off our backs is going to 
l>e wonderful.” However, Mrs. Porter feels 
"it should have been done all in one move 
rather than over three years; we need the 
help right now.” 

I.VONS: Lyons says he believes “the state 
legislature passed big pay raises in the guise 
of court reform.” Lvons cites the tax burden 
on local citizens and says “the lime has come 
for the higher-ups in the court system to bite 
the bullet.” He calls the court reform bill 
“fiscally irresponsible.” 

ROTONDI: "I not only supported it but 
helped write it. The bill gets county govern¬ 
ment out of the court system, compacts 500 
separate budgets into one, takes the court 
costs off the property tax. and makes full use 


nf all available judicial personnel and 
facilities. It is therefore a major positive 
reorganization of the system. 

“The only problem with the bill was the 
large pay raises to judges.” Rotondi says he 
supported an amendment to spread the raises 
over an eight year period instead of the two 
years approved. However, he pointed out the 
reform package came out of conference 
committee with the two-year raises with no 
more chances to amend. Says Rotondi, 
“While I consider the raises to be high for a 
two year period, there were simply too many 
overriding benefits to let it die for that 
reason.” 


Assuming you agree that the tax burden Is 
of paramount concern to local residents, what 
relief would you propose or support? 

PORTER: Mrs. Porter says she favors a 
“two-pronged attack.” Says she. “I am in 
favor and have worked for over a year for the 
Citizens for Limited Taxation Amendment to 
the constitution,” which would limit the 
authority of the state to tax according to a 
formula based on the total, combined per¬ 
sonal income of the state's residents. Mrs. 
Porter says she is “absolutely furious” $bout 
what the legislative leadership did in 
amending that proposal (the legislature 
expanded its ability lo tax under the amend¬ 
ment). She says she would support the tax 
limitation amendment in its original form. 

The second part of her attack would be a 
limit on property taxes, “at least two and a 
half percent and no higher of market value.” 

I.YONS: “The stale has to begin to run a 
more efficient organization and make cuts to 
bring the budget down. Local governments 
have held the line, then the slate comes In and 
the taxes go up.” Lyons favors more local 
control and less state mandated programs. 

He also feels there should be a mandate 
that a certain percentage of the state budget 
will be returned to the communities for local 
aid lo reduce taxes, “with no strings at¬ 
tached.” “We need permanent local aid and 
permanent (ax relief instead of election year 
rhetoric,” says Lyons, who notes there was 
much said about the increase in local aid this

year but little said about the increases in 
assessments from the MBTA, MDC, and other 
sources. 


ROTONDI: Rotondi says the burden 
should be lifted off the property (ax, by court 
reform this year, and next year by taking the 
cost of MBTA express service out of the 
assessments to local communities. He also 
notes that the state is “moving to a 50 percent 
assumption” of educational costs by fiscal 
year 1983. 

Rotondi also favors “a reasonable cut in 
property (axes throughout the state.” He says 
he will also support a change in the double flat 
rate income tax. calling the five percent 
charge on earned income “regressive” and 
the 10 percent charge on unearned income “a 
penalty to sensible investment and to the 
elderly” living on savings accounts. He would 
favor a “piggyback” tax, whereby the state 
(ax would be tied by a formula to the federal 
tax, which he says would “alleviate some of 
the administrative costs of the department of 
corporations and taxation” 


How much of a role should government 
play In our private lives (in such ways as. for 
example, mandating use the use of motor¬ 
cycle helmets or regulating food and drugs)? 

PORTER: “Our biggest problem is that 
government has gotten too big; that’s why we 
can’t afford it anymore. . . We have kidded 
ourselves into the illusion that government 
can solve all of our problems. . .Government 
itself is our biggest problem. We have to begin 
unclogging ourselves from big government. 
When this starts to happen, we’ll start to see 
(he pendulum swing back, financially, 
economically; the less government we have, 
the belter off we’ll be.” 


LYONS: “Government has gotten too big. 
it has gotten into too many thSngs. We should 
let the local communities begin to control 
what goes on. . . In general, government has 
put too many controls onto local communities 
and thereby to the people.” 

ROTONDI: "I have come to one con¬ 
clusion since I have been in the Senate.- The 
government cannot legislate morality; nor 
can it legislate in favor of or against cultural 
trends. And I believe government has to be 
very guarded when it begins to legislate into 
the area that is controlled by human 
choice. . .Obviously this human choice must 
be a reasonable one. . . We must allow some 
reasonable choice to the individual.”

The House and Senate 

Of the thousands of bills filed for 
consideration In the 1978 
Massachusetts Legislature, only a 
handful ever pass all the legislative 
hurdles and eventually appear on 
the Governor's desk. And only a 
portion of those that make It to the 
governor's desk, are approved by 
the chief executive. 

This week's roll call highlights 13 
major pieces of legislation that 
received final approval In the House 
and Senate and records local 
legislators' roll call votes on them. 

Eight of the bills were signed by 
the governor and are now law, while 
the other five were vetoed or 
amended by the governor and never 
became law. 

Racing bill (H609e) - House ap¬ 
proved 148-67, Senate approved 27-9, 
and governor signed July 19, a bill 
giving the state's dog and horse 
racing tracks a $9 million tax break. 
The measure gives the horsemen 
and tracks a larger share of the 
dally handle, and reduces the por¬ 
tion the state collects in taxes. 

Supporters hope the bill will, help 
ball out the state's tracks which they 
say are In poor financial shape. 
Opponents claim passage of the bill 
was simply a move to help the 
state's racing Interests at the ex¬ 
pense of the taxpayer. 

Rep. Sherman W. Saltmarsh Jr. 
voted against the racing bill; Sen. 
Samuel Rotondl voted for It. 

Ckiurt reform (S1322) - House 
approved 181-29, Senate approved 
34-3 and governor signed July 18, the 
court reorganization plan which 
provides for the state takeover of 
court funding from the counties and 
completely reorganizes and 
restructures the state's court 
system. 

Supporters claim the bill will 
truly reform and streamline the 
court system, while helping to 
reduce the property tax. Some op¬ 
ponents objected to what they called 
massive and outrageous pay hikes in 


the package which would hurt the 
taxpayer. 

Both Rep. Saltmarsh and Sen. 
Rotondl voted forthe package. 

Capital outlay (H6118) - House 
approved 149-72, Senate approved 
32-1, and governor signed July 20, 
the $207 million capital outlay 
budget. The package Includes 
several new projects including a $58 
million state transportation building 
for Park Plaza and the refinancing 
of $672 million In bonds. 

Supporters defend the package as 
a reasionable and sound one, while 
opponents said It Is another example 
of the state spending taxpayers' 
money for nonessential projects. 

Both local legislators voted for 
the package. 

Deficiency budget (Heil8) - 
House approved 162-45, Senate 
approved 28-7, and governor signed 
July 14, the $83 million deficiency 
budget for the fiscal year which 
ended June 30. 

Supporters say the package is a 
sound compromise one and denied 
charges it is loaded with waste. 
Opponents objected to many items. 
Including a section hiking the at¬ 
torney general's salary from $37,500 
to $44,500. 

Saltmarsh opposed and Rotondl 
voted for the deficiency budget. 

Property classification (H6054) - 
House approved 143-68, (no Senate 
roll call) and governor signed July 
24, the bill allowing tor the taxation 
of real property by usage 
classification. This bill Is the 
enabling legislation designed to 
Implement the constitutional 
amendment If It Is passed by the 
voters on the November ballot. 

The measure establishes four 
different categories for tax 
classification - residential property 
to be taxed at 40 percent of fair cash 
valuation; commercial at 50 per¬ 
cent; Industrial at 56 percent; and 
open space at 25 percent. 

Supporters claim the bill and the 
constitutional amendment, if ap¬ 


proved by voters, will shift some of 
the tax burden from homeowners to 
businesses when cities and towns go 
to 100 percent revaluation. 
Opponents are fighting passage of 
the amendment, saying It is not fair 
to commercial businesses and will 
further damage the business climate 
in the state. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against the 
bill. 

$4.9 billion budget (HS710) - 
House approved 136-84, (no Senate 
roll call) and governor signed July 
10, the $4.9 billion fiscal 1979 budget. 
The governor vetoed several sec¬ 
tions, including the anti-abortion 
language which the House and 
Senate later overrode. 

Provisions Include $88 million for 
state takeover of county court costs; 
a cut In the meals tax from six to five 
percent; $160 million for additional 
school aid to be distributed through 
a new formula; and language 
prohibiting use of medicaid funds 
and state employee's Insurance 
benefits (or abortions. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted against the 
budget package. 

Ethics bill (S1626) - House ap¬ 
proved 216-12, (no Senate roll call) 
and governor signed June 6, the bill 
establishing an ethics code for state 
and county officials and creating an 
Independent ethics commission to 
enforce the provisions of the 
measure. 

Supporters say the bill is an 
Important one and strikes a balance 
between the elected and appointed 
official's .right to privacy and the 
public's right to know about the 
officials' finances. Some opponents 
say the bill is too weak and should be 
stronger, while others claim It goes 
too tar and will discourage qualified 
people from seeking office because 
of the broad financial disclosure 
requirements. 

Saltmarsh voted for the package. 

MBTA arbitration (H8056) - 

House approved 174-42, (no Senate 
roll call) and Governor signed July 


13, the bill establishing certain 
factors an arbitrator must base his 
findings upon during arbitration 
proceedings between the MBTA and 
Its workers. The measure also limits 
cost of living Increases granted to 
the length of the contract and 
freezes salaries of MBTA 
management for 13 months. 

Supporters argue the measure Is 
a step in the right direction toward 
helping to control rising MBTA coats 
and reducing the rising annual 
deficit. Opponents say the measure 
Is "anti-labor" and claim it will 
severely hurt MBTA workers and 
even jeopardize millions of dollars In 
federal funds. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted for the bill. 

Motorcycle helmets (H5542) - 
Senate approved 17-12, House ap¬ 
proved 127-81, but failed to override 
the governor's veto of a bill 
repealing the law requiring all 
motorcyclists and their passengers 
to wear protective helmets. The 
measure requires only those under 
18 to wear helmets. 

Supporters say that adults over 
18 should have the choice of whether 
to wear a helmet. Opponents point to 
studies showing the helmets have 
prevented deaths in many cases. 

Saltmarsh favored requiring only 
those under 18 to wear helmets. 

Redlining (H5737) - House ap¬ 
proved 168-18, Senate approved 32-6, 
a bill designed to prevent 
"redlining" by banks. Redlining is 
the practice by which banks ar¬ 
bitrarily deny mortgages for houses 
based on the location of the dwelling 
in poor and blighted areas. 

The bill was sent to Governor 
Dukakis, who returned It with 
several amendments to the 
Legislature where-no further action 
was taken. 

Supporters say the bill is a 
reasonable one which outlaws ar¬ 
bitrary redlining but does not 
completely tie bankers' hands and 
force them to make unwise' In¬ 
vestments. Opponents claim the bill 


is too watered down and would do 
nothlftg to prevent redlining. They 
noted they supported stronger 
legislation. 

Both Rep. Saltmarsh and Sen. 
Rotondl voted for the bill. 

(Editors' note: The following 
three bills were passed by the House 
and Senate and then pocket-vetoed 
by Governor Dukakis. A pocket-veto 
Is a veto by the Governor, after the 
legislature has adjourned, and the 
measures cannot be returned to the 
Legislature tor action on the veto.) 

Drinking age (H791) - House 
approved 195-30, Senate approved 
23-10, and Governor "pocket- 
vetoed" a bill hiking the drinking 
age from 18 to 19. 

Supporters argue the hike would 
help get liquor out of the high schools 
and reduce llquoi'-related traffic 
accidents. Opponents say the hike Is 
not the answer to the problem and 
noted 18 year olds who have other 
adult responsibilities should be able 
to drink. 

Both local legislators favored 
hiking the drinking age to 19. 

Mandatory sentences (H4881) - 
House approved 179-38, (no Senate 
roll call) and governor "pocket 
vetoed" a measure imposing a 
mandatory 25-year jail sentence for 
those over 21 convicted of the sale 
or manufacture of certain drugs 
worth more than $25,000. 

Supporters say the bill would get 
the drug dealers off the streets and 
Into jail where they belong. 
Opponents argue the bill allows no 
flexibility in special cases and may 
even lead to judges acquitting 
dealers rather than Imposing a 25- 
year sentence. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted forthe bill. 

MDC arbitration (H5938) - House 
approved 141-62, Senate approved 
25-1, and governor "pocket vetoed" 
the measure giving binding ar¬ 
bitration rights to the state police 
and MDC police officers below the 
rank of captain. 

Supporters say the bill protects 


public safety by giving binding 
arbitration rights to those groups 
and insuring their continued per¬ 
formance during negotiations. 
Opponents claim the bill would lead 
to rising costs and taxes and noted 
there have been no major problems 
with MDC police negotiations. 

Rep. Saltmarsh opposed and Sen. 
Rotondl voted tor the bill.

My suspicion is thst once past a 
certain age — say 12 or there¬ 
abouts — most people can take or 
leave a trip to the zoo. I know 1 
can. But then my bias springs from 
an early traumatic experience at 
the Franklin Park Zoo when I was 
four. My mother had taken me 
there one summer afternoon, and 
like most toddlers I just couldn’t 
get close enough to those magical 
wonderful animals I had seen only 
in my picture books. At the ele¬ 
phant house, I ducked under the 
railing and pressed my eager self 
against the bars of the cage, in 
hopes of petting one of the ele¬ 
phants. One of the beasts, a great 
lazy fellow leaning against the bars, 
must have been startled. All of a 
sudden, he decided to release his 
bladder, splashing me with six 
gallons of elephant pee. My mother 
was annoyed and so was I — to 
tears. Since then, zoos and their 
inhabitants have, to my mind, been 
something to be wary of. 

My later feelings were surely 
colored by that early experience, 
but I've pretty much felt that once 
you have seen an elephant, a Hon 
or a cage full of monkeys, you have 
pretty much exhausted the possi¬ 
bilities for further enlightenment. 
Too, there is something depress¬ 
ing about old-fashioned zoos, with 
all those animals penned up and 
sunk in the lassitude of captivity. 

Well, at the behest of my editor, 
I went out and faced my predju- 
dices squarely and came away, if 
not a convert, then at least pleas¬ 
antly surprised. Things have 
changed, not the least of which is 
myself. 

The Stoneham Zoo — or as it’s 
more formally called, the Walter D. 
Stone Memorial Zoo — is an all¬ 


purpose zoo with something for 
everyone; big cats and exotic 
hoofed animals like mourflons and 
reindeer, sea lions, giraffes, 
penguins and so on. But here's the 
surprise. Many of them are no 
longer confined to pens. 

Both the lions and the rare 
Siberian tiger now have room to 
move about in an area that gives 
some semblance of freedom. Obvi¬ 
ously it's anthropomorphizing, but 
they did seem to look more satis¬ 
fied with their situation than I 
remember from other zoos. The 
tiger even goes for a daily swim in 
the moat which surrounds his lair. 
(This news came as a shock to this 
homebody, who beHeves water is 
the world’s most disgusting 
substance.) 

Monkeys seem to me a perfect 
mirror of urban society. They 
either sit contemplating their 
navels or swing about with an 
absolutely frenetic urgency and go 
absolutely nowhere. And like good 
urbanites, they will begin to quarrel 
with one another over the most 
trivial things. They also cluster in 
funny looking piles, a kind of 
simian support group. When 
boredom takes over they do 
obscene things the kids never miss. 

If You Decide to Go. 

A safari to either the Walter D. 
Stone Memorial Zoo or the 
Franklin Park 2k>o is a pleasantly 
simple matter. To reach the Stone, 
on 149 Pond Street in Stoneham, 
take exit 8 off Interstate 93 North, 
bear right and follow signs to the 
zoo. Or, from Route 128, take 93 
south and get off at exit 9; go left 
under 93, then go right, and you'll 
hit the zoo signs. A third alterna¬ 
tive is to call the Hudson Bus lines 
at 395-8080. 


("What are they doing, mommy?" 
"Just fighting, darling. Let’s go 
now.") Gy monkeys let me qualify 
that by saying they are gibbons, 
mandrils and orangutans as well as 
the more "typical" monkeys like 
spider and squirrel monkeys. 

The FranUin Park Zoo is in the 
midst of a complete overhaul. The 
elephant houses and the cages 
where the big cats were have all 
been tom down and will be rebuilt 
beginning in September. What 
remains are the pens for hooved 
animals which are depressingly 
run-down, even though the lovely 
little beasts with their delicate tegs 
and handsome faces aren't. The 
Children's Zoo and the newly re¬ 
modeled bird house shouldn’t be 
missed. 

The last two each have their own 
charms. When I went into the Chil¬ 
dren's Zoo I found myself knee 
deep in a passel of toddlers 
(average age: four), and decided to 
go along with them and see the zoo 
as they did — to the degree such a 
thing is possible. 

The first thing we did was touch 
the sheep with the tippy-tips of our 
fingers and screech. Tlie sheep 
didn’t mind; they were having 
breakfast that looked exactly like 

The Stone is o^en daily 10 am to 
dusk, although the buildings close 
at 4:30 pm. The aviary here, alas, 
is :-.nder construction and won’t 
open until fall. Admission is free, 
and 438-3662 is the number to call. 

It's just as easy to get to the 
Franklin Park Zoo, Franklin Park, 
Dorchester. Hop in the car and, 
from Route 9 east, head to the 
Jamaicaway (Route 1 south). Once 
safely installed on that tree-lined 
route, follow the signs for Route 


the Shredded Wheat we had that 
morning. Then we saw "horseyl 
horsey]" which is the generic term 
for burros, cows and such and then 
"pussycat I pussycat I", a bobcat 
snoozing on a limb of a tree totally 
indifferent to our presence. Or so I 
thought until I saw the tip of his 
tail twitch ominously. The boa 
constrictors and pythons were 
okay, except that they gave us 
nightmares, the monkeys were 
silly, especially a pair of baboons 
who were fighting while the 
racoons just sat and stared at us 
did the lemurs. The ugliest thing 
we saw was the black tarantula 
with orange stripes. He must have 
been four inches wide and four 
inches long. He stared at us too, so 
we hurriedly left and wandered up 
to the bird house. 

The bird house is laid out by 
"environment" — Swamp and 
Wetlands, River Bank, Desert and 
Rain Forest. None of the birds are 
behind glass or even wire but 
simply remain inside their domain. 
Or most do anyway. We entered 
the Rain Forest over a wooden 
bridge. There to greet us was a 
crested wood partridge who 
hopped along the railing for several 
feet, studying us most carefully

follow the Forest Hills Entrance 
Drive straight through to the zoo. 

Hours at the zoo proper are 10 
am to 4:15 pm daily, and admis¬ 
sion is free. Not so at the Chil¬ 
dren's Zoo here, where the hours 
arc 10 am to 4:45 pm daily and the 
entrance fee is SI for adults, 50 
cents children.

every step of the way. Eventually, 
he came to the conclusion we were 
just like all the other gawkers and 
flew off to a rock ledge overhead. 

Unfortunately, labeling is not the 
zoo's strong suit, so it isn’t easy to 
know exactly what birds you are 
seeing. The labels are illuminated 
color slides, but they are seldom lit. 
When I mentioned this to one of 
the keepers he merely shrugged and 
walked away. 

Easily recognizable to these 
untrained eyes were the flamingos 
in the Swamp and Wetlands. With 
their pink and orange plumage, you 
suddenly realize what true color 
really is. 

Next to the bird house stands the 
flight cage, a structure the size of a 
large quonset hut and made of wire 
mesh. You walk through double 
doors onto a bridge that takes you 
down the long axis of the cage, 
above the water and foliage. Six- 
foot gray storks stand immobile on 
the rocks, and you wonder if they 
might not belong on someone's 
lawn. Down below, geese, gulls, 
cormorants, pelicans and teals stmt 
about and once in a while, a 
peacock ambles over and gives his 
tail a flutter. 

Beyond the flight cage is a small 
lake where mute swans and black 
swans glide about along with other 
wild fowl like geese, ducks and 
widgeons. The setting is totally 
serene — walkways, carefully 
tended lawns, wooden steps 
ascending and descending differ¬ 
ent levels. Small waterfalls and 
fountains all make the area a little 
jewel of a habitat for both the birds 
and the people who like to look at 
them. 

In short, what they have done 
here is create the zoo of the future.

Playwright David Mamet has been 
blessed and talented enough to 
enjoy two Obie awards, one for 
American Buffalo, the other for 
Sexual Perversity in Chicago.

The latter, along with Duck 
Variations, ran Off Broadway in 
1976, and now, the same double¬ 
bill has 0 |.<ned in Boston at the 
Charles liayhouse. 

These plays can be confusing at 
the outset, because of the simple- 
minded humor which so often 


temporary America. Duck 
Variations and Sexual Perversity 
in Chicago combine the apparent 
Jokes with deft swipes at life in the 
Seventies. They are brilliantly 
crafted works. They are also 
enough to set one wondering what 
in God's name this decade is all 
about. 


the night, is a one-act satire along 
the lines of Waiting for Godot; but 
this time, It's let's see how long two 
men can ait on a park bench and 
talk about the ducks they’re 
watching — ducks mating, ducks 
(ighting off blue herons, ducks 
waddling about in zoos. 

Amazingly, they can do it through

insights on the universe and 
convulse an audience with duck- 
related inanities. That is, until it 
becomes clear that we're those 
same poor dumb ducks. Credit here 
goes to Jerry Gersham and Ted 


whose split-second timing sends 
the laughter, and the messages, 
sailing clearly through. 

Perversity, on the other hand, is 
hardly laughable at all. It is, in fact, 
a study of sexual norms, and the 
lack of them, among young singles 
in the disco/pick-up bar age. The 
story centers around Deborah 
(Deborah Strang) and Danny 
(Peter Conver), whose modem 
romance runs the hop-in-bed. let’s 
move-in, let’s-get-to-know-each 
other gamut. Joseph Wilkins, as 
Danny's macho Buddy Bemic, 
provides consistently crude tales of 
his own exploits; Deborah’s room¬ 
mate at the outset, Joan (Laura 
Hepner), contrasts him as a grade- 
school teacher frustrated by and 
with men. 

Presented as a series of vignettes 
covering a nine-week period, 
Perversity works as an incisive, 
unsentimental treatment of love 
and sex, Seventies style. Excep¬ 
tionally foul language, and cruelty, 
underscore the point that love and 
sex don't aeem to mix together 
now-a-days, that the singles scene 
is an ultimate sadness. Though 
billed as a comedy (which means 
you can Isugh at the sex jokes), 
Perversity stands as a tragedy in 
the deepest sense of the word. And 
it is, with its superb cast and 
quicksilver scenes, well worth a 
visit to the Charles.

Sunday night at 9. 
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Street Performers 


While the suburbs 
have picked up on 
most of the city’s 
entertainment ofier- 
ings, the street per¬ 
former’s lot is a for¬ 
gotten one.

liie scene is Harvard Square or 
perhaps it’s the Quincy Market 
area: people are milling about; cars 
are crawling, then whizzing, by; 
street parking is virtually non¬ 
existent; the various novelty (of the 
edible variety and otherwise) shops 
are turning a thriving business. 
Perhaps a whiff of fried dough or 
Bavarian pretzel lingers past your 
nose. 

To complement this rich scene of 
colors, smells and motions is a 
Boston phenomenon as seemingly 
elusive as the MBTA trolley you 
might have just missed — street 
performers. 

Boston and Cambridge are 
acknowledged centers of the arts, 
and while the suburbs have picked 
up on most of these cities' enter¬ 
tainment offerings, the street per¬ 
former’s lot is a forgotten one. 

In reality, street performers are 
not all that hard to find. There are 
easily more than 400 performers in 
Boston. 

You just have to know where to 
find them. Harvard Square and the 
Fanueil Hall-Quincy T^ket areas 
are far and away the most popular 
''stages” for street performers. 
Boston Common street entertain¬ 
ment consists primarily of musi¬ 
cians, Government Center is off- 
limits. 

Chances are you may have 
caught a street act before and* 
thought, "too bed Ill never be 
able to see that one again.” 

Chances are also that you’re 
wrong. The good acts are the 
serious acts and the serious acts 
turn up with startling regularity. 
While many street acts are 
impromptu creations designed to 
bring their performers some source 
of revenue, other acts are so pro¬ 
fessionally delivered you could 
swear they belong in the Ringling 
Brothers Circus or the Charles 
Playhouse. 

It’s the dedication of the latter 
entertainers that makes "sitting in” 
on a street performance an abso¬ 
lute joy. Sean Morey, who packs 
the 100 seat Charle.^ Playhotise 
every Friday night, prefers to run 
his comedy routines in the Fanueil 
Hall area, while magician Peter 
Sosna, who's been practicing magic 
“since I was seven,” performs 
exclusively on the Brattle Square 
asphalt traffic island. Both per¬ 
formers play the streets about three 
times a week. 


Once you know the location, the 
key to finding street performances 
is a seven-letter word spelled 
''w-e-a-t-h-e-r." The acts that rely 
on props or musical instruments 
probably won’t show up if there’s a 
hint of rain. The Amazing Fantasy 
Jugglers, for instance, would find 
rain detrimental to both their 
equipment, which includes a drum 
set, and their act. Surehandedness 
is lost when the juggler’s duckpins 
get wet. 

In fairer weather, however, the 
street performers are out. Limch 
time and after 5 pm seem to be the 
best hours for crowd-drawing. 

Once you've latched onto a street 
performance, don’t be in a hurry to 
leave. Where there’s one street act, 
there's usually another close by. 
Performers themselves eliminate 
competition between acts by work¬ 
ing out an informal schedule as to 
who’ll play when and in what part 
of the square. 

Thus one might watch a 20- 
minute act by the Amazing Fantasy 
Jugglers in Harvard Square, move 
on to watch Sosna’s magic act at 
nearby Brattle Square and then 
find a third act over by the 
Coolidge Bank. Before you know it, 
an hour and a half has passed by. 

At the Quincy Maiketplace, the 
schedule runs something like this: 
every day of the week, street per¬ 
formers may book, weather 
pending of course, a four-hour 
stint. From noon until 9 pm each 
day, the performances are con¬ 
ducted at Quincy Market’s west 
end. After 9 pm, the performances 
are held at the market’s east end. 

Hie idea behind the four-hour 
booking system, management says, 
is to get three or four acts together 
to share the time. The schedule will 
be in effect until at least August 26, 
which is when the marketplace’s 
newest addition. North Market, 
opens up. 

Now that you’ve an idea as to 
when street performers play and 
where, you might like to know 
which acts to look for. We're told 
the gymnastic team called Loco¬ 
motion Circus is just about the best 
street act going. A close second 
goes to the Amazing Fantasy 
Jugglers. Other "name” acts 
include: Sean Morey, the 
vaudeville-comedy Shakespeare 
Brothers act, bliicgrass bands Fox¬ 
fire and Strings Attached, and 
Boston's number one street per¬ 
former Steve Baird, so called be¬ 
cause he led the fight to get legal per¬ 
mission for street performances. 

If you’re curious as to how much 
money you should leave behind in 
the hat or bucket, don’t fret. The 
fare isn't that much. If you sit 
through the whole act and ulti¬ 
mately decide you don't like it, toss 
in two-bits. If you are enthralled 
with the performance, pleased by 
the zest and hustle of the actors, 
leave a dollar, or maybe even more. 


Picture yourself on a warm 
summer’s night, people all about 
you, the heat escaping from the 
pavement beneath your feet, the 
moon up abo^ and in the center, 
entertainment. That’s str^t per¬ 
forming. And if you’re fretting 
about finding some place to park, 
consider the following. 

Notes: 

Within an eighth of a mile of Har¬ 
vard Square is the Nutting Road 
parking lot, with an attendant and 


a capacity of more than 200 cars. A 
very reasonable rate for parking 5 
pm to midnight. This is located just 
off of Mt. Auburn Street. 

Just as close to Harvard Square 
is the Church Street parking lot, 
located between Brattle Street and 
Mass Ave. Again, an attendant is 
present and parking lasts ‘til mid¬ 
night. On Sunday evenings, how¬ 
ever, the lot is open for parking, 
free of charge. There are no atten¬ 
dants Sunday nights. 


Fanueil Hall Marketplace park¬ 
ing can be had by parking at the 
meter-lot under the expressway, or 
by leaving your car at the nine- 
story garage a quarter-mile away. 

Subway — if you pork at 
Lechmere Sales‘ MBTA station or 
at Fanueil Hall, you can get to 
Harvard Square by taking the 
Green Line to the Park Street sta¬ 
tion and transferring to the Red 
Line there. Red brings you right up 
into the heart of Harvard .Square.

Harbor Cruises 


Boxing and fancy 
island resorts may 
have vanisihed in a 
pufiF of smoke, but the 
islands sdO possess 
their own inimitable 
curiosities. _

One hundred fifty years ago, 
citizens delighted in Boston Harbor 
boat excursions. Transportation 
was cheap, and the harbor islands' 
fresh air, summer resort hotels, 
illegal gambling and Sunday boxing 
matches (eventually quashed by 
Boston bureaucrats) proved 
entirely irrestible. 

Today, there's still that oppor¬ 
tunity to tour the harbor. The 
backdrop, of course, has changed to 
include large ships and jets racing 
to and from Logan Airport, to say 
nothing of Boston's impressive sky¬ 
line. An especially pleasant note is 
struck with the cruise fares, modest 
even with today's inflation 
galloping over us all. 

Peruaing 

The harbor and its islands have 


been an integral *part of Boston 
history from the beginning. Agri¬ 
culture was an early activity, 
continuing in fact into the 20th 
century. From the 17th century to 
the present, public and private 
institutions also flourished, among 
them quarantine fever hospitals, 
pauper colonies, U.S. immigration 
stations, prisons and even houses 
of dubious repute. Perhaps one of 
the oddest businesses ever 
conducted (and quickly terminated) 
on the islands was a cigar factory 
on Little Brewster, which pawned 
off its locally-made cheroots as 
expensive Spanish ones. 

Though the days of boxing and 
fancy island resorts have vanished 
in a puff of smoke, the islands 
possess their own inimitable 
curiosities. Of particular note is 
George's Island, which houses Port 
Warren, the most famous of the 
islands' now ruined or repaired 
military fortifications. Completed 
in time for the Civil War, the fort 
remains a masterpiece of an instal¬ 
lation. When fully garrisoned in 
1861, It boasted 1500 men and 300 
guns. A drawbridge, 50-foot-wide 
moat, underground and wall 
passages, dungeons and turret 


staircases provide lots of area for 
exploration. Perhaps youll even 
find the fort ghost. 

After World War II, the islands 
fell into disuse and ill repair. 
Happily, legislation was passed in 
1970 to create the Boston Harbor 
Islands State Park, designed to 
renew both the resources and 
enjoyment in them. The scheme of 
things is that (jcorge's, Gallop's 
and Lovell's islands serve as a 
single harbor recreational unit. And 
although it's not part of the state 
park, Thompson's Island offers you 
another bit of land to prowl. 
Cruising 

To enjoy Boston Harbor's 50 
square miles of water surface and 
its islands to the fullest, all you 
have to decide is what sort of 
outing suits you at the moment. 
You can plan an energetic after¬ 
noon exploring the rugged terrain 
of uninhabited islands, or a lazy 
day on the deck of a ship, followed 
by a leisurely picnic ashore. 

Since the harbor consists of such 
a vast amount of territory, you 
have another two choices of what 
to see: the Inner or the Outer 
Harbor. The Inner Harbor, which 
' can be viewed via informative one- 


hour cruises, extends from the 
mouths of the Charles and Mystic 
Rivers, past the urban center to an 
imaginary line drawn between 
Castle Island and Logan Airport. 
Tlie Outer Harbor includes Dor¬ 
chester, Quincy and Hingham Bays 
and the 30 islands suspended in 
these bays. 

And that's hardly all. In addi¬ 
tion, some of the hottest nightlife 
in town can be discovered aboard 
evening cruises, many of which 
begin about 5:30 and run two or 
more hours. Live jazz, disco and 
classical — take your pick, they're 
all offered. And imagine dancing 
under the sunset and the starlit 
skies of the harbor, with Boston's 
skyline shining in the distance. 
Divinfc. 

So give in to the spirit of adven¬ 
ture and make the harbor a habit. 
Youll share all the pleasures of 
those 19th century greater 
Bostonians, and have the added fun 
of knowing you're helping history 
to repeat itself. 

Notes: 

Inner Harbor, Outer Harbor and 
night time cruises, replete with 
music, are offered by three Boston 
cruise lines: Bay State/Province’ 


town Cruises (which provides the 
taking-off point for Water Music, 
one of the most popular cruise 
efforts), 20 Long Wharf (723- 
7800): Boston Harbor Cruises, 
Long Wharf at State Street (227- 
4320): and Massachusetts Bay 
Lines, Rowes Wharf, 344 Atlantic 
Avenue (542-8000). Water Music is 
at 14 Arrow Street in Cambridge 
(876-8742). Cruises of the Outer 
Harbor, as well as night sailings 
and deep sea fishing excursions, are 
the domain of the A.C. Cruise 
Line, Pier One, 28 Atlantic Avenue 
(426-8419). Call for the cruise of 
your choice. 

Service on the lines runs to 
about Labor Day, with weekend 
service to approximately October 
12. Many excursions are offered to 
George's Island, from which a free 
water taxi operates to Gallop's and 
Lovell's Islands.
